their demerits. When 14s/es demanded drink: for his people, 
we faid, Smite the Rock with thy Rod, incontinently there 
fprung forch twelve Fountains, and every man knew. his place, 
where to drink: Eat, and drink the good things of God, and 
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defile not the Earth any more. You {aid unto CMofes, we ate 

not fatisied with one fort of meat; entreat thy Lord that he 

give us what the Earth produceth, Beets, Cucumbers, Garlick, 

Lentils, atid Onions; he faid, Defire you to change good for 

evill? Goe downe into Agypt , you will there finde what you 
require. They were beaten with difgrace, and poverty, and re- 

turned into the wrath of God, for that they difobeved his 
Commahdements, and unjuttly flew his Prophets, for which they 

wete greatly to blame. All thofe that thall believe, Chriftians, 

Jéewes or Samaritans , fuch asthall believe inGod at che day of 
Judgement , and doe good workes, fhall be recompenfed by 

= Geldl- their Lord, and be free from feare , and affliGtion, at the day of 
ss the Refarre@tion. When we received your promife,to beleevein 
the Old Teftament, we raifed a mountaine over you, to over- 
fhadow you, and faid, Comprehend with affection , what wee 

teach you; and remember ; perhaps you will feare the fice of Hell, 

and difobedience ; nevertheleffe, you have gone aftray, without 

the mercy of your Lord you (hall be in the number of the damned. 

You know what befell thofe that obferved not the Sabboth; we 

faid unto them, Be ye abhorred , and defpifed as Apes; We left 

this punifhment, as an advertifement to their temporaries and 

See Kitab pofteritie, and particularly, to be for an example to the true be- 
elienoir. eevers. Rethember thou, that AZo/es faid unto the people, God 
commandeth you to facrificea Cow. They anfwered, doeft thou 

mocke us ? He replied,God defend me from being in the number 

of the ignorant ; they faid, Callupon thy Lord, chat he infteud 

us what Cow that ought tobe, he faid, it mult bea Cowof a 

middle age, neither young, nor old, and doe what is command- 
“edyou; They faid, pray unto thy Lord, that he fhewus of what 
cofour it ought to be. Ie muft, faid he, be of a bright, yellow 
colour, that it may delight the eyes of the beholders. They faid, 

Invoke thy Lord, that he inftru€t us , what it ought to refemble, 

and we fhall (if it pleafehim) be obedient to his Commande; 

ments ; He faid, God anfwereth you, that it muft be a Cow, that 

never bare the yoke, to tillthe earth, neither water the fields, 

round, and that hath never laboured, neither hath fpot upon her 

body. They faid, thou haft now fpoken truths they then facrificed

When they meet with ar Can 
true beleevers, they fay, we beleeveiin God, and being affem- gee Bedacis 
bled , they fay among themfelves, have you entertained thofe 
true beleevers, for that God hath inftruéted yon, that they may 
finde no excufe againft you at the day of Judgement, before his 
divine Majeltie ? Underftand younot that they would excufe 
themfelves upon what you have faid to them ? Know they not 
that Ged knoweth whatever theyconceale, and what they 
bring to light ? There be fome that know. neither to reade nor 
write, that underftand nothing of Scripture , but what they 
have learned fromthe lies of their Doétors , yet they thinke to 
be knowing men. Miferie isupon them that conceale the Scrip- 
tureintheirhands , that alter it, and fay, that what they reade 
proceedeth from God to profit any thing thereby. Mifericis 
upon them , becaufe of what their handshave written; miferie 
jsupon them, and upon what they have gained, in blafpheming 
againft God. They have faid, we thall continue in Fire but a 
certaine.number of dayes: Say unto them; have youcapitulated 
with God ? He will not a@againft-his promifes ¢ Will you fpeak 
of God what youknow not? Suchas have gained ought, and 
were entangled in,the finne of their gaine , fhall: for :ever re- 
maine inthe flamesof Hell ; and they that have faith in God, 
and doe good workes , (hall eternally enjoy the delights oé Pa- 
radife. Rememberthou , that.we taughtthe Commande ments 
of the Law, and how we faidito the children of Hrael, worfhip 
one only God , doe good unto your father and mother, to your 
B 4 allies, 
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allies, orphans, and the poore: fpeake mildely unto the peo- 

ple,.make your prayer: at the time appointed , and pay 

your Tithes 3 neverthelefl: they were difobedient, except fome 

very few among them. When we received the Commandements 

of God, and that we faid thed not your bloud, neither forfake- 
your houfes, you approvid it, your felves are witneiless Ne= 

verthelefle you flew many, and conftrained a great number to 

defert their habitation , you affifted each other in injuftice, and 

impiety. If flaves have recourfe to you , you fhall redeeme 

them, their deliverance isappointed you : Doe you beleeve one 

part of the Scripture toadjure the other ?: The reward of any: 
of you that fhalldo this thing , is ignominie in this world, and 

to be precipitated into the moft grievous torments of Hell 

at the day of Judgement. God isnotignorant of your ations, 

Such as purchafe the life ofthe world, to quit Paradife, fhall nor 
be cafed in their miferies , and be utterly deprived of fucconrs.

The curfe of God is upor Infidels, efpecially upon. them that.

hath prepared for them grievous torments , becaufe of the 
enormitie of. their crimes.

Say 
to them, who ts an enemfe to Gabiel He by the permiffi- 
on of God hath infpired into *thee the Alcoran, that con- * “abe 


- firmeth the ancient Scriptures , and guideth the good in the ”* 


way of their Salvation , and declaretito them the joyes of Pa- 
radife, Hethatisaneftemie to God the Angels, his Prophet, 
to Gabrael and AZichael, fhall be rigyroufly chaftifed , God is 
an enemie to Infidels.. We have fent:hee precepts, cleare, and 
intelligible , none will abjure them lut the wicked: Some of 
them have acted againft their owne pomifes, and the greateft 
part is incredulous; Many of them thit have knowledge in the 
written Law, have forfaken tt , even vhen God fent them any 
Prophet to confirme the Scriptures,tha they had before received, 
and approved : They caft the book: of God behinde their 
backs, as if they knewit not, and adiered to what the Devils 
taught in the raigne of Solomon, (yet S/omon finned not, but the 
Devils only, chat inftruéted the peopl in Magick ) and what was 4,7 and 
taught by the two Angels, Arcot and Maret in Babylon.

feparation of the man and the womn, and what breedeth ha- 
tred betwixt them, They did not hame to any by their ve 
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but, through the permiffion of God, the people learned of them 
what might hurt,and not be profitable to them ; they inftructed 
in Magick them chat fold their part in Paradife,at the lofs of their 
fouls, although they knew their error, that they had before be. 
leeved in God, and feared his divine Majeftie. Repentance in 
fpired by God is exceeding profitable if they underftood to know 
it. Oyonthat feare God, fay not, honour us ; fay, regard us, and 
hearken to what iscommanded you. To Infidels are prepared 
dolorous torments; the Jews and Chriftians defired not that 
God thould fend you good, but God very liberrall, gratifieth 
with his mercy whom he pleafeth: he will nor alter his Com- 
mandments, neither forget them ; he will moreover teach others 
more profitable, or of the like nature; know you not that God 
is omnipotent ? underftand you not that to God appertains the 
Kingdom ofheaven, and of earth; who except God will be your 
protector ?

Many that have knowledge inh Gas - 
a ture, endeavoured to miflead yon through impiety and aie 
ae tag notwithftanding they are not ignorant of the Truth ; forgi :

Praifed be 

God on the contrary; whatever is either in earthor heaven, 
appertaineth to his Divine Majeftie, and all chingsobey him; he 

hath created heaven and earth,and when he willeth any thing, he 
faith, Be thou,and it is. The unbeleevers faid,ifGod fpeak not tous, 

or if thou performeft no miracles, we will not beleeve thee; their 
predeceffors have faid as much, and their words have been like 

unto their hearts; we have caufed miracles to appear to. the 
righteous, and have fent thee to preach and inftru& the people ; 

inquire not why thofe that fhal defcend into hell will not believe

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God faid, I will for a time enrich the Infidels alfo, and precipi- 
tate them into the fire of hell,where they fhall remain to all eter- ; 
nity, VVhen Abraham and l/mael raifed the foundations ofthe 
Temple of ALecca, Abraham faid,Lord accept our vows; thou un. 
derftandeft all, and knowelt all things: Lord give us the grace to 
be obedient to thy Commandments, and let a people iflue from 
our loyns that may obferve thy Law: Shew us the way we ought 
to follow, and have mercy upon us; thou art gracious and merci. 
ful: Lord fend to this thy people a Prophet of their nation, to 
preach to them thy Commandments,to in{truct them in Scripture 
and knowledg,and to purifie them,thou art omnipotent and wife, 
No man fhall abandon the Law of Abraham, but to his own 
damage, I have chofen himin this world, and he isin the other, 
in the number of the juft.

Heisnot ignorant of all your adti- 

ons, The good that thofe men have done, remainto them; and 

the evil that they thal! commit, fhall be againft you: enquire not 

after what they did. Some ignorant among the people will fay, 

Their Prophet doth not appoint them to turn the face to that 

fide, to which they turned heretofore, when they made their 
Orifons, Say unto them, The Ea and wef belong unto God; 

he directeth in the right way whom he pleafeth, As we have con- 

duéted you into the right way; we have likewife commanded 

youto do that which ts juft; that you be witnefles againft the 

people atthe day of judgment, and the Prophet witnefs againft See Gelal- 
you. Ihave not ordained, that you turn your face as heretofore,“ 
when you made your Orifons, to the end, they may be known 

that follow the Prophet, from them that returnto their impiety. 

It willbe irkfome to the people to turn:to that fide, except to 

fuch as God hath guided into the right way. God will not make 

vain your belief; he is gracious and mercifulto hispeople. I fee 

that thou lifteft up thy face to Heaven, turn which way thall 

pleafe thee ; but turn thou towards AZecca, wherefoever thou 

art: They, to whom heretofore the knowledg of Scripture Thefe are 
was given, knew that the Truth proceeded from their Lord ; what the Jews 
they do isnot concealed from God, when thou (halt meet them ; ai ae = 
and that they will not turn themfelyes, as thou, in making their follow the 
prayers; do not thou likewife turn, as they, they turn not all the written 
fame way, follow not their appetites, having comprehended the Law. 
knowledg that hath been infpired into thee, leaft chou fall in- 

to the number of the unjuft. Many, to whom we have given the 
knowledg of the written Law, underftand it perfe@ly, as alfo 

do theirchildren ; neverthelefs, they.conceal the Truth, and are 

not ignorant that it proceedeth from thy Lord; Be not. thou 

of the number of them that doubt.

fight unto you, and nota burthen ; his will is, that you ob- 
ferve the dayes of fafting , and that yon return him thanks, 
. for that he hath guided you in the right way, perhaps you will 
give him thanks; I will be near unto my fervants, when they 
fhall enquire of thee concerning the myfteries of my Law ; f 
will hear their Supplications when they invoke me, that they 
may perfevere in obedience to my Commandments ; perad- 
venture they will follow the right way. Itis lawfull for you 
to know your wives the night of falting , they are neceffarie 
to you, as your cloathes, and you are to them as neceflarie as 
their garments: God knoweth, that otherwife you fhould 
have betrayed your foules ; he is bountifull to you, and hath 
pardoned you, know them, and performe what God hath ap- 
pointed you. Eate and drinke, untill you may diftinguith a 
white thread from a black by the light of the morning , then 
begin to faft untill night ; Know not your wives when you are 
inthe Temple: Such are the limits prefcribed of God, tranf- 
greffe them not: So God manifefteth his Commandment to 
the people, perhaps they will have the feare of his divine Ma- 
jeftie before their eyes. Difpend not your goods unprofitable, 
and with vanitie , and corrupe nor the judges with gifts, 
and prefents , to eate malicioufly the iubfiance of ariother, 
they will queftion you concerning the new Moone; fay yee, 
That it isthefigne of the time appointed for pilgrimages ; Tt 
isnot reafonable that you fhouid enter the houfe of anocher 
back way, he that fearesGod, doth well co enter through the 
gate. FeateGod, and you thail be happie ; Fight for his Law 
againft them chat affault you, and'doe wrong to no man, he 
foveth noc them that are unjuft, flie Infidels wherefoever you 
finde them, and expell chem out of the place , from which 
they fhall have driven you ; Sedition is worfe then murther ; 
fight not againftthem at AZecca, untill they affaule you; if 
they therehght you, killthem, fuchisthe punifhment of In- 
fidels: if they fet aperiod to their infidelitie, God Wilkbe to 
them graciousand mercifull) Fight againft them.to avoid fe. 
dition; Faith proccedeth from God: If they defift from their 
Cc 
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impietie, you hall exercife no hoftilitie againft them , but 

only againft the wicked : If they fight you in the moneth of 

Mharae , you thall fight them alfo in that fame moneth, 

and obferve a reciprocation in honours. Offend them that 

fhall offend you in that moneth, in the fame manner that 

they fhallhave offended you.

fumble,and fhall have no quarrel inthat voyage;God knoweth, 

all your good a@tions , he fhall augment your faculties, he is 

a greatrewarder. Oh you thatare wife, feareme, you fine 

not in derfanding good from your Lord , and making met 

chandize in that voyage. When you {hall depart from the 
Mountaine of Arefat, remember God in that of AZouchar, te-

Doe yee 
believe to enter» Paradife , unleffe thar happen to you , that 
befell your Predeceflors ? They were touched with miferies, 
and difeafes, and trembled, untill chat very inftane that the 
Prophet faid to the true believers that were with him ; When. 
fhall divine fuccour come? notwithftanding Divine faccour 
was natfarre off; They fhall queftion thee concerning what 
they ought toexpend; Say untothem, you fhall affift with 
your zoods, your father and mother , your allies, Orphans, 
the poore. and pilgrims, God will underftand all the good 
youthall do ; Fighting is enjoyned you, although it be againtt 
your wills 1 may chance that you will fhunne that which is 
profitable to you, and likewife love what is pernicious to you, 
God knoweth what you know not. They fhall aske of thee, 
if they fhall fight inthe moneth of A¢haram ; fay untothem, 
great bartels (hall happen in this moneth, that thal! that up to. 
the people the way of the Law of God ; and impieties , that 
fhallhinder the multitude to goe to Afecca. To drive the 
people from Weccais an excteding great finne: Sedition is 
- worfe then murther ; The wicked fhall not ceafe to fight you, 
untill they have, iftheycan accomplith it, miflead you from 
your Religion. His good works among you, that (hall quit his. 
Law, and die an Infidel! fhall be vaine in this world, and him- 
felfe be confined in the fire of Helf; Such as bélieve in 
God , that feparate themfelves from che impious. that aban- 
don their houies for the fervice of his Divine Majeftie , and 
that fight for: the Faith , hope for his mercie , he is gra- 
cious and mercifull, They will enquire of thee concerning 
wine, and games of hazard ;- fay untothem, thatit is in them 
a very great fin, and yet of utility to men; but the evill that 
they caufe, is much greater then the profit they reape. They 
will demand what they ought coexpendin good works ; fay. 
wato them, what fhall remain to you, your own affaigs being: 
done, So God teacheth you his Commandments, peradven- 
ture you will call to minde the things of earth and of heaven. 
They will enquire concerning Orphans; fay unto them. iftheir

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fubftance be intermingled with yourown, do them no wrong, 
they are your brethren in‘God, he knoweth thei that do 
good, and thofethat do evill: ifit had pleafed him, he had de- 
tained much more from you, for he is Omnipotent and juft, 
Marry not women that believe in many gods, untill they be+ 
lieve in one fole God ; a Slave that is a true believer, is of more 
value then a free Infidel, notwithftanding the is beautifull. In- 
fidels fhall be fummoned to hell fire, and God calleth mento 
Paradife, andto his mercy, through his meer good pleafure, 
and declareth to them his Commandments, perhaps they will 
remember them. They will enquire of thee concerning the 
monethly.terms of women ; anfwer, that they areunclean; {e- 
parate your felves from your wives when they are menftrous, 
and come not nigh them untill they be purified; when they 
fhall be clean, approach them, according to what God hath 
commanded : he loveth them that repent oftheirerrors, that 
are clean and purified ; your wives are your tillage, gd to your 
tillage at your pleafure, and do good for your fouls;you hall 
one day findevit, fear God and preach his Commandments 


to the true believers. Your Religion doth not permit you to 


f{weare by God in vaine, and oftentimes to juftihe your felves; 
God underftandeth and knoweth all things, he will not regard 
what you {hall fpeake at randome, thac fhall not be hurttull co 
any, but he will fee what it fhall be in your heart. He willbe 
gracious and mercifull to fuch as fhall fwear, not to couch their 
wives the fpace of foure moneths, if they returne to them; he is 
gracious and mercifull ; but if they defire to repudiate them, he 
underftandeth, and knoweth all things. Women divorced, 
fhall tarry uncilltheir Termes be paft foure times, before they 
marry againe, it isnot permitted them to conceale what God 


hath created in their wombe, if they believe in his divine Majes’ 


fly, and the Day of Iudgemenr; if they flie from their husbands, 
they fhallbe brought againeto them, which isa thing reafon- 
able. They ought to honour them, and their- husbands likewife 
ought to honour them, but the husbandshave adegree of ad- 
vantage above them, God is Omnipotent, and moft wife in 
whathe ordaineth, Divorce the firlt and fecond time, ought 
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tobe performed with mildnefs, courtefie, and good deeds; it 
is not lawfull for youto take anything from your wives, 6 
what you have given them, ifyou both feare a difabilitie of 
not fatisfying the Commandments of God; but if you both 
feare to tranfgrefsthe bounds prefcribed by God, you thall doe 
well to accord together, fuch are the commandments of his 
divine Majefty, tranfgreffe them not, fuch astranfgreffe them 
are exceedingly too blame. He that fhall have repudiated his 
wife thrice, fhall not refume her, untill fhe hath been marryed 
to another that hath divorced her : then they may returne to 
each other, and marry againe without Sinne, if they thinke 
themfelves able to continue within the limits prefcribed by 
God, which he manifefteth to the wife and prudent. When you 
fhall repudiate your wives, appoint them the time they muft 
tarry, before they againe marry, take them with civilitieand 
modeftie, and in the like manner difmiffe them, give them pree 
fents according to your abilities, and take them not, toabufe 
hor torment them; they that doe this, offend their owne Souls, 
Mocke not at the Commandments of God :’ Remember his 
favours, and how he hath taught you Scripture, knowledge, 
and the myfteriég of his law ; Feare God, and know that he ' 
underftandeth: all your actions. When you repudiate your 
wives, appoint them the time they ought to tarry, before they 
marry againe, and hinder them not to marry according to the 
Commandments of God. Thefe things are preached to them 
among you that believe in God, and.in the Day of Judgement, 
it is requifite fo to make ufeof them. God knoweth what 
youknow not. The woman hall give fuck to their children 
two years entire; if they defire to accomplith the time appoint 
ed to fuckle them,the father thal nourith and cloathe the wife; 
and his children,according to his faculties ; expend not, but ac- 
cording to the meafure of your goods: the father and mother 
fhall not neceffitate themfelves for their children: the heire 
fhall perform what is above ordained, (he fhall entertain his 


father and mother according to his abilities

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ic. Ifyou caufeyour children to be nurfed by other women 
then your own wives, God will not be offended, in giving 
them their fallary,according to reafon and honefty : fear God, 
and know that he feeth what ever you do. VViddows fhall 
tarry four moneths and ten nights after the death of their 
husbands, before they marry again ; this time being accomplifh- 
ed; they fhalldo what thall feem good to them, according to 
reafon and honefty,God knoweth all your ations. Y ou will not 
offend God in fpeaking a word in fecret to women that you re- 
fearch in marriage, although you concealein your minde your 
defign toefpoufe them, he underftandeth what ever you think 
of them ; know them not fecretly, untill you have pronounced 
the words appointed by the Law ; and enter not the bonds of 
marriage, untill che time fet down in writing be accomplifhed, 
God knoweth whatever isin your hearts : take heed unto your 
felves, he is gentle and gracious to them that fear him. It isno 
fin to repudiate your wives, before you have touched them; 
you thail give them fome prefents, and do good unto them, ac- 
cording to the proportion of your wealth, or poverty ; and ci- 
villy intreat them, as is the cuftome of honeft men.If you repu- 
diate them before you have touched chem, and have beftowed 
on them any prefents of garments, movables, and other things, 
they fhallhave the moity, if they releafe it not to you, or if 
the husband, remitting with his own hand the tie of marriage, 
doth not leaveto them the whole, of courtefie : it is requifite to 
gratifie chem, and to forget nothing of the benefits between 
you, God beholdeth all your a@tions ; ftand upon your gaurd, 
when you make your prayers, efpecially, that at noone, and 
be obedient unto God. If you fear your enemies, and cannot 
place your felves on your knees, neither perforin the Ce- 
remonies'that are appointed you ; omit not to fay your prayers 

on foot, or on horieback, and being freed from fear, remem- 

ber God, and how he hathtaught you, what you know not.

from: your houfes : If they willingly depart; the fin of what

die : after this, he raifed them again: God is the Benefa@or of 
the people, but the greateft part return himno thanks for his 
favours. Fight for his Law, and know, that he underftandeth 
and knoweth all things. Who is he chat will afford him a good. 
turn? He will augment him with multiplicity of increafe ; he 
giveth good, and taketh it away from whom it pieafeth him; 
you fhall all return before himto be judged. Knowelt chou not, 
that a company of the children of Ifrael, after the death of 
Mofes , faid co their Prophet, fend usa King, we with him will 
fight for the Law of God ? He anfwereth them, have you difo- 
beyed the Commandments of God ? If they enjoyn you to 
fight, you will not do it: They faid,we have no greater defire, 
then to fight for the glory of his divine Majettie ; we for this 
Canfe have abandoned our honfes, and thofe of our parents : 
neverthelefs, when they were commanded to fight, they all, exe 
cept fome few of them, retired; bur God knoweth them that 
fin againft him, Their Prophet. faid tothem, God hath fent 
Saul to beyour King ; they anfwered, why fhall hebe our 
King? we rather deferve the royalty then he, he is not rich - 
enough; he replied, God hath chofen him to command you; 
he hath encreafed his knowledg, and ftature, he giveth reyalty

of Judgment ; Ufurers fhall rife again, like t» men poffeffed 
with Devils, becaufe they have faid, that tratique is like onto 
nfurie; God permitteth tratfique, and prohititeth ufurie ; he 
to whom the word of God commeth, and wtohathabandon- 
ed ufurie , what is paft, isto himfelfe, God will pardon his 
fault ; but he that fhallrecurn to exercife ufure , having once 
abandoned it, fhall be punifhed in the fire of Hell » God ab« 
horreth ufurie, he loveth them that are almes-givers,and hateth _ 
Infidels; Such asbelieve in God, that do good works, and 
that make their prayers at the time appointed, and pay their 
tithes, thall be rewarded by his Divine Majety, they thall be 
delivered from feare and affli@tion at the dy of Judgment. 
Oye that believe in God ! have the feare ofhim before your.

It ishe that formed youin the wombes of your mothers, as it 
pleafed him , there is no God, but the omnipotent, and wile 
God. He it is that fent to thee the Booke, whofe precepts ate 
neceflary , they are the originall, and foundation of the Law, 
like in puritie one tothe other, and without contradiétion 


- Such as in their heart incline to depart from the truth, do often 


follow their inclination, defirous of fedition, and to under 
{tand the explication of the A/coran; but none underftand its 
explication, but God,and fuch as are profound in learning; they 
fay, we believe in God, all things proceed from his divine wile 
dome , nevertheleffe none remember, but the wife.

blafphemies, what will become of them, when we thal affem. 
ble them at the day of Judgement, when nothing fhall be 
doubrfull, and every one fhall be recompenfed, as he fhall have 
merited ? No injuftice fhall be done unto them, Say, Lord 
thou poffeficft the Kingdoms of the world, thou giveft Royal. 
tieto whom thou feelt good ; from thy hand, oh Lord, pro- 
ceedeth all good, thou art Omnipotent, thou canfelt day te 
enter the night, and night the day; thou caufeft Infe -Percome 
out of death, and death out of life; thou enricheft without 
meafure whom thou feelt good.

phemies. He that thall fatiste what he hath promifed, and 
fhall fear God, -fhall be beloved of God; he loveth fuch as’ 
have fear of him before their eyes; fuch as pervert his Com. 
mandments for any profit,. fhall haveno part in Paradife; he 
will not proteét them, neither regard, or pardon themat 
the day of judgment ; and they (hall berigoroufly punithed, 
There be of them, that alter the Scripture in reading it, and 
will make believe that what they read, isin the Scripture, al- 
though it be not ; they blafpheme, and know it well. God 
gave not to man the Scripture, knowledg, and prophecies, to 
faytothe people, Worfhipme infteed of God; but indeed, 
tofay, Obferve exa@ly what you have learned in Scripture, 
and what you reade. God doth not command you to adore 
Angels, nor Prophets: Will he command you impiety, having 
inftruéted you in his Law? Remember that he received the 
promife of the Prophets,to preach his Commandments without 
fear, and that he hath taught you Scripture, and knowled ; 
and that after this, came a Prophet, that confirmed the 
Doétrine that was taught you, that you might believe his 
words. Have you not approved it ? Have you not received 
what was Promifed unto you? Wehave received it; be there- 
fore witnefles againft your felves, and againft them that have 


followed 
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followed you, and I will be a witnefs againft you, and againft 
them. Suchasgoaftray from the right way, fhall be wicked ; 
Defire they to obferve any other Law, then that of God? 
Whatever is in Heaven,or Earth, obeyeth him ; either willing- 
ly, or by force: And you fhall all one day appear before him, 


to bejudged: Say tothem, We beleeve in God, in what he 


hath infpired into us, in what he infpired into e4brabam, 
I{mael, Ifaac, Facob, and the Tribes, in what was ordained by 
Mofes,by Fefus,and generally all the Prophets from God ; and 
we are wholly refigned to his pleafure. The Sacrifices of them 
that defire to follow other Law, then the Law of Salvation, 
fhallnot be accepted ; they fhall be in the other world, in the 
numberof the damned. God guided not thofe thatfollowed 
impiety, after they had profeffed his Law ; and.having feen, 
and teftified that the Prophet is true, by fignes, clear and evi- 
dent, that appeared to them. God guideth not'the unjuft, 
they fhalf be for ever curfed of his Divine Majelty, of Angels, 
and of all the world; they fhall finde no relaxation of their 
torments, and at the day of judgment be deprived of pro- 
re@tion ; except fuch as fhall be converted,and do good works, 


God fhall be to them gracious and merciful. Such as thall be ee xizab af 


impious towards Jelus, having believed the Books of Adofes, renvir. 


and fhall augment their impiety againft A¢ahomet, (hall never 
be converted, they fhall erre eternally. Allthe treafures of 
the Earth fhall not be able to fave the wicked that die in their 
impiety, great punifhments are prepared for them, and none 
of them {hall be able to protect them. You fhall not be 
juftified, until rie have difpenfed in pious works, part of the 
goods you pofiefs. God will take notice of the alms you be- 
ftow. All meats were permitted the children of J/rae/, ex- 
cept what J/rae/ forbad co himfelf,before the old Teftament ; 
Say tothem, Come, ‘and bring the old Teftament, and con- 
fider it, it willappear if you fpeak the Truth. Thefe that fhall 
afterwards blafpheme againft God, fhall be exceedingly too 
blame.

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fhalleternally continue. See there the Myfteries of the Law 

of God, which inftruéteth thee with Trach. God wiilerh 

that no injultice be done to his people ; whatever is in Heaven, 

or in Earth, appertaineth to him, he difpofeth afl things. 

There hath appeared no Nation on the Earth that hath follow- 

ed a better way then you; forbid ye to dothat which is not

tie contrary, they are alive with God; they rejoyce, for that 
fich as ran to hinder them to fight, did not meet them ; fear 
tot for them, they fhall rejoyce eternally in the favour of God, 
te will abundantly reward them that fight for his Law. Thofe 
tiat obeyed God and the Prophet,after being overcome, that 
dd good works, and feared his divine Majefty, thall receive 
eat rewards, When it was told them, the people have con- 
vired againft you, take heed to your felves ; this difcourfe in- 
ceafed their faith ; and they faid, it fufficeth that God is our 
frotector, they were filled with the grace of God, no more 
evill befell them,and they obferved the’'Commandments of his 
civine Majefty. He is gracious to them that obey him. The de- 
vill will caufe in you a fear of the Infidels, fear them not ; butif 
yoube good men, fear me. Affict not your felves to feethe 
wicked rtinto impiety, they hurt not God, he will not give 
them reft in the other world, where they fhall be feverely cha- 
tifed.

God will not 
leave the faithfull in the ftate that you are in; he willone day 
eparate the good from the evill; he doth not teach you whatis 
tocome ; he, for that effect chufeth among the Prophets whom 
he feeth good. Believe therfore in God,and his Prophets; if you 
believe in God, fear to offend him, you fhall be rewarded. 
3elieve that fuch as are too {paring and avaritious of the wealth 
‘hat God hath given them, do well ; onthe contrary, they do 
rery ill, what they fpare without reafon, thall ftrangle them 
it the day of Judgement.

fons are likewife prohibited, and two fiftrs ; for what is paft, 
God is gracious and merciful: Married wives are likewife for- 
bidden you, except the women flaves, that you fhall have ac- 
uired. God hath fo commanded you, :xcept what is above 
orbidden, it is lawful for you to marry at your pleafure, If 
you defire women for money,and neither commit concubinage, 
nor adultery, give them their falary for which you hall agree, 
fo you fhall not offend God, he is omniftient, and moft wife. 
He that fhallnot be able to efpoufe women of free. condition, 
fhall marry fuch women or maids, that areflaves, as hall pleafe 
him. God knoweth the faith of the one, and other. Marry 
your wives with the permiffion of their parents, and give them 
their dowry with honelty : If women of free-condition, that 
haye committed neither concubinage, nor adultery, fecretly 
nor publikely, flie into fecond nuptials , and come to commit 
adultery , they fhall be doubly punifh:d, more then the 
daughters of Love. The marriage of flaves is for themthat See Geladin, 
fear whoredom: If you abftain from marrying them, you 
fhall not doamifS. God is gracious and nerciful ; he is wil- 
ing to teach youhis Law, and direct youin the way of them 
that preceded you ; he is gracious and merciful to his people. 
Such as follow the appetite of the wicked, decline extreamly 
from the Truth. God willeth that his Law be Light unto you , 
for that man was created weak.

what fhall beconvenient to be expended for them. Difcreet 
and obedient wives obferve, in the abfence of their husbands, 
the Commandments of God, make remonftrances to them 
that fhall be difobedient, and remove them from your Bed, 
chaftife them. If they obey you, feek not occafion toabufe 
them unjuftly. God ismoft high, and moft mighty. If you 
fear there may happen fome difference between aman and his 
wife, fend to them fome of their Kindred, to put an end to 
their quarre!, and reconcile them. God will give his peace 
to them, he is omnifcient. Worfhip God, and fay not that 
he hath a companionequalto him ; do good to your Father, 
and Mother, your Kindred, Orphans, the Poor, your Neigh- 
bors, Pilgrims, your Friends, and your Slaves. God loveth 
not the proud. We have prepared rigorous torments for 
them that are avaricious , that recommend avarice to the 
people, that conceal the Graces that God hath beftowed on 
them, and that are impious, Such as difpend their wealth 
with hypocrifie, believe neither inGod, nor the day of judg 
ment ;..and thofe that fhall have the Devil for their compant- 
on, will bein exceeding bad company ; he hall not approach 
them , if they believe in God, andthe day of judgment, and 
Zivein Alms fome part of the riches God hath given them. 
God knoweth them, and doth no injuftice to arly one, of the 
weight of afmall Ant. If the rightedtis do good of the quan- 
tity of a Pifmire, God fhall multiply it, and give them a great 
reward. In what condition will Infidels -be at the day of 
judgment ; for chat we have witneffes of all Nations againtt 
their impiety ; and that we willcall thee for a witnels againtt 
them of their deporements? That day, the Infidels that have 
difobeyed the Prophet, thall defire to be confumed, like to the 
Earth ; and not to have concealed or altered, through their 
difcourfe, the Commandments of God, O you that believe, 
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make not your prayers, being drunk, until you know what 
you fpeak ; neither likewife being polluted, unlefs in pafling 
onthe way, until yoube cleanfed ; if you beinajourmey, or 
fick. or go to difcharge your belly, or have known your wives, 
and finde no water to wafh you, you thal! lay hand upon the 
fand. and wipe your face and hands. God is gracious and mer- 
ciful to his Creatures. Seeft thou not how thofe chat know the 
written Law, purchafe Error? how they defire to mif lead 
youthrough their riches, and divert you from the right way ? 
God knoweth your enemies, it is enough that he ts your 
defender and protector. Such as Pudaixes alter the’ word of 
God, and fay to the Prophet , wee have heard, and: dif- 
obeyed thee , they heard without hearing ; they fay, pre- 
ferve us, have care of us ; neverthelefle do they pervert 
the word of God, in reading it 5 and alter his Com- 
mandments , they fhould doe better to fay, Lord wee 
have heard , and obeyed ; heatken onely to us, and te- 
gard us: But God hath curfed them, and few of. them 
will believe in his Divine Majefty. O you that have 
knowledg of the Scriptures ! believe in the Alcoran, that He {pcaketh 
confirmeth the old and new Teftament , before that Ideface to the Jews 
your vifages, and canfe them to turn behinde your backs. os se? 
will curfe Infidels, asT have curfed them of the Sabbath; the — 
Commandment of God is incontinently executed ; he pardon- 
eth not them thar affociate him with companions equal to him, 
except this , he forgiveth fins to whom it pleafeth him: He 
that faith God hath companions, blafphemeth, and mortally 
Ganeth, Confider not fach as affirm themfelves to be good 
men; contrariwife, God maketh thofe good men-that pleafe 
him; no injuftice fhall befallthem at the day of judgment. 
Confider how they blafpheme , it is fufficient that God mani- 
feftly beholdeth their fin. Seeft thon net them that have 
knowledg of the written Law ,. that believe in Haber and 
Tagot, \dols ; that fay to the Infidels, Behold the way of 
them that believe in'God ? Certainly, God hath curfed them; 
he, whom he curfeth, fhall finde none to protedthim. Shall 
they alone have part in the Kingdom of Heaven, without 
giving Alms? They will envy cr Neighbor, for the favors.

God hath conferred oni1im. Certainly, we gave to the pofte- 
rity of Abraham, the Inowledg of the Scriptures, and pro- 
phecies ; we beftowec.on them great abundance of wealth, 
There were of them tha believed in the Scripture, and others 
that contemned it ; bit they thal! be punithed in the fire of 
Hell, Iwillcaufe them to burn, and change their burned skin 
into a new skin, that thy may fuffer the more. God is omni- 
potent, and prudent in what he ordainerh. I will caufe thofe 
that have believed in Ged, and have performed good works, 
to enter into Gardens wherein flow many Rivers, where 
they fhall dwell eternaly with moft beautiful women... I will 
give them to enter the hade of Paradife: God recommend: 
eth to you, Fidelity anong your felves, to render faithfully 
what hath been intrufed to you; and whenyon thall judg 
differences that hall lappen among the people, judg with 
equity. It isa good work that he commandeth you; he be- 
holdeth, and knowethall things. O ye that believe! obey 
God, and the Prophets and fuch as command over you; if 
you be in controverfie oncerning any point, refer it to God, 
and. his Prophet, to uncerftand the Expofition ; if you believe 
inGod, and the day of judgment , you fhall do well: this 
will be the: beft interretation that youcanattain to. Seek 
thou not, that they why think to believe in what hath been in- 
fpiced intothee, and what hath been infpired into thy prede- 
ceffors, incline to difpite before T- agot ? Neverthelefs, they 
have commanded not t» believe in that Idol ; the Devil labor- 
ethto feduce, and withdraw them from the Truth. When it 
was faid to them, Cber the Commandment of God, andhis 
Prophet, they departecfrom thee: What will they do, when 
there (hallhappen ro thm any punifhment of their patt fins? 
They will return to thes and {wear by the name of God, That: 
they defire Peace, and p do good Works ; but God knoweth 
what is in their heart, and hath abandoned them.  Ceafe 
not to preach tothem,and to declare to them the VVord of 
God ;the Prophets, anc Apoftles were not fent, but to preach, 
and to beheard throug: the permiffion of his Divine good- 
nefs. If, when they hive hurt their fouls, they come to thee, 
and demand pardon of God, thou fhalt beg pardon for them, 
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they thall finde God gracious and meraful: They willnot be. 
lieve in his divine Majefty, until they have difputed the differ- 
ence with thee, that is among them ; and when they fhall no 
more doubt of what thou fhale have done, they will withoue 
contradi@tion obey thee. VVe have ordained them to kill 
each other; and to forfake their houfes; they have not done it, 
except very few of them: and although they did it, they did 
it not, to obey what fhould have been to them a great benefit, 
and exceeding merit ; we had given them a very great re- 
ward, and guided them tothe right way. He that fhall obey 
God, and his Prophet, fhall be withthem whom God hath 
endued with his Grace: He that knoweth it, refigneth himfelf 
to his divine Majefty.. O you that are Frue-believers ! be up- 
on your guard, affembled to fight ftoutly for the Law of God. 
There be among you that be cowardly, when any difcomfiture 
hath befaln you; they have faid, God protected me, that I 
was not with them?’ And when'God ‘save you victory , they 
fpake as if there had been no underftanding between them 
and you. VVould to God I had been withthem, I fhould 
have acquired exceeding great merit. Fightforthe glory of 
God, againft them that prefer the life of this world, to that 
of Heaven: I will give an exceeding great reward: to fuch as 
fhall fight, that fhallbe vi@torious, ard to them that fhallbe 
flain, fighting for the Faith. VVherefore fight you not forthe 
Law of God? for the liberty of women and children, weak 
and affiéted, that cry, Lord deliver us out of this place ; the 
people thereof are unjuft, giveus a protector, give us an affure 
refuge. They that believe in God fight for his Law, and In- 
fidels fight: for the Divel. Fight aganft them that ferve the 
Devil , his policies are weak. Confider thofe to whom it was 
faid, Ceafe to imbrew your hands in the blood of Infidels, per- 
fevere in your prayers, and pay tithes. VVhen they were 
commanded tofight, part of them were afraid of the mal- 
titude,vas of God, yea, more afraid of the multitude then of 
God, and faid, Lord thou haft not enjoyned usto fight, unlefs 
thou haft differed ns toa nearend. Say cothem, The wealth 
of the carth is but a fimall thing, theie be great riches ih the 
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other werld, for him that hall have the fear of God before 
his eyes. No injuftice fhall be done to you ; wherefoever you 
are,death will meet you,notwithftanding you may be in ftrong 
Citadels. If good happen to the Infidels, they fay it proceed. 
eth from. God; if evil befal them, they fay, that cometh 
fromthee. Say to.them, All proceedeth from God, what then 
isthe will of thofe men,? they cannot comprehend this dif 
courfe: The good that happeneth to you, cometh from.God, 
and the evil that befalleth you, is of your felves. VVe have 
fent thee to. the people, to teach. them the myfteries of my 
Law, ; it is {ifficient. that. l-am.witnefs.. He. that obeyeth. the 
Prophet, the Apoftle of God, obeyeth God:;. if they be dif 
obedient, thowart not fenttobetheirtutor. They fay, They 
willobey thee, and when they are gone-from thee, many of 
them ponder in their heart other thingschen they have fpoken, - 
but God fhall write. their thoughts, and abandon them. Re. 
figne thy felf to, God, and be content that heisthy prote@on 
VVill they not meditate.on the “/coran?. V Vere it fent-from 
any but from God, there. would be therein many contradidtie 
ons, VVhen. they had any affurance of victory, or-fearedto 
be overcome, they publithed ir, although, they had referred all 
to the Prophet, to the moft knowing among them, and to them 
that obeyed the Prophet,who knew what ought to be publifh. 
ed,and what to be keprfecret. If the grace of God. had not bin 
with you , and his. mercy, you had followed the Devill. Fight 
for the Law of God,employ but thy perfon, and be not trou- 
bled; if the true believers be without armes, the miferie.of the 
wicked fhal never end, God thall augment their calamitie, and 
encreafe the punifhment of their crimes; he that doth wel,(hal 
finde well,and who doth evil,thal finde-evil,God regardeth all, 
When you are faluted,return the falare with honor & affection, 
God puttech all in accompt.God | there-is but one only God, 
he fhall affemble you all at the day of Judgment, of that there 
isno doubt. Who is more true in his words then God? What 
have you to. do.with thofe wicked ones, divided into two 
Troops? God ruined and deftroyed them, becaufe of theit 
fins ; will youdiredt into the right way him, whom God bats : 
made- 
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madeto erre? He, whom he fhalicaufe to erre, thall not See Kitab el 
finde theright way. They defire that you may be Infidels , as ‘””'”- 
they are, obey them not, unleffe they fhall return to the Law ¢. Goteldi 
of God; if they forlake it, kill chem. where you finde them, ores 
contraé& no friend(hip with them , except with fuch as thall 
come to enter league with you, with forrow for what is paft 5 
to fight againit Infidels with you. Had it pleafed God, he had 
given them advantage over you, and they had beaten you, if 
they depart from you, and follow your Religion , God per- 
mittethnot youto do them injurte. You thall finde fome 
that fhall incline to believe yon, and their companions, they 
willturn all co confufion , and fallinto it themfelves: if they 
feparate themfelves from you, ifthey defire not peace of you, 
and defift not todo you mifchief, take and killthem, where 
you finde them, we have given you abfolute power over them, 
One true believer ought not to flay another crue believer, un- 
leffe it be through ignorance ; He that fhall flay a true believer 
through ignorance, fhall redeeme from flavery a true believer, 
or fhail pay damages and interefts to the kindred and Heirs 
ofthe dead, ifthey through curtefie difcharge him not of them: 
If he be of your enemies,and a true believer, he fhall ranfome 
from captivitie a true believer ; Ifhe be of your confederates, 
he fhall pay damages and interefts to the kindred, and heires 
of the dead , and redeeme from captivitie a true believer; If 
he thall be deftitute of means to performe this, he fhall faft ° 
two moneths together for a penance appointed of God ; 
God knoweth all things, and is prudent in what he command- 
eth. He that (hall killa true believer of deliberate purpofe, 
thall be chaftifed in the fire of Hell, the wrath of God, and 
his curfe thall be upon him eternally. Oh ye} who are true be- 
lievers , when you fight againft Infidels for the Law of God, 
caufe your felves to be known, and fay not to them that ialute 
you,thou art not a true believer ; If you defice the good things 
of theworld, God poffeffeth riches innumerable, you were 
before liketo them, but God hath given you grace, and fecth 
allyour a@tions. The faithfull that continue in their houfes 
without fickmefle , are not equallin merits to fuch as employ 
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i fons and faculties for the Law of God ; he preferreth 
eae degrees,them that fight for his Law,and employ their 
wealth and perfons for his fervice ; to thofe that remaine idle 
in their houfes, he is their protector , and hath prepared for 
them a fure refuge in Paradife: he gratifieth by many degrees 
of favour, themthat fight forhis Law , above chofe that live 
at eafe in their houfes, he is graciousand mercifull. The An 
gel faid to the Infidels that they, put to death, where were 
you with your Religion ? they anfwered , we were weak and’ 
impotent in the Citie of Mecca ; they faid, was not the Earth 
large enough for you to-depart from the wicked 2 Hell thall: 
be their habitation,except the women and children that were 
weak and impotent; peradventure God will pardon them, 
he is gracious and mercifull ; he that thal! depart from the’ 
wicked, to follow his Law, thall finde many places favouras. 
ble tohim , affuredly he will recompenfe him that thall quit 
hishoufe, that (hall be flain for his glory , and to follow his: 
Prophet , he is gracious and mercifuil, “When you thall 
bein a journey , you hall nor offend God to abridge 
your prayers , that the Infidels may” not farprize you, | 
they are your declared Enemies ; when thow fhalt be near 
them, and fhalt appoint the. true believers to make their 
prayers, keepabout thee a partie of them fora guard, while:

vers. God is moft true in what he promifeth,who is morethen 
God in his words? Your lies, and the lies of them that know 
the written Law,do him no harm; he that thall do ill,fhall be es 
nifhed,and fhall finde no proteétor;he that fhal do wel,and thal 
believe in the Law of God, hall enter into Paradife, and thall 
have no injuftice done tohim; what betrer law is there, then 
to refign thy felf to God, and to bean honeft man? Follow 
the Law of e4braham ; God chofe e4braham, to love him; 
whatfoever is in heaven and in earth, belongeth to his diving 
Majefty, he knoweth all things. They will queftion thee com 
cerning women ; fay to them, God teacheth youin that, whag 
you were taught in the Scripture touching Orphans, and ‘Wo. 
men ; give to them what is appointed by the Law, and defire 
not to efpoufe them, only to poffefs their wealth ; God teach- 
eth you likewife to give to Orphans what appertaineth to 
them, and not to injure them ; he will underftand your good 
actions. Ifa woman fear to be ill entreated by her husband, and 
that he will divorce her, they haf! do well, mutually to ac- 
cord, for peace is exceeding good. If you be too obftinate, 
and cannot agree together ; if youdo goodto your wives in 
divorcing them, and fear to wrong them, God will take notice 
of yourattions. If youbelieve you cannot keep equalitie,and 
juftice among your wivg¢st.although you apply your felves to 
it; Incline not altogether to your own appetites, and leave — 
not your wife,as a thing left in toleration. f you live ina good 
accord, and fear to injure them, God willbe mercifull'to you, 
if they feparate themfelves conformably to the precepts of 
the Law, God will enrich them with his proteétion , he is 
bountiful! and wife , and Whatever is in Heaven , and 
Earth obeyeth him. We have recommended to you the feat 
of God, as we have heretofore, to them that had knows 
ledge of the written Law. If you be impious, know, that 
A : whatever 
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what ever isin Heaven and Earth isGeds ; he hath no necd 
of his creatures, and muft be exalted, it {ufficeth thee , he is 
thy protector. If he will, he can caufe youto perifh, and put 
other creaturesin your place, for he is Omnipotent, He that 
loveth the good things of the Earth, fhall Ande in God all 
the wealth-of this world, and of the other, he underiandeth 
and feeth all things. Oh youthat believe | be true in your te- 
ftimonies, notwithftanding it be againft your felves, again{t 
your Father and mother, and againft your kindred, and con- 
fider the rich no more then the poore , God isthe prote@or 
of the one, and the other; follow not your appetites, to 
favour the rich more then the poore , pervert not the Truth, 
be not fcrupulous to teftific what you know, God knoweth 
allyour actions. Oh ye that believe in God) ! and his Pro- 
phet, andthe Book that wasfent before him; know, he that 
blafphemeth, againft his, divine Majeftie, againft his Angels, 
the Scripture, the Prophets , and life eternall; greatly erreth, 
and departeth from the Truth. God pardoneth nor them that 
have embraced his Law, and. then, have forfaken it ,, having 
believed in his divine Majeftie , and are returned again to their 
impiety ; declare to fuch men, they (hall feel heavie torments. 
Suchas.obey Infidels, to be great in this world, extreamly 
delude themfelves,; greatnefs. proceedeth from God's It is 
written.in the Book that was fent toyou,, that the Infidels 
fhall mock you, when they thall hear the word of God, and 
you fhall obey his Commandments’; Tarry not in their com- 
pany , ifthey change not their difceurfe , otherwife you will 
be like to them, God will affemble into the fire of Hell allIn- 
fidels, and wicked peifons. Some of them that obferve your 
actions; faid, they were of your partie, when any felicicie hap- 
ned to you; and. whenthe Infidels had advantage over you , 
they faid, they were with them, and that. they fought agawft 
you; God atthe day of Judgement hall judge the difference 
that is betweenyou, and will not give advantage to Infidels, 
over them that obferve his Law.

che lowelt place of Hell, and fhall finde no relief, except fuch 
asfhall repent , that fhall do good works, refigne themfelves 
to God, and obey his Commandments, they fhall be with the 
true believers, and receive from God a very great reward, 
He will not fend you miferie , if you give him thanks for his 
favours, and obey him ; he accepteth the acknowledgement of 
his benefits, and knoweth all things. He willeth not that what 
evilliscommitted, be publithed; he that publifheth the evill 
he doth, is very. much too blame ; if you manifeft the good 
you doe, or if youconceale it, and abftain from doing evill; 
he will be mercifullto you, he is omnipotent. Such as blaf 
pheme againft God and his Prophets , his Apofties; fuch as 
would make a diftin@ion between the Commandments of his 
divine Majeftic, and the precepts of his Prophets , fach as afe 
firme they believe in fome of the Prophets, and believe not in 
all, andtake amiddle way between faith and impietie , af 
indeed impious, we have prepared for them ignominious tot 
ments ;» but they who believe in God, and generally in all his 
Prophets,and Apofiles, fhall be recompenfed of God , gr 
cious and metrcifull. They that know the written Law, will te 
The Jews. ire thee tocaufe to defcend from Heaven a Book, and writ. 
ten Tables ; They demanded of A/o/es greater things,and faid, 
cine Caufe us to behold God with our eyes, then thunder furprized 
a i them by reafon of their impietie: They adored the Cale, afe 
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| he ter having had the knowledge of our Commandments;never 
ot thelefs, we pardoned them, and gave to (Mofes an abfolute 
| ou dominion over them. We raifed the Mountain over them, fol 
ree lowing our promifes, and faidto them ; Enter the gate of 
beds the Temple with adoration and humility, and no longer tran 
ie grefs the obfervation of the day of Relt; We for this mattet 
Ce received from them aftrong promife, but they fwarved from 
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what they had promifed, and we curfedthem, becanfe of their 
impietie, by reafon of the murther they committed w-thout 
reafon, on the perfons of the Prophets, and of the words they 
uttered , wiz. Our heart is hardned ; Contrariwife , God 
imprinted infidelitie in their hearts , they fhall never believe 
in his Law, except very few of them, becanfe of their malice, 
and the blafphemies they vomited againft AZary : they faid, 
We have flain the Meffiah, Jefus, the fonne of A4ury, the 
Prophet and Apoftleof God: Certanly they flew him not, 
neither crucified him, they crucified one among them that re- 
fembled him; fuchas doubt it are in a manifeft error, and 
{peak net but through opinion. Certainly they flew him not; 
onthe contrary, God took himupto himfelf, he is Omni- 
potent and prudent in all his actions : Such as have the know- 
ledge of Scripture, ought to believe in Jefus before his death, 
he fhall be a witneffe againft them of their actions at the day 
of Judgment ; We have prohibited them that Judaize , by 
reafon of their fin, things that were permitted them; We 
have prepared for them great torment , becaufe they miflead 
the world from the right way , becaufe they take Ufe that is 
forbidden them, and unjuftly eat the fubftance of their neigh- 
bour. Such of themas are profound in Learning, and all the 
faithfull,believe in the Scriptures, both ancient, and modern ; 
I will give great rewards.to them that fhall make their prayers 
at the time appointed, that hall pay Tithes, and believe in the 
day of Judgment.We have fent thee our infpirations,as we fent 
them to Woah, andthe Prophets after him ; aswe heretofore 
fent them to Abrabam,1{mael,lfaac,}acob,the Tribes, to Jefus, 
Fob, Ponas, Aaron , and to Solomon ,and gave the Pfalter to 
David.. We have told thee who were the Prophets that pre- 
cededthee; but wehave not fpokento thee, concerning the 
merits of all of them. 14Zo/es {pake to God, as his Prophet, 
and Apoftle;all declared his mercy, and preached the torments 
of Hell, tothe end men might have no-caufe of excufe ; God 
is Omnipotent and prudent in all his actions: He fhall be 
witnefle that the A/coran was fent to thee with his Command- 
ments, the Angels likewife thall ceftifie it ; but irought to i 
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fice thee, that God iswitnef. The Infides that hindred the 
people to follow the Law of God, were aceedingly ettone. 
ous; God willnot pardon them, he willead them into the 
path of Hell, where they fhall remaine etirnally, it is athing 
eafie to his divine Majeltie. Oh people ! AProphetiscometo 
you, who preacheth to youthe Truth fromthe Lord, believe 
him, you fhall do well; if you believe hin not, know, that 
whatever is in Earth, and in Heaven is Gols , and that God 
knoweth whatfoever you do. Oh ye that nderftand the writ- 
ten Law! Obey the Commandments of God, and {peak not 
of his divine Majeftie but with truth; theMeffiah, Jefus, the 
Sonne of AZary, isa Prophet, and an Ayoftle of God, his 
Word, and his Spirit, which he fent to Azry ; believe there 
fore in God, and in his Prophets, and fayrot there be three 
Gods, put an end to that.difcourfe , youthall do well; For 
there is but one God, prayfed be God, he lath no fonne; what 
ever is in Heaven, and in Earth obeyeth hin, it is fufficient that 
he is witnefle. The Meffiah efteemeth it 10 difhonour to be 
the fervant of God, neither the Angel, 1or the Cherubins; 
He that holdeth it a difhonour to be athis etvice,is too proud; 
he thall affemble all the world at the lay of Judgment, 
and every one fhall receive the recompencithat he fhall have 
merited, he {hall augment his favours upm them that ‘hall 
have believed in his divine Majeftie, anc have done good 
works ; he fhallchaftife them that thal! hwe held it a difho- 
nour to be his fervants , and have been proud upon the Earth, 
they fhall finde no fafe refuge but in his nercy. Oh people!

punith them, repofe your confidence in the juftice and fear of on theit “ 
God-, and not inthe fin and.malice of your neighbor. Fear aecks, like 
God who is fevete in his chaftifements. Itis forbidden you to collers,as the 
eat Carrion, Bleod, Swinesflefh, and whatfoever is not kill- place = 
ed in pronouncirg the name of God: yoware prohibited to py. pags 
eat Animals ftrangied, choakt, knockt down, precipitated, the herbs of 
that are flain ftriting each other, -and fich asbeatts fhall have St. Joba, 
flain; if you finle them not alive, to let out their blood, in 5&¢ Kabel 
pronouncing thename of God. You fhall not eat of beafts ”" 
factificed to Idols: Confalt not with Southfayers or Lots, it is 

a great fin. The diy fhall come when they that have abandoned 

your Law, fhall be defperate ; fear not them, and feat me: See Gelsldin. 
The day will cone, when I fhall accomplith your Law, and 

my Grace fhallbe abundantly upon you: The Law of Salva- 

tion, is the Law that I defire to give you, If any one be in 


neceffity, 


in Francedo ~ 
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neceffity, and eateth of what is prohibited, without a will to 
fin. God fhall be to him gracious and mercifull. They will de. 
mand of thee, what is permitted them to eat ? Say tothem it 
is lawfull co eat all forts of beafts that are not unclean, and 
whatever hath been taught you from God, touching beafts that 
have been wounded by Lions or Dogs, eat the beaft you thal 
take , and remember God in blooding them ; fear God he is 
exa@ to take account. This day it is lawfullthat you eat what 
is notunclean, and the meats of them that know the written 
Law, their meats are lawfull for you, and yours for them. You 
are permitted ro.efpoufe maidens & women of free condition, 
that are of your Religion,and maidens and women of free con- 
dition , that know the written Law, giving them their dowry 
with civility; commit neither Concubinage,nor Adultery with 
them, neither fecretly or publiquely ; the good works of him 
that fhall renounce your Law, fhall be unprofitable,he thallbe 
at the day of Judgment inthe number of the Damned. Oye 
that believe in God, when you would make your praye 
wath your faces, your hands to the elbow, and pafs your han 
over your head, ated over your feet tothe ancles. If yoube 
polluted, purifie your felves ; if fick , or in a journey, or about 
to.difcharge your belly, or have known women, and findeno 
water to wafh you, Jay hand on the fand, pafs it over your 
vifage, and wipe therewith your hands. God enjoyneth you 
nothing irkfome, but willeth yoube clean, and defireth toac- 
complifh his grace upon you; peradventure you will give him 
thanks. Oyee thatbelievein God! call tominde his grace, 
and promife he made to you, when you faid, We heard, and 
obeyed, fear him, he knoweth all that isin your hearts. Oye 
that believe in God! obey his Commandments, and be true ia * 
your Teftimonies, take heed that no man move you to offenc 
God, indiverting you from what is juft; render juftice toall, 
his fearinviteth you to it; have it before your eyes , he 
knoweth all your actions; hath promifed his grace, and great 
recompenfes to the True believers, that fhall do good works 
in this world, and hath prepared Hell to punifh Infidels) 0 
ye that believe in God! remember his favor towards you, 
when 
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when fome perfons would have extended their hands upon 
you, and how he delivered you from their malice; Feare 
him, all true believers ought to refigne themfelves to his will. 
God received the promife of the Children of !frael to obferve 
his Commandments , he eftablifhed among them twelve Cape 
tains, and faid tothem, I willbe with you when you fhall 
make your prayers, pay your Tithes, believe in the Prophets, 
defend them, and fhalllendito me any almes ; I will cover 
your finnes , and caufe youenter Paradife, wherein flow many 
rivers ; and he among you that (hall be an Infidell , thal! be 
entirely erroneous from the right path. When. they: fwarved 
from what they had promifed, we gave them our curfe, and 
hardned their heart; they have altered the words of the Scrip- 


ture, andabjured what they had approved. Thou fhale not 


know them that fhall be Traytors, except very few of them ; 
forgive and depart from them, God loveth them that do good. 
We likewife received the promife of thofe who call them- 
felves Chriftians, but they have forgotten what they pro- 
mifed; they have alcered what was taught.them, and we have 
caft among them enmitic and hatred, even untill the day of 
Judgement. That day God fhall caufe themto know what- 
ever they have done for their punifhment. Oh ye that know 
the written Law! our * Prophet iscome tobring to light ma- 
ny things of the Scripture, which you conceale , and he like- 
wife leaveth in filence many things, that it is not timeto 
make manifeft. God hath fent you a Book full of light, to 
condnét into the way of Salvation them that love him, to 
bring them out of darknefs, and by his fpeciall grace , to fead 
them into the way of Salvation. Certainly he thar faith, thac 
the Meffiah, the Sonne of (Vary, is God, is impious: Say to 
him , whocan hinder God to exterminate the Meffiah, and his 
Mother, with whatfoever is inthe Earth, when it thall feeme 
good to him?God is King of Heaven and earth, he created with 
them what feemed good to him, he is Omnipetent. The Jews 
and Chriftians have faid, we are the Children of God, his wel- 
beloved ; Sayto them, fhall not God chaftife you for your 
fines? Certainly ye are men ; He that created you, pardon- 
fi 3 
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eth, and punifhed as it nleafeth him , he isthe King ofall 
that isin Heaven or Earn, and of whatever 1s between them, 
he is the refuge of the rigteous. Oh ye that have kcowledge 
in the written Law! The Prophet, the Apoftle of God is 
come to inftruét you ina time that there is none other Pro- 
phet buthe onthe Earth; Will you fay that no man preached 
to you the torments of Fell? Certainly the word of God is 
this day preached to you,the torment of Hell, andthe Onani- 
potencie of his Divine Mijeftie. Remember thouwhat Aofes 
faidto his people, Oh yeople , call to minde the grace of 
God towards you, he ham chofen from among you Prophets, 
and Kings, hath conferred on you what he hath given to 
none in the world: Entir into the holy Land, as God hath 
commanded, turne not tour backs to your enemies, left you 
be in the number of Repobates: They anfwered, oh Aofes! 
there are Gyants and Ty-antsin the Holy Land, we will not 
enter into it, untill cheybe gone out of it, if they forfake it, 
we will enter into it. Tientwo men of them that were in 
the grace of God, faid io them, enter atthe gate, and fight 
againft them, you fhall be victorious , truft in God, if you be- 
lieve in his Law: They tid, oh AZofos! we will not enter, 
fo fong as thofe Tyrantsdwell therein , goe and fight againit 
them with thy Lord, we will here attend. Then faid Aofes, 
Lord, I difpofe but of mne owne,and my brothers perfon; fe- 
parate us from this wickcd people ; the Lord faid to him, the 
entrance into the Holy land is prohibited to this people, they 
fhall wander forty years upon the Earth, in confufion and 
amazement, affict not ny felfe with the deportments of the 
wicked ; teach them theHiftorie of the Sonnes of Adam, how 
they offered facrifices,how the facrifice of the one was accepted, 
that of the other was na: he through envie menaced his bro- 
ther,to murther him ; lis brother faid to him, God receiveth 
the facrifices , and holoaufts of fuchas have his feare before 
their eyes: affuredly if thouextendeft thine hand to flay me, 
I will not ftretch forth nine to hurt thee ; I fear the Lord of 
the Univerfe ; Ifthou hargeft thy felfe with the murther of 
my perfon, with thy pat finnes, thou fhale goe to hell, where 
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the unjuft fhall be punifhed :The muther of his brother feemed 
cafie and advantageous for him, he few him, and is in the num- 
ber of the Damned. God fent a Riven that made a pit in the 
Earth,and fhewed him the manner to bury the bodyofhis bro- 
ther: Then faid he,would to God! had been weak and impo- 
tent,that I were like to this Raven? I muft bury the body of 
my brother,and he was penitent for his offence ; by reafon of 
this murther,we ordained to the chidren of Ifrael,that he who 
fhall flay a perfon innocent, fhall bepunifhed,as if he had flain 
the whole world, and he that fhall give him his life, fhall be re- 
compenfed,as if he had given life tothe whole world. My Pro- 
phets came to the Children of Ifreel, taught them my Com- 
mandments,and caufed them to fee Miracles, neverthelefle ma- 
ny of them were difobedient : the piniflament of them that op- 
pofe the will of God, that of his Proshet,and that endeavour to 
pollute the earth, is to be flain, hanzed, to have the right foot, 
and the left hand,or right hand,and the left foot cut off, and to 
be extirpated from the earth ; the fhall have in this world 
fhame on the forehead, and fhall fede in the other, great tor- 
ments, except fuch as fhall be comerted before their death , 
and fhall know, that God is gricious and mercifull, Oh 
ye that believe! fear God, fight for his Law, you perhaps 
fhallbe happy. Allthe Treafluresof the world fhall not be 
able to redeeme Infidels at the day of Judgment , they 
fhall endure exceeding great tornynts, they fhall defire to 
goe out of the fire of Hell, but flall dwell there eternally. 
Cut off the hands of thofe men andwomen that fteale , they 
contract upon themfelvesthe wrathof the world, and the pu- 
nifhment that God hath prepared for the wicked : He that 
thall turne, and do good works, flall be pardoned, God is 
gracious and mercifullto the penitat. Knoweft thou not that 
the Kingdome of Heaven, and of Earth is Gods > that he cha- 
ftifeth and pardoneth whom it pledeth him ? and that he ts 
Omnipotent? Oh Prophet : afflid not thy felfe, to behold 
them running to impietie; chat fay with the mouth, we be- 
lieve, and have no faith in their heats ; neither for them that 
Judaize , and hearken to the lies of their Doétors, to relate 
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them to others; they pervert the language of the Old Tefta- 
ment, and fay ; If yoube inftrnéted in thofe precepts, you 
ought to obferve them , if they inftruct you notin them, take 
heed to your felves. Such asmake ufe of the name of God, 
to move the people to fedition, are without faith, God will 
not purifie theirhearts, they fhall have in this world fhame 
upon the forehead, and feel in the other extream torments, 
They liften to blafphemtes, and eat what is prohibited ; ffthey 
repaire to thee, and fabmit themfelves to thy judgement, 
judge their controverfie with equity , converfe not with 
them ; if thou depart from theircompany , they fhall not hurt 
thee , if thou giveft judgement between them , Judge 
with equitie, God foveth the Juft: How fhall they fub- 
mit to thy judgement, feeing they have the Old Teftament, 
which containeth the Commandments of God? They will 
notexecute thy Judgment, neither believe in the Old Tefta- 
ment , wherein is the guide of the right way , anda light to 
the Prophets, to judge the diffcrences ariling among true be- 
lievers, among Jews; their Doétors, and their Prielts, who 
ftudy the Scripture, and are witneffes that it containeth the 
truth, fear notthe world, but dread me; fell not, neither 
exchange my Commandments for any price. Such as judge not 
conformably to the Law of God, are Infidels; We have or- 
dained the Talio, man for man, an eye for aneye, a nofe 
for anofe, aneare fot aneare, atoothforatooth, a wound 
forawound; he that fhall obferve it, fhall do well, and fuch 
as fhall not judge conformably to the Law of God are unjult, 
We fent after many Prophets , Jefus the Sonne of Mary, 
who confirmed the ancient. Scriptures ; to him we gave the 
Gofpel, full of light, to conduct the people tothe right way, 
with a confirmation of the Old Teftament, a guide and inftrn- 
&ion for the righteous. They that follow the Gofpel, ought 
to judge as it is commanded in the Gofpel; fuch as judge 
not conformably to what God hath taught them, are difobe- 
dient to his divine Majefty. To thee have we fent the Book 
that containeth the truth, and confirmeth the ancient Serip- 
tures, determine the differences that fhall arife among the 
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people, asI have infpired thee, and follow not the appetite 
of men that will abjure the truth which I have taught thee. 
Wehave inftructed all of you in a Law, and affured meanes 
to lead you into the way of Salvation; you fhould all have 
been of one and the fame Religion, had it fo pleafed God, 
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he hoth done this to prove you ;, Doe good, and know, that . 


you all thal! be affembled before him, and he hall refolve 
the doubts that are among you, If thou judgeft the differences 
that areamong them, judge conformably to what hath been 
infpired into thee , and follow not their appetites; be care- 
full they feduce thee not, and move thee:to doubt many 
things that God hath taught thee ; if they difobey his Com- 
mandments , know, he will feverely punifh them, be- 
caufe of the enormity of their crimes. The greateft part of the 
world areimpious; Do they affect the Judgment of the Ig- 


‘norant ? What better Judge for the good, is there then 


God? Oh ye that believe! obey net the Jews , nor the 
Chriftians , they mutually obey each other in their impictic, 
he that fhall obey them, fhall be like untothem , God guid- 
eth not the unjuft. Thou feeft fuch as are unftable in their 
Faith , flocktothem, and fay , they feara change of times, 
but God thal! give advantage and vi€tory to his Prophet, and 
they fhall repent to have concealed in their mindes the Mi- 
racles of his divine Majeftic, What will they alleadge for ex- 
cufe , who fwore by the name of God, exaétly to obferve their 
Religion, and to be with you? Their. good works thall be 
unprofitable , and theyin the number of the Damned. Oh 
ye that believe! if you abandon your faith , God will put 
othersin your place , that fhall love him, and he them, and’ 
thisto your great ignominie, and the advantage of converted 
Infidels, that thal! fight without fear, for his Law: Thus God 
beftoweth his grace , ashe feeth good, heis liberall, and Om- 
nifcient. You ought certainly to obey God, and his Prophet, 
his Apoftle ; they who believe in God , that make thcir 
prayers at the time appointed ,, pay tithes, and are in the pro- 
teftion of God and his Prophet, fhall be beloved. of his di- 
vine Majeftie, and be vi€orious. Oh ye true believers ! obey 
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not fchasfeoffeat your Religion, who have knowledge of ” 
the wiitten Law; obey not Infidels , and if you. are good 
men, fear God; obey not them that deride your prayers, it 
is the action of thofe thar are unwife. Oh ye that underftand 
the writter’ Law f will you not abhorre me, if F believe 
novin God, in what he hath infpired into me, and into them 
that preceded’ me? The greateft part of you are wicked. Say to 
them, did'T infttrucé youto do evill, when I preached to. you 
the effect of Gods mercy? Thofe whom he curfeth, againft 
whom ke is incenfed , whom he hath’ metamorphifed into 
Apes, and:Swine, and who have adored Idols, hall be con. 
fined'in the fire of Hell, they are'ina very evill. way. When the 
come to thee, they wilffay, they believe in the Law of God, 
they wilfencer thine houfe with impiety, and goe forthin the 
like manner , but God knoweth what they conceale in) their 
heart: Thou fhalt fee many of them embrace Paganifme, fol- 
low a lye, cat what is forbidden, and this to difpleafe their 
Dottors , and Priefts, who have forbidden them co fpealoliesy 
and eat meats that areuncleam. “Phe Jews faid, the hand.of 
Godis fhut , contrariwift; icis their hand that is fhut,. and. 
they fhall be accurfed’by reafon of their difcourfe: certainly 
the ands of God are open, and- he doth good to whom he: 
pleafeth: Many amongft them,through impietie, and difobedi- 
ence, alter what is inthe Scripture; but we have caft-among, 
them hatred, and horror, even to the day of Judgment, God. 
hath extinguifhed the fire which they had kindled,to make war 
againft the righteous ; they endeavour to pollute the earth,but, 
God detefteth fich as caufe diforder ; he remitteth their fines. 
that know the Scripture, ‘believe in. his Law, and flic impiety, 
they fhall-enter Paradife, thatis full of délights. They have 
read the Old'Teftament , the Gofpel, and all Scriptures, they: 
enjoyed abundance of af{ good things; nevertheleffe many. 
have difobeyed the Commandments of God. Oh, Prophet. ! 
preach what God hath tanght thee 3, whether thou doft preach 
it, or doeltnot, he will defend thee from the malice.of men, 
he abhorreth Infidels. Oh ye that know the. written, Law! 
if-you obferve not the Old Teftament,. the Gofpel, and. Scrip. 
tures 
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tures which God hath -fent you, you fhall be without merit. 
Many of them. through impiety and ignorance , pervert what 
iscontained in the Scripture ; affli€tnot thy felfe with the acti- 
ens of the impious. The Jews, Samaritans, Chriftians , all 
that hall have believed in God, the RefurreCtion of the dead, 
and have done good works, fhafl be exempt from affiicion, 


there is nothing for them to feare at the day of Judgment. See Kitab ef 
We received of the Children of Ifrael a promife, to believe in “#47: 


our Prophets, and Apoftles ; Yet have they flandred many, 
and flain fuch as would not follow their appetites; they be- 
lieved there was no punifhment for their crimes, and became 
deafe, and blinde; After this, God pardoned them, never- 
theleffe, they returned in their finne, and are again become 
deaf, and blinde ; God beholdeth all their deportments, 
Certainly,they who affirme the Meffiah, the Son of AZary, to 
be God,are impious ; the Meffiah commanded the Children of 
Ifrael to worfhip God, his and their Lord; the entrance into 
Paradife is forbidden to him that fhall fay, God hath acom- 
panion equall to him , Hell fhall be his habitation, and 
the unjuft fhall finde none to protect them at the day of judg- 
ment. Such as affirm there are three Gods, are impious: there 
is but one God ; if they defift not from fuch difcourfe, they 
fhall burn in the fire of Hell; if they turn, and implore pardon 
of God, he will be to them gracious and merciful. The 
Meffiah; the Son of AZary, isa Prophet, and Apoftle of God, 
like to the Prophets that camé before him ; his Mother is 
holy, and both of them did eat and drink. Confider how I 
manifeft my unite to Infidels; how they blafpheme, and de- 
part from the Truth ; fay to them, Will you worfhip inftead of 
God, what can neither benefit, nor hurt you? God underftand- 
eth and knoweth all things. O ye that have knowledg of the 
written Law! fpeak of your Religion withreverence, and 
follow not the appetites of {ach as goaftray, and walkinan 
evilway. The Infidels were accurfed by the tongue of Davia, 
and of CWeffiah, the Son of AZary, becaufe of their difobedi- 
ence; they abftain not from things that are not approved ; 
they do them, and through obftinacy will continue them. 
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Thou fhalt {ee many of the Inhabitants of AZecca adhere to 
them, by reafon of the fin they conceal in their hearts, God 
afluredly will be incenfed again{t them, and they fhall be con. 
fined eternally in the torments of Hell. If they had believed 
in God, in his Prophet, and the Scriptures, they had not obey- 
ed Infidels, but many of them are impious, Thou fhale finde 
the Jews, and Inhabitants of A¢ecca, who. believe in many 
Gods, to be very great enemies to the faithful, and the Chri- 
ftians to have 4 great inclination, and amity towards the True- 
believers ; for that they have Priefts,and Religious, that are 
humble, who have eyes full of tears, when rhey hear mention 
of the Dodtrine which God hath.infpired into thee, becaufeof 
their knowledg of the Froth, and fay, Lord, We believe in thy. 
Law, write us inthe number of them that profefs thy Unity, 
who hindrethus to believe in God, and the Truth wherein: 
we have been inftruéted ? We defire with paffion, O-Lord, to; 
be in the number of the juft. . God. fhall hearken. to. their 
prayer, and pardon‘them ; he thal! opento them the gate off 
Paradife, wherein is the reward of the righteous, and the In- 
fidels fhal inhabit the aby{§ of Hell, Ohye whoare True. 
believers ! inhibit not the eating of what God hath. permit: 
ed, offend not God, he abhorreth them that offend him, eat 
of the meats that are lawfull foryou, and have his fear be- 
fore your eyes, he will not chaftife you for what you have 
fpoken at randome, contrary to your faith, without defign 
of offending him, but he fhall punifhyou for your oaths, if 
you obferve them not ; the fatisfation of an oath not accom- 
plifhed , isto give food'to ten poore of your Religion, and 
to cloath: them , or to enfranchife a flave that isa True-be- 
liever; he that is deftitute of means to perform this, fhall 
fait three dayes immediately fucceeding, fuch is the fatisfaftion 
of a not-accomplithed oath; keep exactly your faith, fo doth 
God teach you his Commandments , you will, peradventure,. 
give him thanks. Oh ye that believe in God | Wine,Games of 
hazard , Idols, Lots, and divinations are abominations, and 
filthie practifes of the Devill, depart from him, perhaps you 
will be righteous, The Devill defireth to fow among you dif 
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fention, and horrour, through wine, and games of hazard, to 
choak your remembrance of God, and of praying to hm; 
abandon wine,and games of hazard, be obedient to God, and 
the Prophet, his Apoftle , and take heed to your felves ;. If 
you difobey God. know, that the Prophet is obliged only to 
preach publiquely the word of his divine Majefty ; the True- 
believers, and the righteous have not provoked God in drink- 
ing wine, and playing at games of hazard, before they were 
prohibited, they will abftaine for the future, and performe 
good works, God loveth the that do good. Oh ye that believe ! 
God proveth you by one thing.to wit,by hunting,whether you 
take the game with your hands, or courfing on-horfe-back, to 
difcerne therm among you that fear him, and believe in his 
Law ; whofoever fhall offend him,» fhall be feverely. punifhed. 
Ohye thatbelieve / kill not your game, during the time of 
your pilgrimage to Adecca ; wholoever fball kill of deliberate 
urpofe, fhall be judged, as if he had flain his Neighbours. 
bealt, he fhall be judged by one among you , and be con- 
demned to offer a prefent at the Temple of AZfecc;,0r to give 
food to the poor, or tofalt > or performe fomewhat of like 
nature,for the expiation of his errour; if he have repentance in 
his minde,God will pardon what is paft ; if he return in his fing 
God will be avenged on him, he is omnipotent, and aveng- 
full.

Laas name of God, gracious and mercifull : Prayfe be 
to God the Creator of Heaven , of Earth, of darknefle, 
and of light; fuchas believe not in theirLord are in errour 
He it is that created you of the duft of the Earth, and ap- 
pointed a prefixed time for your death, and refurre@tion; 
nevertheleffe you doubt, heis God in Heaven and in Earth, 
he underftandeth the fecrets of your hearts, and whatfoever 
youmake manifeft ; he knoweth the good and evill that you 
commit , that his Commandments have been ‘taught the In- 
habitants of AZecca, and that they have abjured them ; they 
oppofed the revealed Truth, but thall be ehaftifed for their 
contempt. They confider not how much people we have de 
ftroyed., in paft ages; we gave them places to dwell in, more 
ftrong and fpacious then thofe which you inhabit, fent them 
about of raine, canfed fountaines to flow in the places of - 
their habitation ; after-this did we extirpate them, by reafon 
of theirfinnes , and eftablithed in their place a new people. 
We have fent to thee the Scripture, written in Vellam, the 
unbelievers have handled it with their hands, yet fay, it is evi-

- Say to them, go through the world, and confider the end of 
them that abjure the Law of God; fay:to them, to whom ap- 

pertainech whatfoever is in heaven andearth? it isGods. He 

will imploy his mercy to fave you ; doubtlefs he will affemble 

all of you atthe day of Judgement. Neverthclefs Infidels be- 

lieve not in his Unity; they confider not, that whatfoever mo- 

veth by night, and by day, and whatfoever is in'the world, be- 

longeth to his Divine Majefty, who underftandeth and ‘know- 

ethall things. Say to them, require you other proteétion then 

that of God the Omnipotent, Creator of heaven and earth, 

who nourifheth all things, isnourifhed by none? Say to them, 

I have received 4 command to embrace the Law of Salva- 

tion. Be not ye in number of unbelievers ; I fear todifobey my 

Lord,and fear the torments prepared for the wicked atthe day 

of Judgement;he that fhall deliver himfelf (hall enjoy the grace 

of God, which is fupream felicity : 1f God wil punith you, none 

fhal deliver you from his punifhment ; if his Willisto do good 

to you,he is Omnipotent,always vitorious, and hath all power 

over his Creatures;he is moft wife and Omnifcient.Say to them, 

What better teftimony is there in the world chen that of God? 

Say to them, He fhall teftifiebetween you and me, to whom 

he hath infpired the A/eoran to inftru& yon: VVill any a- 

mong you that fhall learn it, fay there isany other God, but 

God; I will not fay fo ; there is but one God, and I am inno- 

cent from the fin you commit, in affociating him witha compa- 

nionequaltohim ; many of them that underftand the written 

“Law, have knowledge of the trath of the A/coran ; their chil- 
dren alfo know it, but fuch as forfake their own fouls, will noc 

believe in God.

Ne- 
verthele(s their heart is hardned, the devill caufed them to finde 
difobedience more advantageous, and they forgat what was 
taught them. When we opened the gate of happinelfs, they ex- 
ceedingly rejoyced, and were ingratefull; but, when they 
thonght leaft of it, they were chaftifed, became defperate, and 
were extirpated for the great glory of God; Lord of the 
Univerfs, fay unto them, if God rendred you deaf, blinde, and 
ignorant, whet other god then God fhall reftore your fight, 
hearing, and knowledge Confider how I manifeft my Unity ; 
neverthelefs tiey will not believe it: fay unto them, have you 
had a fenfe of the fcourge of God fecretly and publikely ? 
Hath God condemned any but the wicked? He fentnot the

clearly? Confider what I fay. I preach not the day of Judge. 
ment but to fuchas. apprehend it, they fhall finde none othe, 
then God to protect them ; peradventure they will fear his 
divine Majefty. Moleft not them that pray unto God evening 
and. morning, and that defire to fee his face, thou thale not be 
accomptable for their actions, neither thal! they give accompt 
of what thon doft; if thon difturbeft them, thou fhale bein 
the number of the unjuft. VVehave proved men by one ane 
other ; they have faid among them with derifion, behold thofe 
among us, to whom God hath given his graces: doth God not | 
know them that acknowledg his benefits? Salute with affeGion 
true believers, when they come to vifite thee ; God fovethe 
vilicy, clemency, and humanity, and will pardon him among 
you, that fhal! offend him through ignorance, that fall repent 
ofhis error, and do good works, he is benigne and merciful, 
Thus do I recount the graces of God, and difcover the way of 
finners; Say unto them, I am forbidden to worthip what you 
adore, left 1 fhould. go aftray from the right way.

Depart from 
them chat fpeak of out Law with contempt, untill he fpeak o- 
therwife ; the devill would induce thee to forget my Com- 
mandments, and caufe thee to fit down with theunjuit: the 
true believers fhall not regard their difcourfe, neither ceafe to 
admonifh them, peradventure they willbe converted. Depart 
thou from fich: as fport and mock at their Religion, the wealth

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1am your Tutor, neither obferve I what you do ; Thus do 
I declare the myfteries of my Law , the Wicked fhall in the 
end confeffe that thou haft taught my Commandments to 
fuch as inclined tolearne them. Adctwhat thy Lord hath in- 
fpired into thee, there is no God but he; feparate thy felfe 
from the fociety of unbelievers; Had it pleafed God, they 
had not difobeyed his Commandments , thou art not their 
Tutor, injure not them that worfhip Idols, they injure God 
through malice andignorance , every man efteemeth what 
he hath done, and pleafeth himfelfe in his opinion. Certainly 
they fhall all be affembled at the day of Judgment, and be 
chaftifed after their demerits. They have fworne by the name 
of God to fight for the faith, if fome miracle appeare to in- 
{tru& them ; miracles proceed from God, they know not the 
time wherein he will make them to appear ; although they 
fhould fee miracles, they willnot be converted. I will over- 
turne their hearts, blinde theirfight , and they fhall never be 
converted, I will leave them in their errors, and difobedience, 
with contempt and confufion. If we fhould fend to them 
Angels , fhould the dead comeand fpeak to them, and fhould 
we bring about them all the witneffes of the world, they fhall 
not believe,if it fo pleafe God; moft of chin are ignorant; we 
have allotted an enemy to each Prophet; as the Devill is an 
enemy tomen, he tempreth them with the ornament of his 
difcourfes, torender them proud. If it had pleafed thy Lord, 
they had wanted that power; departthou trom unbelievers, 
and their blafphemies, and incline not to their will ;they fhall 
finde no advantage in their impiety. Doe you defire another 
Judgethen God, who hath fentto you the Book that diftin- 
guifheth good from evill? Such as know the Sctipture are 
not ignorant that this Book was fent from God , and con- 
taineththe Truth; Be not thou in the number of them that 
doubt, the word of God exa@ly cometh to pafle , no man 
can hinder its effeéts, God underftandeth and knoweth all 
things. If.thou incline tothe will of moft men, they will 
feduce thee, they believe but their own opinions, and are 
lyars, Thy Lord knoweth themthat erre, and fuch as follow 
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the right way. Eat what thall be flain in pronouncing the” 
name of God; they taught you what was forbidden , cate 
not, unleffe conftrained through neceffity : Many erre from : 
the right way , and purfie their own appetites, and igno- 
rance, God beholdeth them that offend him ; flie publique 
and fecret finne, finners fhall be feverely chaftifed ; eat:not 
of what isnot let-bloud in pronouncing the name of God, 
left you difobey his Commandments. The Devils will tempt 
them that ferve them , they will perfwade unbelievers to dif 
pute againftyou ;’if you incline tothem, you fhall be Infidels 
as they are. I raifed again many of them that were dead 
through their finnes , Iconverted them , and gave them a light 
to illuminatethem, in the darkneffe , wherein Infidels thall 
dwell for ever , becaufe they delight in their difobedience: 
Thus willl place in every City, leaders, that fhall feduce the 
wicked, and themfelves, but fhall not underftand it : When 
they beheld any fign (of the truth of the Prophet ) appeare; 
they faid, they will nor believe in him, unleffe he were accom- 
panied with thevertues , and merits of other Prophets ; God. 
maketh choyce of themon whom he conferreth the grace of 
prophecie , he fhall chaftife fuch as difcourfe in that manner, 
with ignominie inthis world, and they fhall feelin the other 
great torments; by reafon of their impietie. God rejoyceth 
the hearts of them that heinclineth to lead into the way of 
Salvation , and punifheth them that digreffe from the right 
path ; his wrath fell upon the Infidels fo foon as he afcended 
into Heaven. The way thon followeftis the right way ; we 
have recompenfed fuch as have underftanding to profit, they 
fhall be happy , God hall be their prote@or , becaufe of 
their good works. Rememberthou the day wherein -we hall 
affemble the people , and when it fhall be faid to the Devils, 
Ohye bands of Devils! wherefore are you rifen againft men? 
The chiefe of thofe men that fhall have obeyed them, fhall an- 
fwer , Lord, fuffer us to be revenged on each other, and let 
each command inhis turne; Oh Lord , teach us the prefixed 
time that thou halt appointed to our miferies : The Angels 
fall anfwer, Hell thall be your habitation, you thal there te- 
maine 
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maine eternally, and fo long as it thal! pleafe God.; Your 
Lord is moft wife, and omnifcient ; the wicked fhall obey the 
wicked, becaufe of their finnes... Oh-ye Bands of men and 


Devils! have you not feen. my Prophets, and Apoftles of your, 


owne Nation, who have given you to fee Miracles? who have 
preached my Commandments , and the day of Judgment ? 
They fhall anfwer, they have feen the Prophets, and Apoftles, 
but that the life of the world rendred them proud , and 
fhall confefle themfelves to have been wicked. God fhall not 
deftroy Zecca for the injuftice therein, committed., untill:he 
hath fent an Apoftle tothe Inhabitants, to teach them his 
Commandments; every one thall be punifhed’ according to 
his works , thy Lord knoweth whatfoever is done in the 
world. He hathno need of his.people, heis altogether met- 
cifall, he can deftroy you if it, pleafe him , and eftablith in 
your place another people, ashe hath eftablifhed you in the 
place of your predeceflors. If you be not converted , you 
fhall not efcape the torments of Hell; Say unto them, do 
asyou underftand him, 1 will comport my felfe, as I fhall 
apprehend him; you fhall in the end underftand who. fhall 
have the good part inthe other world. None thall give fuc- 
cour to Idolaters, they offer to their Idols of the fmits that 
God hath created, and fay, (following their thoughts ) behold 
our God ! Such facrifices afcend not to God, their Idolatrie 
hath induced many of them to facrifice their own Children 
to their falfe Gods, they have deftroyed them, and were en- 
fnared in their Religion ; which they had» not done, had it 
fo pleafed God.; Separate thy felfe from them and their bla 
phemies, they have faid, that the fruits of the earth, and the 
benefits of God were uncleane, and would not eat of them. 
God giveth food but to thefe whom he is pleated to gratifte. 
They have prohibited to ride on fome beatts that God gave 
them, and flew them for food, without pronouncing the name 
of his divine Majeftie , which is a great finne, but they fhall 
be punifhed according to their demerits. They have faid it is 
lawfull for mento.eat. what is in the bellies of beafts, and 
that ic is unlawfull for their wives, and when they had flain 
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did eat for company; but God fhall chaftife them 
Dr net dtisine: he is nee wife, and Omnifcient, Such. 
as flay their Children are wretched men , fooles and ignorant, 
they have forbidden to eatthe good things that God hath gi. 
ven them, to blafpheme,and are gone aftray from the right 
way. ItisGod who created the gardens full of fruits, and 
hearbs of divers colours , with Olives, Pomegranets, and 
other fruits alike, and different - Eat of the fruits of the 
Earth: Pay the dues appointed when you reap, and difpenfe 
not your fubftance lightly ; God abhorreth prodigals : Of 
clean beafts, fome there be that have borne the burden, and 
others that are young, and have not borne it 3 Eat what - 
God hath given you, and follow not the foot-fteps of the 
Devill, he is your open enemie.. Say unto them, behold’ 
See Kitab eight paire of beafts , viz. two Paire of Weathers, two of 
Lenoir. Ewes, two of Camels, and two paire of Cowes 3 Of which jg. 
it permitted , or forbidden you to eat 2 Is it lawful for 
you to eat the males, or females? Whichare thofe that God 


hath forbidden you? Who is more wicked then he that blaf- 
phemeth, to feduce from che right way the people that are 
ignorant? God guideth northe unjuft; Sayunto them, In alf 
that God hath infpired'into me,I finde not that itis prohibited’ 
to eat of thofe beafts, except they die of fome difeafe , and 
if they be flain wichout Pronouncing the name of God. The 


flefh of Swine is forbidden you ; if youeat of it, you incurre 
the wrath of God ; If any one be in neceffity, and eateth 
without defigne to provoke God , he thal] finde God gracie 
ous and mercifull. We forbad the Jews to eat of beafts 
whofe feet were cloven, and of the fat of beafts , except of 
fuch as is interlarded in the fleth,the entrails and the bones, We 
enjoyned this prohibition by reafon of their finne, and we are 
veritablein our words, and exa@ in our promifes : If they” 
flander thee, Say unto them, the merey of God is great, and’ 
the wicked thall not ent of their crimes. 
The Infidels have faid , od, we had not been. 
unbelievers, nd nothing had been 
prohibited, they , until they fele 
the 
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the punifhment of their fins. Say unto them, Are you aflured 
that God is content with your proceeding ?. Tell us, whence 
arifeth this affurance? You, inthis, follow but your opinion, 
you are but lyets, Gods providence is great; he had guided 
allof you in the right way, had it fo pleafed him. Caufe 
them come before us, who faid, Ic 1s unlawful to eat of 
clean Beafts; were they prefent when God made the Prohi- 
bition? If they fay they were prefent, faynot asthey, Nei- 
ther Follow the appetites of blaiphemous Infidels, who believe 
notintheend of the word, and worfhip many Gods. Say 
unto them, Come, I will inftrué you what is by God forbid- 
den to be eaten ; there is but one foleGod, fay not, he hath 
companions equal to him ; do good to: your Father and Mo- 
ther, and flay not your children, in fear of dying with famine, 
God fhall beftow on you and them alfo, what fhall be necef- 
fary ;‘commit not whoredom, either privately or publikely ; 
kilino man, if juftice donotcommand ic : God requireth you 
to obferve what is above (ordained) perhapsyou will confider 
it. Take not the goods of Orphans, but to fuccor. them, un- 
til they be of age, of difcretion,meafure,and weight,with good 
weight, and juft meafure. I enjoyn no man any thing,buc what 
isin his power ro perform. Judg with equity, althongh it be 
again{t you parents andallies ; fatisfic whatis above (ordain- 
ed) God commandeth it, peradventure you will confider it ; 
it isthe right way, which you ought to purfie : go not afide, 
God commandeth it, perhaps you will fear his divine Majefty. 
We taught Agofes our Commandments ; itis a peculiar grace 
to iuftruét the righteous, and guide the people in the right 
way; it may be you will believe in the Refurreétion. O ye 
Inhabitants of AZecca!We have fent to you the eAlcoransfullof 
benedi@tion, perform what is ordained, flie impiety, your fins 

fhallbe forgivenyou ; fay not, That God hath fent his Law 

to the two Nations that preceded you ; and that it is hid from The Jews 
you. Will you fay, That had God taught you the Scripture, 2d Chrifti: 
youhad been more obedient then they 2? Certainly he hath *”*: 
taught you his Commandments, itis afpecial grace to guide 


you into the right way : Who is more unjuft, then he that blaf- 
phemeth 
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phemeth ‘againft his divine Majefty, and departeth from his 
Commandments? Such men fhall be rigoroufly chaftifed in | 
the fire of Hell) Will they expe that the Angels came to _ 
vifit them ? That God fhould punifh, and declare to themhis — 
miracles? Will they look forthe day of judgment, wherein 
repentance and converfion fhall beunprofitable? Suchasbé. — 
lieve in one part of the Law, and rejeét the other, have:no — 
foundation in their belief. Ged fhall make them to know | 
their errors, and fhall punifh them after the enormity of their | 
crimes: He that fhall do a good work, fhall havea reward 
tenfold. Whofoever acteth any wickednefs, fhall be punithed — 

in like maner; neither fhall he receive injuftice. Say unto — 
them, God hath guided me in the way of his Law ; fuchas pro. — 

fefs the Law of .4éraham, profefs the unity of God; Abraham — 
wasnot in the number of unbelievers ; my prayers, my vows, — 
my life , my death fhall be confecrated to God; he hathno — 
companion, I wholly commend my felf to-his divine pleafure, 
Say unto them, Do I defire to worfhip other God, then the — 

Lord of the Univerfe? The good that’a man doth; is for him: _ 
felf, and the evil that he committeth is againfthim; youall — 
fhall one day appear in the prefence of God, he fhallrefolve _ 
your difputes. Heit is that prolongeth your pofterity, and ex:

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CHAP. VII. 


The Chapter of Prifons, containing an hundred and fix Verfes, 
written at Mecca, c 


Reader, Mahomet entituled this Chapter, the Chapter of 
Aaraf, which 1 a place between Paradife and Hel, Where 
men fuffer no punifoment. See Mokari, Bedaoi, and Kitab el 
tenoir. 


IS the name of God, gracious and merciful: Tam God, the 
moft wife, the moft true. This Book was fentto thee, to 
preach to the True-believers ; doubt not the Contents of it. 
Say unto them, Believe in what was fent toyou from your 
Lord, ‘and worthip none other God but him ; few there be 
among you that confider it. How many Cities have wede- 
ftroyed ?. How often have we infliéted our punifhment on 
their Inhabitants by day, and by night, when they repofed > 
Neverthelefs, they faid nothing, but that they were greatly 
afflicted. We will examine the people to whom we have 
fent our Prophets, and require account of what they have 
learned, and of whattheyhavedone. VVe will examine our 
Prophets, and demand an account of fuch as have followed,and 
obeyed them. I will caufe them to remember what they have 
done worthy of reward. We forfook not our Prophets when 
they preached to them the Truth ; their ations fhall be 
weighed in the ballance of equity ; the ballance of the bleffed 
fhall be ponderous with good works ; and they whofe ballance 
fall be light of good works, fhall be damned, for having con- 
temned our Commandments. VVe gave you your habitation 
onthe Earth, and there beftowed on you what was neceflary 
for your nourifhment ; but few of you are grateful to me. 

VVecreated and formed you, and commanded the Angels to 
worlhip 
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orthip Adam, which they performed, except the devil, to 
Goon ne faid, what hindrsed thee to worfhip «dam, when 


we commanded thee ? He anfwered, I am better then he, thon — 


haft created me of fire, and haft created man of the mire of the 
earth; then faid we to him, depart out of Paradife, it isnot the 
habitation of the proud, thou fhale be in the number of them 


that fhall be laden with ignominy ; the devill anfwered, let 


me alone untill the day of the Refurrection of the dead ; where- 
fore haft thon tempted me ? I will {educe men from the right 
way, I will hinder them on the right hand, and-on the left, and 
on all fides, to believe in thy Law, and the greateft part of them 
fhall be ungratefull: we faid to him, be gone out of Paradife, 
thou fhalt be abhorred of all the world, and deprived of my 
mercy ; I will fillhell with fuch as fhall follow thee. O 4dam| 
dwell with thy wife in Paradife, and there eat of whatfoever 
fhallpleafe thee, but approach not that Tree, left chon with 
thy wife be inthe number of the unjuft. The devill tempted 
them, and difpoyled their bodies of their veftments'of grace; 
he faid to them, God hath forbidden you to eat of the fruit of 
that Tree, that you may not be Angels, or eternall ; he fwore 
that he fpake the truth, and filled them with ignominy, becaule 
of their pride. They knew their nakednefs, haying earen of that 
fruit, and to cover themfelves, took leaves of Paradife; their 
Lord called them, and faid, Did I not forbid you to approach 
that Tree? I told both of you, that the devill was your open 
enemy ; they faid, Lord, we have offended thee, and injured 
our fouls, ifthou doch not compaffionate us, we thall be inthe 
number of the damned: he faid, Depart out of Paradife, ye 
enemies of each other, you fhall inhabit che earth, untill the 
time appointed ; you fhall there live and die, and go from 
the earth tothe day of Judgment. O yechildren of Adam! 
we beftowed on you veltment of graces, fgnes of our Omni- 
potency, paradyencure you will bear it in minde, O ye children 
of Adam! bewate left the devill feduce. you, as he did yout 


Fatherand Mother, when he caufed their departure out of Pas 


radife; he difpoyled them of their garments, and made them 
know their deformity; he fhall appear to you, with fuch ag 


follow 
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follow them, and you fhail fee him, when you leaft think there- 
on; he protecteth the Infidels : when they commit any 
fault, they fay, we follow the Law of our Fathers, God hath fo 
commanded us. Say unto them, Doth God command you to 
offend him? ‘Will youfpeak of God what you know not? he 
hath appointed you to do Juftice, to worthip him,and embrace 
hisLaw. Many thallrife again, as you have feen them ; fome 
thall bein che right way, others fhall be damned, becaufe they 
have obeyed the devill, and believed they were inthe right 
way. Ochildren of Adam, cloath your felves decently, when 
you thall repaireto the Temples ; eat and drink what plea- 
feth you; be not prodigall, God abhorreth them that fpend 
their wealth unproficably: Say unto them, who made the 
prohibition of decent cloathing, when men go tothe Temple 
to worthip God? Who hath forbidden tocat of the goods 
that God hath given you? This # lawfull for true believers. 
God fhall fo expound ‘his Commandments at the day of 
Judgement. Say unto them, God hath forbidden you whore- 
dome, private and publike, difobedience, inuftice, defiretoa- 
dore any other god but him, and to fpeak of his'divine Majelty 
what you know not ; every one ‘hath his predeftination, and 
none can advance or retard it. O ye children of Adam, did 
not the Prophetsteach:you my Commandments? Such asifhalt 
fear'me; and de good'works, fhall’be delivered from afiGion 
atthe day of Judgment; and they that difobey my Com- 
mand ments, 'that arife againft the Faith, fhall dwell eternally 
inhell fires’ Who is more unjuft , then he that blafphemerh a- 
gainft'God and his Commandments? Such fhall be punithed 
conformably to the Scripture. ‘When the Angels of death thall 
caufe them to die, they fhall fay, where be the Idols that 
you adored in ftead of God ? they thall aniwer, that thofe falfe 

ods have forfaken them,and fhall acknowledge their Idolatry; 
but God fhall fay to them, enter into hell with the men 
and devils that are condemned ; they fhall execrate the Sects 
that ‘preceded them ; and being affembled , they fhall fay, 
Lord, judge them, they feduced us, augment their miferies in 
fell: God thall fay, we will add totheir, and yourpains, but

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you underftand it not. They thal fay among themfelves, we

Its explication fhall appear at 
the day of Judgment ; that day, fuck as fhall have lived with- 
out faith, thall fay, Certainly the Prophets delivered the Truth; 
fhall we partake of their prayers, will they intercede for us,un- 
till we return to the worldto do better then we have done, 
and to obey Gods Commandments? But they fhall be dam- 
ned, becaufe of their blafphemies. God is your Lord, he created 
the heaven, and the earth in fix dayes, and fitteth on his Throne; 
he caufeth the night incontinently to fucceed the day ; the-Sun, 
the Moone, and the Stars, move at hiscommand, andall the 
world obeyeth him; praifed be God, Lord of the Univerfe : 
Pray to God privately and publikely, he abhorrerh the unjatt ; 
pollute not the earth, after che ordure ts removed; pray to 
God to avoid his chaftifements, and obtain his mercy, which is 
for the righteous. Itis God that fenderh the windes to difft-

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declare to you the torments of Hell ? Fear God, he willpay 
don your {innies ‘ But they belyed Noah, we faved him in 
the Arke, with his retinue, and drowned thofe that cortém. 
ned our Law, they werealtogether blinde. Wefent Hodtg 
his brother e4ad, and to his retinue, he fad, Ohye people! 
worthip one God alone, whom will ye adore, or whom 
feare, but God? The Teachers anfwered , thou art in an ex. 
tream ignorance ; we believe thee to be in the number of 
lyars; he replyed, Tam not a lyar, I am a meffenget fent 
from God, to preach his Commandments, I give good and 
falutary advice, wonder not that God teatheth you his pie. 
cepts by the tongue of a man, like you, who declareth to 
youhispleafare. Remember that he left you on Earth after 
Noah, that he encreafed youin number, force, and power; 
Call to minde his grace, you fhallbe happy They anfwered, 
are we come to this, to worfhip one God abne, and to relin- 
quith what our fathers adored? Shew us tietruth, whereof 
thou doft preach, if thon art true ; hefaid, the wrath and in. 
dignation of God hall fallupon you; will you difpute with 
us of the names, that you and your fathers impofed on yout 
Idols ?.God didnot enjoyne to worthip them , neither have 
you reafon to do it ; expect your punifhmeat, 1 will expedtit 
with perfeverance. Then didwe deliver hin from their ma 
lice , and all the crue believers that were with him, and de- 
ftroyed thofe Infidels, by reafon of their inpiety, We fent 
Sabie to Temod,and his people; he faid to them,Oh ye people! 
worfhip buc one God , he fhall fhew you a miracle in this 
* Camel, {ufferit to feed on the Earth, and Jo to it no harme, 
feft you be chaftifed: Remember, how Ged left you onthe 
Earth after dad, he gave youto dwell inthe vallies, in the 
plaines, and mountaines ; Remember God, and pollute not 
the Earth any more. Their Captains who were proud, de- 
manded of the poore , if they believed that Sa/be was indeed 
the Meffenger of God? they anfwered , We believe in his 
words, and i his doctrine ; Then faid thof: proud men, we 
abjure what ye believe, we'condemne him, and chey flew the 
Camel of Sa/be in derifion , difobeyed the i of 
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God, and faid, Of Sathe! Let us now fee the punifhment 


that thou didft preach, if thou are of the Prophets; at the 
fame time,an Eaithquake, with thunder furprized them’, and 
they remained: diad as carkaffes in their houfes. Salhe for- 
fooke them; andiaid, Ob ye people! Ideelared to you the 
. wilkof God witi fidelity, but ye deteft thentthar affect you, 
and’ give you gord counfels. Remember thou how Lor {pake to 
the people, faying, will you daily defile your felves with whore- 
.dome? and with a filthineffe chat was never yetfeen inthe 
world by any yeur Predeceffours ? Will you love men better 
then women ? willyou lovefin rather then piety ?) They faid, 
Let usexpell Zo and his family from our Cities for that they 
wil not contamirate themfelves with us,but God delivered'him 
out of theirhange, andthofe of his houfe , except his wife, 
who continued: vith them that were punifhed': We caufed a 
raine to fallupor. them, that deftroyed all! of them. Confi- 
der the endiof the. wicked’: .We fent Chaib to the Country 
of Afudian , heaids Ohye people , worfhip one’ God:alone, 
weigh with goo: weights, meafiie with good meafure , and 
reraine nothing tom your Neighbour :) Pofleffe not the high 
wayes', to giveterrour to the people, neither divert True- 
believers from tleLaw of Ged: Remember , thar yon were 
but-afinalhhandtill of men, andhe caufed you to multiply; 
confider the endiof the-wicked; If; any among you’ embrace 
the faith , and ‘otherscontemne it, have patience, untill God 
judge your differences, there: is no better Judge then he; 
Their Teachers hid ; Oh (hai, we will banifh thee from 
Madian, thee atd thofe that are of thy faith, if thou art of 
our Religion ; hc anfwered ,. fhould Inot abhorre your Relt- 
gion, I (hould bafpheme againft God, who hath delivered 
me, Iwill followit, if it pleafe God, he knoweth all things, 
T'recommend my felfe wholly to the will of his divine. Ma- 
jefty’; Lord judg: ourcontroverfie, thou art the belt Judge of 
the world. Tha faid their Teachers to the people, if you 
follow Chaib,yovare damned ; not long after an Earth- quake, 
and Thunder furjrized them, and inthe morning they were 


found dead in their houles ; fuch as belyed Chaid , found no 
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fafety in their habitations, they were wretched, he abandoned 
them, and faid, Oh ye people’ Ihave preached to you the 
willof God with fidelity ; I will no longer affli@t my felfe 
with the malice of che wicked. . We infli@ted fickneffe and po- 
verty on them that difobeyed the Prophets, whomwe fent to 
the Inhabitants 6f Afadian; peradventure they willbe con. 
verted. We provedthem through difeafes and health, and 
gratified them in many occurrences, yet they faid , our fathers, 
were afflicted with fickneffe and povertie, we fhall be as they,. 
but we chaftifed them for their finne , when they leaft confi. 
deredit. Had the Inhabitants of Zecca had our fear before 
their eyes, and obeyed our Commandments, we had opened 
to them the bleffing of Heaven and Earth.; we will: punifl, 
them, becaufe they areimpious: Some there be, that fhall be, 
afflicted in the night, when they fleep ; and others, that thall 
be tormented by day , when they fport, and recreate them- 
felves; they believed God tobe a deceiver , and age damned. 
God guideth into the right way Trtie-believers, and makes 
them Heire of the Earth , after their parents ; had he fo pleal- 
ed, he might have deftroyed all the world, he might have 
hardned the hearts of the people , and no man had harkned 
* To Mecca, tohis word. I recount what things befell that * City, many 
- Prophets have been fent to its Inhabitants , and wrought ma- 
ny miracles, yet would they not relinquifh their former im- 
pietie ; thus have wehardned the hearts of Infidels; they vio- 
Jated their promifes, and we found moft of them.to be wicked 
and: difobedient. We fent AZofesto Pharaoh, and his peo- 
ple , he to them fhewed miracles, which throngh their malice 
they contemned , but confider the end of-thofe wicked men; 
Adofes {aid unto Pharach,Lam a meffenger fent ftom God, the 
God of the Univerfe;when I {peak of God, I deliver the Truth; 
Tam come, through his command, to tellthee, thon mutt dit 
miffe with me the Children of Ifrael, and no longer detaine 
themin thy dominions. Pharaoh faid, if thou comeft from 
God, andart truein thy fayings, let us fee fome miracles; 
then he caftupomthe ground his ftaffe, which was changed 
into a Serpent, fhewed his hand, that appeared exceeding 
white 
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whitero the eyes of the Spectators. The Doftors of Pharaoh Golalitin 
faid, this man is a Magician, he would haveus to abandon ¢i-4 aos 
our Country, what is your opinion ? detaine him prifoner, pis hand was 
and his brother, and fend into your Cities, to afflemble Ma- browne. 
gicians. The Magicians of Pharaoh appearing before him, 
they faid, what fhall be our reward, if we Mallbe vitorious? 
He replyed to them, you fhall be well rewarded, and thall 
be of them that approach my perfon.. They faid, oh Ado/es ! 
wilt thou firft caft_ down thy ftaffe onthe ground, orfhall we 
ours? Afofes bad them caft down theirs, which they did , en- 
chanting the eyes of the {pectators,and terrifying them with an 
extraordinary enchantment;God in{pired Adofes to caft down 
his Rod,which devoured the ftaves of the otherjand the Trath 
appeared above falfhood,and above the vanity of their actions; 
they were vanquifhed,to their confufion, forfook their magick, 
and proftrating themfelves on the earth, uttered thefe words ; 
We believe in the Lord of the Univerfe, the Lord of AdZo/es, 
and of Aaron; Pharaoh faidto them , Ye believe in the God 
of A4ofes without my permiffion; this is a deceit, invented 
by you, to drive the people out of my Dominions; but you 
fhall foone know the punifament that I will lay upon you, 
I will cut off your feet and hands, and command you to be 
crucified... They anfwered , We recommend our felves wholly 
tothe will of God, whatfoever is thy revenge on us, thou 
fhalt not hinder us to believe in the miracles that we fee, nei- 
ther to obey the Commandments of his divine Majefty; 
Lord give us patience, and to dye in the number of True-be- 
lievers. Then faid Pharaoh's Doctors, difmiffe AZofes, and 
his people, that they may goe whither they fee good, to 
pollute the Earth, that they may leave thee in quict with 
thy Gods; He faid, I will caufe their Children to be flain, 
their wives te be abufed , and I will infli@ upon them a thon- 
fand torments. Adofes faid to his people ; Implore fuccors 
of God with patience, and prayers, the whole Earth is Gods, 
he giveth it to inherit , cowhom he feeth good: the other 
woric is forthe righteous.. They faid, Oh AZo/es ! We, be- 
fore thy coming, defired the death of our enemies ; he re- 
H2 plyed, 


plyed, God will not deftroy your enemies, to leave you alone 
upon the Earth, he fhall behold your a€tions. We affliGed 
Pharaoh and his Subje&ts with famine , perhaps unbelievers 
willconfider it, When any happineffe befell them, they faid, 
they well defervedit , and when they fell into mifery, they 
afarmed Afofes and his people to be the caufe of it; Itis God 
that punifhed them , bur of this moft of them were ignorant, 
They {aid unto AZofes , ceafe to fhewus thy miracles to in. 
chant us , we willnot obey thee: We fent upon them a De- 
luge , Grafs-hoppers, Lice, Frogs, and Bloud, one after an- 
other ; nevertheleffe they were proud, and in’ the numberof 
the wicked, When our wrath fell upon them, they faid, oh 
Mofes} calluponthy Lord, that he give us what to thee he 
promifed , remove his difpleafure from us, we will believe 
thee, and will difmifle with thee, the Children of Ifrael: 
When we delivered them from affliction, they fharpned their 
tongucs, murmured, and violated their promiles; we avenged 
eur felves upon them , and drowned them in the Sea, for that 
they contemned our miracles, and we gave the Welt and 
Eaft co the Children of Ifrael, who were humble before us; 
we gave them our bleffing , our word was accomplifhed upon 
them, becanfe of their perfeverance, and we deftroyed the 
Armies of Pharaob. The Children of Ifrael having paft the 
Sea, met with men that adored Idols, and faid, oh AZofer! 
makeunto us Gods, like tothe Gods of this people; he an. 
fwered, yeare ignorant ; thefe men are wretched, what they 
do ishut ignorance and vanity ; thallI defire that you worthip 
other Gods, then God that preferred you to all the world? 
We have delivered you from Pharaoh's people, who caufed 
youte endure great torments, they murthered your children, 
abufed your wives, and you fuffered heavie affi@tions for the 
punithment of your finnes. We detained (Mofes on the 
Mountain thirty nights, and ten other nights, which is imall 
forty nights; when he went up, he faid co his brother Aaron, 
bethou my: Lieutenant, command this people im mine abfence, . 
and follow northe path of the wicked. When Mofes at the 
time appointed arrived at the top of the Mountain , and that 
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his Lord fpake to him, he faid, Lord permit me to fee thee, 
he faid , thou fhale not fee me ; behold this Mountain, if it 
continue firme in this place, thou fhalt be able to fee me; 
when the Lord appeared upon the Mountain with his light, 
it was reduced to afhes, and CW¥o/es amazed, fell on the 
ground, asdead. When he arofe again, he faid, bleffed be the 
name of God, I defireto obey him, and believe that no man 
living is abletobcholdhim. He faid tocMo/es , Ihave cho- 
fen, and preferred thee to all the world, I have made thee a 
Prophet , thou haft talked. with me, receive the grace which 
Thave beftowed onthee, and be net ingratefull, We gave 
to him the Tables, whereon was written what was neceilary 
for the falvation of men, and we faidto him, receive with 
affection, what I give thee, and command thy people to ob- 
ferve the contents of thofe Tables, I will precipitate into 
Hell fuch as tranfgreffe my Commandments ; | will deprive the 
proud of my graces, they will not believe in my Law, al- 
though they fee all the miracles in the world ; if they fee the 
right way, they will not follow it ; they fee the way of error, 
and purfue it ; becaufe they have abjured my Commandments, 
and rejected my grace, the good works of them that difobey 
me, andthar believe notin the Refurreétion, are unprof- 
table, they fhall be chaftifed after their demerits. The peo- 
ple of Adofes, after his depar.ure, adored the Calfe, a bellow- 
ing God ; fawthey not, that it fpake not to them ? neither 
could condu@ them into the right way @ Nevertheleffe they 
adored it, for which they were greatly too blame. When this 
Calfe felltothe ground, and they found their errour , they 
faid, if God have not pitie on us, we fhall be miferable. 
When MMofesieturacd, he faid to chem , whom did yee obey 
after my departure? You were too halty co worfhip that 
Idol; he in difpleafure caft againft the ground the Tables 
that God had given him, took his brother by the head, and 
dragginghimtohim , faid, Sonne of my mother, how haft 
thou governed this people ? I wanted. power, replyed he, and 
could not divert chem from their evill; It wanted little bur 
they had flain me, dome noharme ; rejoyce not my enemies 
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with my mifery, and account me not with thofe tharadored 
Tdols:: Afofes faid, Lord pardonme, and my brother, givets 
thy mercy; thou art the merciful of the mercifall Thewrath 
of God, and the infamy of the world, hall fall upon them 
that worthiped the Caff,and blafphemed againft God ; he will 
be pitiful to fuck as fhall repent, and believe in his divine 
Majefty. The difpleafire of A7o/es being allayed, he again 
took the Tables, whereon was written the way of falva. 
tion, for fich as have the fear of their Lord before’ their 
eyes; lie caufed to be feparated from his people, aratime 
appointed, threefeore and’ ten perfons, who were furprized 
with at carth quake, and'with thunder; and faid, Lord, thon 
couldft have deftroyed them, before they adored the Calf; 
wilt thou: deftroy us all’; Becanfe of the fin of the ignorant 
that are amongft us ? Thou haft'defired to prove this people; 
thou guideft, and caufeft to erre whom thou pleafeft; chotart 
our Protector, pardon ourfins ; for thon artalrogether merci 
fol; givetisthy grace in this world; and gnide us tothe day of 
judgment, neer co thy divine Majefty : He faid, I will punith 
as I’fee good, my mercy embracetlrthe whole world; it’ is 
for fich ashave my fear before their eyes, chat pay Tithes, 
obey my Commandments; follow the right way, believein the 
* This is “Prophet, * who-ean neither write nor read, and whatis written 
Mahomete inthe-old Tefament, and the Gofpel ; he fhall command them 
be things hone; fie fhall prohibit things uncivil ; he fhall teach 
oe them what meats: are clean; and forbid chenr to eat whats 
unelean; hefhaif deliver them ftom Ceremonies, weighty and 
troublefome, and from the chains thar ftri@ly binde. them:

erp fievein God; and in-his Prophet, who can neither read nor 
write nor Write: Suchasfhall believe in God, inthis word, and folfow 
if read, the Prophet; fhall not erre ; they {hall follow-a very good 
way. 
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way. Thereare fome of the childten of Z/rael that knew the 
truth, andjadg with equity. We divided them into twelve 
Tribes, when A4o/es required drink for his people , we in- 
fpired ‘him to ftrike the rock with his rod, whence flowed 
twelve fountains, and every one knew the place where he 
fhould drink ; we covered them with the fhaddow of clouds ; 
we caufed Afanna and Quails to defcend upon them, and 
commanded them to eat of the good things which we gave 
them. They did not hurt us ( when they murmured ) but 
afflicted themfelves. It was faid to them, Dwellin this City, This is the 
and eat therein what fhall pleafeyou; enter at the gate with Holy Land. 
adoration, and beg pardon of your fins. I willpardon you, See Gelaldin. 
and will augment the graces of the righteous ; neverthelefs, 
the wicked that were among them, altered the words that were 
{pokento them, and perverted them ; and we fent.upon them 
ourindignation from Heaven, becaufe of their impiety. Ask 
of them concerning a village that was upon the fhore of the 
Sea, whofe inhabitants obferved not the Sabbath, and fifhed 
on the day of reft; they fawin that day, Serpents, appear up- 
onthe water, and other days they faw none. Thus are tryed 
them, becaufe of their difobedience : A party of them faid, 
Fifh not O people, it is loft labor ; God thall deltroy and 
chaftife them with grievous torments, then their Doors faid, 
They fhall implore pardon of the Lerd, perhaps they will fear 
to offend him another. time. VVhen they rejeted what we 
taught them ; we faved fuch among them as abftained from 
evil- doing, and gricvoufly affiited the wicked, becanfe of their 
difobedience ; when they gloried in their fin, we faid to them, 
Be ye contemned, and abhorred,as Apes;thy Lord fhall fend to 
them at the day of Judgment, perfons to torment them ; he 
is exact in punifhing the wicked, and merciful to the righteous. 
We fent upon them good and evil, to prove them, peradven- 
ture they willbe converted. Their pofterity left a progeny, 
heirs of their doGtrine ; neverthelefs, they returned to their 
fins, and fay,the Lord fhall pardon them ; they beg pardon of See Gelaidin, 
him, and return daily to theirfin: Shall not account be re- 
quired from them, of what is ordained inthe Scsipturee To 
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wit, not to fpeak of God, but with truth: They have read 
the Truth, but have'not comprehended it. Paradife is onely 
for the righteous ; I will not deprive them of recompenfe, 
who make their prayers at the time appointed, and obferye 
what is contained in the Scriptures. Remember thon, how we 
raifed a mountain over them,to fhelter them, and how they be- 
lieved it would fall upon their heads ; we faid to them, Learn 
with affection what we teach you, and remember; perhaps 
you will fear difobedience. Thy Lord caufed to come out of 
Adams reins, all his pofterity ; and asked them, faying, Am 
not Iyour Lord > they anfwered, yes, thou art our Lord, we 
know it well : They cannot therefore fay at the day of Judg- 
ment, That they knew not his unity ; they thall fay for excule, 
Our fathers adored many gods before us, we are their pofteri- 
ty; wilt thou deftroy us, becaufe of their iniquity 2? Thus do 
I difcover my myfteries to men ; it may be they will be con- 
verted. Relate tothem the hiftory of him that faw our mira 
cles ; he was difpoiled of his underftanding, the Devil follow- 
edit, and he was in the number of the wretched, Had we fo 
pleafed, we had exalted him through the knowledg of our 
wonders , among the Doétors ; but he crouched to the 
ground, and followed his own appetite, like to achafed dog ; if 
thou chafe him with choller,he putteth forth his tongue; if thou 
leave him at reft, he will ftill put forth his tongue , like to the 
Infidels,that contemn our inftru@ions ; if thou recount te them 
our miracles, or do not recount, perhaps they will be convert- 
ed, perhaps they will not be converted, and thall be like fuch 
as have abjured our C ommandments, and injured their own 
fouls. He whom God gnideth, is well guided ; and he whom 
God mif-leadeth, isin the number of the miferable. We have 
created Hellto punith Devils and men; they have hearts, and 
comprehend not the truth 3 they have eyes, and fee it not; 
cars have they, and hear it not; they are like to beafts, and 
worfe then beatts ; they are altogether ignorant. The moft 
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their Idols; they fhall be cttaftifed after their demerits. Some 
there be that follow the truth, and judg withequity. Iwill 
by degrees punifh them that fhall reje& our Commandments, 
when they fhall think thereon. I will defer their punifhment 
fome time, becaufe my wrath is violent : Remember they not, 
that they faid, AZahomet is poffeft of the Devil? On the con- 
trary, he declareth the joyes of Paradife, and preacheth the 
torments of Hell. Confider they not the Kingdom of Hea- 
ven and of Earth, which God hath created of nothing? The 
fear of death (hall arrive before they have acknowledged their 
fins ; in what will they believe, if they have not faith in the 
‘Alcoran? He whom God thall mif-lead, thall finde none to 
guide him ; he fhall leave Infidels confounded in their difobe- 
dience. They (hall enquire of thee concerning the heur and day 
of Judgment. Say unto them, No man knoweth it but God ; 
but the greateft part of the world believe itnot. I have not 
power to do either good or evil of my felf, if'God do not 
permit it; if Iknew the future , I fhould provide wealth to 
preferve me from poverty : I am fent onely to declare the 
joyes of Paradife, and preach the torments of Hell to them 
that believe in God; he it istharcreated you of one fole per- 
fon, and created his fpoufe of his rib, to dwell with her : 
VVher the doubted of being with childe, fheceafed not to 
travel as fhe was wont ; but when her conception rendred 
her heavy, they both befought God, their Lord, and faid, 
Lord give an happy progeny, to the end we may be inthe 
number of them that return thee thanks for thy favors. VVhen 
God gavethem a fon, a righteous man, they affociated him in 
what he had given them ; and all of themexalted the glory of 
his divine Majefty, above the Idols of the Infidels, that adored 
things which could. create nothing, that are things created, 
and can do neither good norharm. If you call Idolaters to 
the right way, they will not followyou; if ye invoke Idols, 
mifery {hall be upon. yen; willyou be mute, to profefs the 
unity of God ? will you worthip the Creatures, inftead of the 
Creator > Go, adore your Idols, and may they heat your 


prayers, if you believe them to beGods: Have they feet to 
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walk, hands to touch, eyesto fee and cares to hear ? Say unto 
them, ifye invoke your Idols, and confpire againft me, you 
fhail finde noneto prote& you, God is my protector, hehath 
caufed the Alcoran to defcend from Heaven, he is the defendor 
of the righteous, what ye adore, can neither benefit nor hart 
you; Ifthon invokeft Idols , they fhall not tear thee, ¢ 
fhalltook wpon thee, and thall not fee thee; do what is law. 
full tobe done, command thingshoneft , and depart fromthe 
ignorant ; if the Deviil would feducethee , truft in God, he 
heareth and knoweth all things ; fuchas fear him, remember his 
mercies and chaftifements when they are cempted of the Devil, 
Although Infidels know the Truth, the Devill ceafeth not to 
continue them in their fin,they alwayes follow their impiety ; 
Ifthou goelt to them to inftrnét them, they fay, thou fingelt 
an.oldiong, fay untothem , Ido what my Lord infpired in- 
tome, what Iteach you, is thedight of faith, the rightway, 
sand the grace of ‘God for them that believe inhis divine Ma- 
jeftie ; for fuch as hear the Aleoran, and ftudy it, perhaps 
God will giveyouhis mercy. Remember thou God in thy 
foul, worthip in publique and private, pray unto ‘him even- 
ing, and morning, and be:not inthe number of the ignorant. 
The Angels that are near to'thy Lord, negle@ novto worthip 
him , they prayfe and adore-him with humility.

When ye required vitory, it was given you; if 
you relinquifh your impiety, you fhall do well; if you return 
to fight againft the Prophet , know, that he wil! protecthim 
againft you; your men of war fhall advantage you in nothing, 
notwithftanding they be numerous; for that God is with the 
True-believers. O ye that believe, obey God and his Prophet, 
depart not from him, fince ye have heard the Commandments 
of his divine Majefty, be not as thofe that fay, We have 
heard, and were deafand dumb. Theignominy and mifery 
that God layeth on beafts, is to be deaf and dumb, and to 
want the ufe of reafon : Had God feen any good inclina- 
tion in the Infidels, he had not left them in their deafnefs; 
but although they had heard clearly, they fhould have always 
departed from his Law, and have been obftinate. Oye that 
believe in God! obey God and the Prophet , demand life 
eternallin your prayers, and know that God will feparate 
the Gall from the Liver; he will feparare the Infidell from 
the True-believer, and you all fhall appear before him, tobe 
recompenfed and chaftifed for your works ; fear the punith- 
ment that fhall be infli€ted , efpecially on the feditious , and 
ingratefull , God is fevere in his chaftifements ; Remembet 
that in the territory of (Vecca ye were but an handfull of 
weak men, and with fear of being taken , and deftroyed by 
the unbelievers ; God faved , proteéted, and enriched you 
with all manner of good things, peradventure ye will give him 
thanks, Oh ye that believe ! betray not God, nor the Pro- 
phet , neither fuch as confide in you, and have entrufted their 
wealth in your hands, otherwife your riches, and children thall 
torment youin the other world. There is with God great 
reward for the righteous. O ye thatbelieve | if ye fear God, 
he fhall remove your enemies far from you , and pardon your 
finnes , his goodneffeisinfinite. The wicked have confpired 
againft thee, to puaifh and flay thee, or drive thee from AZece 


a 


ea; but God hath rendred their confpiracy inefieCluall 
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he knoweth all the defigns of confpirators. "When his mira- 
cles were related to them, and ‘his Commandments taught 
them, they faid, wehave heard them , we had faid the fike 
things, had we foinclined ; it ts but a fong, and a fable of 
oldmen: Remember thou, how they faid, my God, if what 
Mahomet deciareth be true , canfe a fhower of Aint-ftones to 
fall upon us, and rigoroufly chaftife us ; He fhalf not chaltife 
them , when thou art withthem, neither when they beg par- 
donof him; Who ishe that is able to hinder God to punith 
them ? They are notin his grace, when they hinder True-be- 
lievers to enrer the Temple of Wecca;he proteeth only flich 
as have his fear before his eyes , but moft-of them underftand 
itnot. Their prayers are very light , they goe hand in hand 
inthe Temple, but fhafl one day feel the punifhment of God, 
becaufe of their impiety. The unbelievers that expend their 
wealth, toturne the people from the Law of God ,thali have 
forrow for their expence, they fhall be infamous, and précipi- 
tated into the fire of Hell.’ God thall feparate the good ftom 
the wicked , he fhall caft the wicked head long into Hell fite, 
and they fhall be in the number of the damned + if they repent, 
he will remit what is paft, and if they return to fight againft 
the Prophet, they fhall be entreated asthe firft : kill them, to 
avoyd fedition, that there may be no faw in the world, bur 
the Law of God ; If they forfake their impiety , God fhall 
behold their ations, ifthey depart from the faith, know,thac 
God alone is your Lord, and protector. The fifth part ofthe 
fpoyle thacyonfhall gaine from your enemies, appertain- 
eth to God, the Prophet, his parents, orphans, the poore, 
and to Pilgrims that are in want; obferve what is above or- 
dained, if ye believe in God, in what we have infpired into 
our* Servant, and in the day, wherein the diftinction of the 
good and the bad was known at the encounter of the* two 
Camps: God is omnipotent, ye were in an high place, the 
neareftto ALedina , your enemies were afarre off, by the val- 
fey , and the enemies Cavalry below you; had ye promifed 
to give batrell, ye had tranfgreffed your promife, by reafon 
of the great number of Infidels ; but what God will, i8 si 
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dily executed, he fhall deftroy fuch as are wicked , having 
feen that battell, an evident figne of the true miffion of the 
Prophet, and hall give lifeto True believers ; he underftand- 
eth and knoweth all things, he caufed youto fee in a dream 
your enemies ina fmall number, had he made them to appear 
numerous, ye had feared tofight , buthe delivered you from 
fear , he knoweth what is in the hearts of men: When he 
caufed you to appear in their view, he made you feem few 
in number , to accomplith his will, all things depend on God, 
Oh ye that believe | make an Halt, when you are in view of 
your enemies Troops, and pray to God with affection, per- 
haps you fhall be happy, obey God,and the Prophet, his Apo- 
{tle ; if diforder and terror furprife you, you fhall loofe your 
reputation ; perfevere, God is with them that continue to do 
well. Be not like them that went out of their honfes with 
diflembled joy, and hypocrifie, and turn the people from . 
the right way , God knoweth all their aGtions ; The Deuill 
caufed them to finde pleafure in their doings, faying to them, 
none fhall thisday obtain victory over you, I will be with 
you ; and when they beheld the two Camps in battalia, he 
returned on his fteps, fled, and faid, I am innocent of the 
evill that you commit , I * fee what you fee not , I fear the

wicked, and fuch as were weak in their faith, fpeaking of 
the True believers, faid, ‘Thefe men glory in their Law : It was 
replyed to them, he that relyeth on Gor , fhal! finde him to 
be more powerfull then his enemies , and that he is moft pru- 
dentin whatfoever he doth. Thou faweft the Angels that 
flew the Infidels , they did beat them behinde and before, and 
faidto them, tafte the torments of the fire which you have 
merited , God is not unjuft to his Creatures. The people of 
Pharaoh were Infidels, and thofe thac preceded them, con- 
temned the miracles and Commandments of God, but he 
rigoroufly chaftifed them , he is omnipotent, and moft fevere 
in his punifhments, he fhafl deftroy them rhat alter the graces 
he hath given to the people, untill they have altered. the grace 
he hath conferred on themfelves.. Pharaohs people were In- 
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fidels, their Predeceffors difobeyed the Commandments of

thy Lord; but we deftroyed them becanfe of their finne , we See Kjsab cl 
drowned them for that they were unjuft ; The wicked are like 7/7. 


to beafts, they fhall never bélieve in God. Such as promifed 
not to affitt the unbelievers, and violaced their promife , had 
not the feare of God before their eyes ; if thou meet them in 
a journey , feparate thy felfe from them, their punifhment 
purfueth them, peradventure they will confider it. If you 
fear that any one willbetray you, and be wanting to their 
word, receive no promife from him, neither promife him 
any thing, Godiabhorreth Traytors : Believe not that Infi- 
dels efcape the punifhment of God, returne with yourwhole 
ftrength. to fight againft them; the halters of your horfes fhall 
terrifie the enemies of God , and of you, and of other per- 
fons who ye know not, but God knowetly them all. Your 
expence for his fervice, fhallbe payed you, and no injuftice 
fhall be doneto you; If thine enemies incline to peace , thou 
fhalt do illto incline, asthey, truftin God, he underftandeth 
what they fay, and knoweth whatfoever they do; if they de- 
fire to be betray thee , Ged thall proteét thee ; and all True- 
believers endeavour to unite their hearts ; but althoughthou 
fhouldft expend all the riches of the world, thou fhale not be 
ableto unite them , God thallone day unite them, heis om- 
nipotent,and prudent in all hisworks. Oh Prophet! the pro- 
tection of God fufficeth thee, and the righteous that follow 


‘thee. Exhort the True- believers to fight againft Infidels ; If 


ye be twenty affembled with refolution and perfeverance, ye 
fhall vanquifh:two hundred Infidels ;-if ye be an hundred, 
ye fhall overthrow athoufand; the unbelievers are ignorant; 
but God will lighten your: burden, he knoweth your weak- 
nefle; if ye be an hundred true believers, ye fhall defeat two 
hundred Infidels ; if ye be a thoufand, you thall fubdue two 
thonfand by the permiffion of God , he aideth fitch as expect 
his fuccors with perfeverance.

IfGodhad not taught you his Commandments, ye 
fhould have fuffered great torments; eat of clean beafts that 
he hath permitted you to eat, and feat God, he is.gracious and 
mercifull to them that have his fear before their eyes, Oh 
Prophet ! fay to them that fhall be prifoners. in thy hands, 
God knoweth what isin your hearts, he fhall reward you for 
what ye shall have loft, and fhall pardon your finnes ; if you 
be converted, he is gracious and mercifull.. If they: betray 
thee, they betrayed God before thee , feparate them;from 
the True-believers, God: knoweth all things, and) is. moft pru- .

them, If they require of you fuccorstouching Religion, you 
are obliged to, protect them, except againft fuch,as havecon- 
federacie with you, God feeth all your ations, The Infidels

Letter Patent from God, and his Prophet, to tle unbe- 

lievers, withwhom ye have made truce. Trayell in fafe- 
ty the fpace of foure moneths, know, ye fhall not render 
God impotent, and that he will lay fhame upon yor fore- 
head. Advice for the people, at the day of great, Pilgri- 
mage, from God, and his Prophet : God approveth not the 
aétion of them that adore Idols, his Prophets innoemt from 
that finne; If ye repent, ye fhall do well , ifye abardon the 
Law of God, know, ye hall not efcape the punifhnent of 
your crime ; preach to the unbelievers , that they fhdl fuffer 
grievous torments, except thofe with whom ye. hav. made 
Truce, who fall not from what they have promifed , ind that 
protect none againft you. Obferve exactly untill the prefixed 
time, what you have promifed them, God Joveth thm that 
fear him: Whenthe moneth of Heram fhall be pit, kill 
them where you (hall meet them, take them flaves , detaine 
them prifoners, and obferve where they paffe,to lay ambufh 
for them ; ifthey be converted , if they pray at the tme ap- 
pointed, and pay tithes, leave them in quiet, God is merct- 
full tothem that repent.

God? The siches of this world are.conremptible, # you con- 
fider thof of heaven ; if you leave not your houfes to fiohe with 
the Peophee, God fhall ieverely punith you, and put otker 
fons in your places; you thall not pragedt the Propher, 
atone is hig proeeGtor; he procedted him when-he went out of 
Afecca; he, withhis Companion, they being both in a cave, 
he f@id to his Companion, afftié not thy felf, God is with us; 
fe hath defended, and faccoured'ug by inyifible troops; he 
hath debated the word of unbelievers, and egalted that of erne 
believess ; he is Omnipecent and wife. Bight according te-your 
power for the Law of God, you hall do welt if you have 
knowledge to underitand ie; if you require the wealeh of ehis

They who efteem 
the Temple built by unbelievers, to feduce the people, to be 
the Temple of .God , hall be with that Temple, and with the 
Infidels that:built it, burnt in the fire of Hell; God guideth 
not the unjuft , their building thall ferve only to torment 
them, God knoweth their defign, and is moft wife; he pur- 
chafeth of True-believers their fouls and goods , and giveth 
them Paradife; if they be flain, or if they flay when they 
fhall fight for the faith , they thall have what he hath pro-

They: returned in their impiety , and 
God turned their hearefrom the right way, for that. they 
would not learn che Truth. God hath fent you a Prophet of 
your own Nation, who, with paffion, defireth to deliver 
you from your obftinacy , and is extreamly affected to inftru 
youin the way of Salvation, God is milde, and pitifull to- 


_ wards True-believers. If they abandon the faith, fay unto 
them, God is my protector , there is but one fole God, I re- 


commend my felfe to the will of his divine Majelty , he isthe 
Lord of the Majeftique Throne. 


CHAP. X. 


The Chapter of Jonas, containing an hundred and nine verfes, 
written at Mecca. 


Ih the name of God, gracious and mercifull; I am God 
the mercifull. The precepts contained in this Book pro~ 
ceed from the Omnipotent : Doth the people wonder that we 
have infpired a manto preachtothe wicked the torments of 
Hell, and to declareto True believers, that they fhall finde 
true what their Lord to them hath promifed ? The wicked 
fay, that it isbut forcery and enchantment. Certainly God is 
your Lord , who created Heaven and Earth in fix dayes, and 


fitteth on his Throne, difpofing all things ; no man intercedeth | 


for his Neighbour without his permiffion, he is your God and 
your Lord,worthip him alone,willye not confider it ? - - 
aval 


~ ; 
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thall be one day affembled before him;he promifed with truth, 
that he will canfe mento dye,and raife them again, to recom- 
ence fuch as have believed in his Law, and done good works: 
The unbelievers thalldrink a boyling drinke , and {hall en- 
dure great torments,becaufe of their impiety. He it is that 
gave light to the Sunne, and brightnefs to the Moone, that 
created the fignes to know the number of years, the account 
of moneths, and of whatfoever he hath created, thefe things 
teach with truth, the miracles of his divine Majefty , to fuch 
as have knowledge to underftand them ; the difference of 
day and of night, and what God hath created in Heaven and 
in Earth, are marks of his unity to them that have his fear 
before their eyes. They who believe there tsnorefurrection, - 
fuch as place their content in the wealth of this world, they 
that truftin cheir riches, and that are ignorant of the com- 
mandments of God, fhall be precipitated into the fire of Hell, 
becaufe of their finnes , and the True-believers fhall be con- 
duéted by his divine Majefty into delicious gardens, wherein 
flow many rivers , they fhall there finde whatfoever they thall 
defire, and-fhall fay at the beginning of their prayers, prayfed 
be God ; afterwards they fhall fay, Salvation be to God ; and 
at the end of their prayers, prayfe be to Goa, Lord of the 
Universe. Although God doth fometimes faddenly chaftife 
men , he alwayesattendeth the time of their Deftiny.. Iwill  , 
leave them that fhall not believe in the Refurre&tion , in their 
errors, to their confufion; When man is afflicted, he invoketh 
us ftanding, fitting, lying, and in all poftures, and when we 
havedelivered him from his affliction, he perfifteth in his witk- | 
ednefs. Jt feemeth good to the wicked to doin this manner,we 
deftcoyed their Predeceflors when they believed moe’ in the 
Prophets, neither obeyed the preceprs that we fent chem, and 
have eftablifhed you on the Earth in their place after them, to 
fee your deportments. When thou teacheft our commandments 
to them that believe not inthe Refurrection ; they fay,thatthe 
precepts of the e¢/coran are altogether contrary to, what 
thou preacheft, and that thou haft altered: chem ; Say. unto 
them, Ihave no willto alcer themof my felfe; Ido but. what 
is 
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isinfpired into me of God’, I fear to be punithed at the day 
of Judgment, fhould I difobey his divine Majefty ; Say unto 
them, Had it pléafed God, I had neither read , nor taught 
you his Commandments, I fojourned a long time with you, 
before Iraught you, will you not learn them? Who is more 
unjuft then he that blafphemeth? God doth not aid the In- 
fidels that worfhip what can neither benefit nor hurt them,and 
fay , their Idols fhall intercede for them ; will you inftrud 
God in any thing that he knoweth not , of what is in Heaven 
orin Earth? Praifedbe God, he hathno companion. Men 


wereall of one Religion before Infidelity took place , and 


if God had not faid that he would deferre the punifhment of 
the wicked untill the day of Judgment, he had already de- 
ftroyed them inthis world, becaufe of their impiety ; They 
fay , we will not believe in the Prophet , if God make 
not fome miracles to appear in him; Say unto them, God 
knoweth what thall be ; expect, I will expeé with you : when 
we gave them to tafte of content after their affliGion, they had 
fabtilty upon our Commandments: Say unto them, God is 
more fubtile then you, his Meffengers fhall write your fubtil- 
ties;he it isthat made men to travell upon the earth and fea ; It 
ishe that fendeth them a favourable winde to rejoyee them in 
their thips; when rempeft furprifeth rhem, they believe that the 
waves will overwhelm them, then they invoke God, with de- 
fire coembrace his Law, and fay, if God doth deliver us from 
this danger’, we will bélieve imhis Unity, and returne him 
thanks for thismercy ; and being delivered from peril, perfilt 
in their wickednefS. O people! youdraw mifchief om your 
felves, you require nothing bat the wealth of this world, 
youallthall appear before ustobe judged according to your 
works; the lite of the world is like to the rain, which we 
caufe to defeend from Heaven, it caufeth with mixture all 
fortsof herbage to fpring forth, for the nourifhment of men, 
and beafts, When the Earth is adorned with flowers, and 
enriched with its fruits, the Inhabitants oftentimes believe 
they have the power co caufe their production ; then fend we 
‘our chaftifements day and night upon the Earth, and render it 

as 
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as mown, and as if the day before ithad brought no fruit. 
Thus do I difcover myfteries to fuch as have knowledge to 
comprehend them. They beg their falvation of God; he faveth 
and putceth in the way of falvation whom it pleafeth him. 
He (hall not cover the vifage of them: that have done good 
works, they fhall appear without fhame, and dwell in 
Paradife, where they {hall remain eternally; and fuch as 
thall have done evill fhall be punifhed after cheir demerits ,they 
flhall be covered with (hame, and none fhall be able to prorect 
them, they fhall be as if a great part of the obfcuricy of the 
night had covered their countenance, they fhall be condemned 
to the fire of hell, where they fhall dwell eternally. Think on 
the day, wherein we will affemble all the world, and will fay 
tothe Infidels, hell fhall be your habitation; where be the 
Idols you adored ? we have feparated you from each other. 
Their Idols fhall fay tothem, you have not worlhipped us, 
God is witnefS ; was there any thing between us and you, 
that rendred us ignorant of your adorations ? That day thall 
every one fee what he hath done, and know that God is Truth 
it felf ; their Idols fhall be feparated far from them, and they 
fhall underftand their blafphemies. Say unto them, who en- 
richeth you with the wealth of heaven and earth ? Who canfeth 
life to come ont of death, and death out of life ?. Who difpo- 


feth all things in the world ? They fhallanfwer,itisGod: Say 


unto them, why have you not therefore his fear before your 
eyes? God is indeed your Lord; what is there after the Truth, 
but falfhood ? How will you depart from his Law ? his Word 
fhall be accomplifhed againft Infidels. Say unto them, Have 
your Idols the powerto caufe men to die, and to make them 
rife again ? God caufeththem to die, and to rife again; how 
fhall they be able to blafpheme after thefe reafonse Say unto 
them, Are your Idols able to conduét you into the right way? 
God guideth the people into the way of Salvation; who ought 
rather to be followed, he that guideth the people into the 
right way, or he that mifleadeth them? What reafon have ye 


to follow the evill way? The greateft part of them follow but — 


their own opinion, but their opinion is not conformable co the 


Truth; — 
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Truth ; God knoweth all their ations, there is'no falfhood in 
the e Z/coran, it confirmeth the ancient Scriptures, and perfpi- 
cuoufly explaineth them ; there isno doube, but it proceedeth 
from the Lord of the Univerfs. They fay AZahomet hath inven- 
ted this Book ; fay unto them, come and bring any thing that 
refembleth it in Do@rine and Eloquence, and call the Idols 
which ye adore, we fhall fee if you are fincere;on the contrary, 
they bave blafpkemed, and have talked of what they under. 
ftood not, when they heard the expofition of the Adcoran - 
Thus did their Predeceffours; but confider what is the end of 
the unjult ; There be among them, who will believe in this 
Book, and others that will not believe; Thy Lord knoweth 
them that defile the earth ; if they {lander thee, fay unto them, 
I will anfwer with my ations, and ye thall anfwer with 
yours, ye are innocent of what I a@, and I am innocent of 
what yeedo. Therebe perfons among them that have incli- 
nation toheare thee, but are thou able to caufe the deafe to 
heare? Should they not be deafe, they would learne no- 
thing; Othersthere be, who look towards thee, but art thou 
able to guide the blinde ? fhould they fee clearly, they would 
not follow the right way; God doth no injuftice to men, they 
do injury to themfelys.throngh the enormity of their offences. 
T will caufe them to rife again at the day of J udgment,as if they 
had remained but one hour ofa day in the grave ; they fhall 
know each other, and the wicked who have not believed in 
the Refurrettion, fhall be damned: I will thew thee many of 
them whom I will chaftife; 1 will canfe thee to die before 
they be chaftifed, and they all thall appear before meto be 
judged; God is witnefs of their a@ions,he (hall punith them ac- 
cording to their demerits ; every Natton of the world hath had 
a Prophet fent from God, who hath judged with reafon, and 
without injuftice, the differences that were among them touch- 
ing Religion: They have faid, at what time fhall the wrath of 
Godappear? Say unto them, J, of my felf, can neither pro- 
cure good nor evill,if God doth not permit it 3 every one hath 
hisdeitiny, when the time of their deftiny arriveth, they can 
neither retard, or advance itone hour, Haye yee confidered 
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the. purtifhment. which God heretofore fent, by day, and by 
night againftthe wicked? Whenye felt it, ye believed tt, and 
fell into-it headlong. It thallbe faid.co the wicked at the day 
of Judgment, tatt cternall torments ; {hall younot be punithed 
according to your, demerits? They will aske of chee, if the 
pains denounced againft the wicked, and:if che Refurredtion 
be matters. of truth? Say untothem, yes,my Lord is moft exa& 
inhis words, and all the treafures of the world thalknot bea 
ble to redeem one foul, They fhallrepent of their fins, when 
they {hall feel. the punifhment of their offences, but’ thall be 
condemned without injultice; whatfoever is in heaven and in 
earth appertaincth to God, he is exaét in hispromife,, yet the 
sreatelt part of the world de not know him. Heit is who 
caufeth.to die, and giverhlife, and fhall.afemble men at the 
day of Judgment. Opeopie!God hath fent youinftrudtions, 
and. remedies. for your infirmities; he hath fertt a guide co-con- 
du@ true believers into the way othis merey ; 1 fhall be to 
them. of more advantage, then the treafures that they accumu. 
late: Have ye confidered: the good things which he hath created 
for you? Ye have appointedi one part.to be eaten, and have 
prohibited. ro-eate of another’: Hath God permitted youto 
blafpheme again{t him? The opinion of fuch as blafpheme againlt 
God, fhall be but mifery-at the day of Judgment;Godis fullof 
goodnefs for the people, bur moftof them are ingratefull. In 
whatfoever place thou art, whether thowteachwhat is: contat- 
nedin the Alcoraa,or whether thou labour,I am always prefent, 
nothing is concealed from thy Lord, of whatfoever isin heaven 
and earth; be it great or little, all is writren. inthe icelligible 
Book,that: explaineth.all things. There needeth.no fear forfuch 
as recommend. themfelves to God, they: fhall be €xempt from 
the pains ofhell. The true believers who have: his fear before 
their eves, fhall faffer no corments in the other world; it is 
declared to them on earth, that they fhail have allcontent;- 
the word of God admits of no alteration ; they fhall enjoy 
perfection of felicity in Paradife. Affi nov thy felf for the 
words of che impious, vertue procedeth: from God, he under- 
flandeth, and knoweth all things; whatfeever is imheavem and 

in 
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in earth appertaineth to him: They who worfhip Idols, fol- 
low but their opinion, and are lyars; ‘God ‘hath created the 
night for repofe, and the day for labour; fuch as hear ‘his 
Word, finde therein marks of his ommnipotencie, They have 
faid, ‘do ye believe that God hath a’Son? Praifed be God, ‘he 
is moft rich, and hath no need of any petion, he poffeffeth 
whatfoever is in heaven, and earth; youhave no rtafon in 
whatye alledge ; will you {peak of God what ye know not ? 
God dothnot aide in this world them chat blafpheme againtt 
him, he thall caufe them to ‘feel after their death great tor- 
ments, becanfe of theirimpictie : Inftru@ them in the Hittory 
df Noah, how he {pake'to his people, and faid,O people if my 
abode with you, and'the preaching of the Commandments.oF 
God be irkfom ‘to you, know, that all my ‘fupport isin'God ; 
affemble your Doétors, with your! dols, ard conceal not what 
ye do; go whither youwill, ye fhall'finde none to protectyou ; 
if'ye contemne my inftru@ions, Trequire noc of you a reward 
for'my pains ;Tdefire to receive of none other then ‘God ‘the 
Omnipotent, and recommend. my felf tothe will of his divine 
Majefty. They flandered Noah, then did we fave himin the 
Arke, and them that were with him; we ‘prolonged ¢heir 
pofteritie on carth, and drowned the wicked; confider 
the ‘end of fuch as heard the word of God, and contem..

feft. All the Creatures of the world live of his grace, he 
knoweth the place of their repair, andthe place where they 
mult dye, all is written in aninrelligible book, that explain- 
ethall things.

T will 
beftow the riches and honours of the Earth, on many perfons 
that affe@ them, andinthe endthey fhallbe confined in the 
fire of Hell, andthe good works that they fhall do in this 
world, fhallbe unprofitable in the other. They who obferve 
what God hath ordained , ftndy the A/coran, and believe that 
it proceedeth from his divine Majefty, to teach che right way, 
andto obtain hismercy, asbefore it , wasthe book of AZo- 
fes.

not deltroy AZecca, ifthe Inhabitants thereof obey hig Com- 
mandments; and if it pleafed him,the whole world fhould’be 
of one Religion, they to whom he giveth his graée, tranigrels 
not his Will, his Word thal! be accomplifhed, and hell fhallbe 
filled with devills, and the wicked oF all ‘Nations. They have a 
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Tecounted to thee, and thou underftandeft whatfoever things 
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are neceffary for them, and what the Prephets have heretofore 
taught; chine heart hath beenfirengthened, they containe the 
truth, and they fhall be fora leffon to true believers. Say unto 
Infidels, do on your part as yee fhalfunderftand, we will do 
on our part as we underftand, and attend theiffue, we wilf at- 
tend it withyou; whatfoever is in heaven, and in earth apper- 
tatnsto God, all mer fhall be affembled before him, worthip 
him, refign your felves to his Will, he knoweth whatfoever the 
people doth.

Verfes, written at Mecca. 


ie the Name of God, gracious and mercifull. I am the mer- 
cifull God. Thefe figns are the figns of the Book which di- 
ftinguifhech good from evill. Wehave caufed to defcend from 
heaven the Alcoran, written in the e4rabique tongue, perad- 
venture ye willlearn it. I deliver unto thee m the A/coran, one 
of the beft things that I have infpired into thee. Thou were 
before the comming thereof, in the number of the ignorant. 
Remember thon, that 7o/eph faid to his father, My father, I 
faw in a dream eleven Stars, the Sun, and the Moone, I faw 
them adoring me. My fon, faid his father, difcover not thy 
dream to thy brothers, they willcon{pire againft thee, the de- 
vill isan open:enemy to men, thou fhalt be elected of the 
Lord in this world, he fhalt teach thee the explication of 
Dreams, he fhall accomplifh his grace upon thee, and upon 
the lineage of Facod, as he did accomplifh it upon thy fathers, 
- Abraham, and Ifaac ; the Lord knoweth all things, and is moft 
wife. TheHiftory of 7o/eph thall ferve for example to pofte- 
rity ; remember thou, how his brothers faid, our father loveth 
our brother fofeph more then allus together, he is in an excee- 
ding great error, fet us kill Pofeph, and caft him into fome fe- 
cret place remote from us, his abfence will render the face of 

our 
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our father more gentle towards us; after his death we will be 
converted. One of them faid, you fhall not do well co kill him, 
but caft him into the well, fome paffengers will take him, and 
carry him into an unknown Country: They faid to their fa- 
ther; father, wherefore doft thou not fend }o/eph into the 


fields with us ? we willbe very carefull, he thall fport and re- 


create himfelf ; I fear, faid he, thac ye will negleét to preferye 
him; doft chou fear (faid they) that a wolfe fhould devoure 
him in our prefence, and that we want ftrength to defend him? 
In the morning they led him with them, and caft him into a 


Well. We infpired him to prophefie to them what fhould be. — 


fall them for the mifchief they a¢ted, but they wanted know- 
ledge to comprehend it ; they in the evening returned to their 
fathers houfe, with eyes full of diflembled teares, and faid unto 
him, father, we fported, and ran who fhould run the belt, fo- 


feph remained with our baggage, a wolfe came that devoured 


him ; thou wilt not believe us although we fpeak the truth; 
then they fhewed him his fhirt, whichthey had fprinkled with 


blood ; it is youthat hath done it, faid he, you {hall anfwerit 


before God, he is my proteétor, and was patient, without la- 


menting. There paft that day *a Caravan neartothat Well, 


who defiring to draw wvater to drink, let downa bucket, on 
which 7o/eph took hold to: get out; they gave him cloathes, 


led him away fecretly, and fold him at a good rate for read 


money ; they vvould not kill him, in vvhich they vvere ho 

men. He that bought him in Eyypr, commanded his wvife to 
have care of him, that he might one day be ufefull for their fer- 
vice, and be to them inftead of afon. Thus did we eftablith 
fofeph in the Country of Egypt, and taught. him the expofition 
of dreams, thy Lord is Omnipotent, but few men know him: 
when 7o/eph came tothe age of manhood, vve gave him know- 
ledge and prudence; thus do we reward the righteous. His 


Matters vvife became amorous of hisbeauty, fhe one day fhut 
himinto her chamber, and folicited him wvith love ; God de- 
fend me (faid he) to betray: my Mafter, and be unchafte (he 


vvas in the number of the righteous ) and fed to the door; his 


Miftis ran after him, and to ftay him, tore his {hirt through 


the 


the back : fhe met her fusband behind the door, to whom the 
faid, vvhat other thing doth he merit, who vvould difhonour 
thine houfe,then to be imprifoned,and feverely chaftifed?Lord, 
faid Pofeph,the follicited me, that infant which isin the cradle, 
and of thy parentage fhall be vvitnefs: Then the infant in the 
cradle faid, if 7ofephs thirt be torne before, the hath fpoken 
truth, and fofeph is a lyar; if the fhire be rent behind, 
Jofeph hath delivered the truth, andthe a lye: then her huf- 
band beheld 7ofephs fhirt torne behind, and knew that it vvas 
extream malice, and faidto 7o/eph, take heed to thy felf, and 
beware this aét be not divulged : do thou, {peaking to his wife, 
implore pardon for thy fault, thou art truly guilty. The women 
ofthe City, faid among themfelves, that the rich mans wvife 
was amorous of his Slave, and that fhe had follicited his love, 
and had erred from the right way, which the underftanding, 
made them an exceeding fair feaft, and canfed 7o/eph to enter 
the Parlour vvhere they fate; wvhile they carved their meat, 
they vvere fo furprifed, and entangled with o/ephs beauty, 
that they m ftead of carving their meat, cut their fingers. O 
God’! faid they, this is not aman, but an Angel; then faid fhe 


unte them, behold him whom I loved with fo much paffion : ~ 


fhe another time importuned him, to fatisfie her defire, and 
perceiving that he would noi condefcend to her will, menaced 
him with the prifon, and to make him miferable: O God ! faid 
Jofeph, had rather be a prifoner, then do what the defireth, 
deliver me from her malice, defend me from inclining to her 
lubricity, and from being in the number of the wicked: his 
Lord heard his prayer, he underftandeth and knowcth all 
things. This woman feeing Pofephs refolution judged it requifite 
to-imprifon him for fome time ; he was put prifoner with two 
men, one of which told him that he had dreamed that he pref 
grapes to make wine ;the other faid,that he deamed that he car- 
ried bread upon his head, which the birds did eate;they deman- 
ded of himthe interpretation of cheirdreams,becaufe he feemed 
to them to be a good man;he faid ro them, before ye break f.ft, 
Twill interpret your dreams. I wvil firft tell you what God hath 
taught me,and-how I quit,and abandon the law of Infidels, and 
eee 
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embrace the Law of our fathers, Abraham, I/aac,and Facéb,vye 
ought not to vvorfhip many gods ; fuch as believe in the unity 


of God, are endued vwvith his grace, but few men give him. 


thanks. O Prifoners! vvho hath more power, Idcle, cr one fole 


God, vvho isomnipotent? The gods vwvhich yeadore are but ~ 


Idols, vvhomm ye and ‘your fathers call by fuch a name, as feem. 
eth good to you.ye hive no reafon to worthip them; God doth 
notenjoyn you this he commandeth you to vvorfaip him alone; 
this is the right vvay, but the greateft part of thevvorld of this 
are ignorant. O prifoners! the one of you fhallgive wvine to 
drink to his Mafter, the other fhall be hanged, the birds thall 
feed onhis head, the interpretation that ye haverequired thall 
be accomplifhed. He befought him that fhould fe faved, to re- 
member him when he fhould be near tohis Mafter;but the devil 


. caufed him to lofe the remembrance of 7c/epb, who remained - 


prifoner the fpace of nine years: At that cime the King of 
Egypt faw in a dream feven fat kine,vvhich fevenleane kine de- 
voured ; and feven green eares of corne, vvith {even drie eares, 
of which he required the interpretation of his Do@ors; they 
anfwered, that the dream vvas very obfcure, and that they 
knew not the interpretation; the prifoner thathad been fet at 
liberty, faid, that he vvonld forthwith give che interpretation 
of the dream, remembred 7o/eph, and calling him untohim, 
faid, O righteous man ! explain untous wvhar s.the fignifica- 
tion of feven fat kine, devoured by feven leane,aad Yeven green 
eares of corne, and as many dry, peradventure F thall return 
to the King and his people, and they thall underftand the in- 
terpretation of thisdream. 7o/eph faid to him, yee fhall fow 
the earth feven years following, -wvhich thal! abound in fruits, 
preferve your Harveft in the eares,and take only vvhat thall be 
neceflary for life; after this, there fhall come feven years bar- 
ren, and unfruitfull, in vvhich the people fhall fiffer mach, The 
King of Egypt having Jearned the interpretatior of this dream, 
commanded to call 7ofeph ; the Meffenger faid unto him, O 
foleph! returnto thy Mafter, and require of hin the meaning 
of the vvomen who did cut their fingers,he hath knowledge of 
their malice, hath caufed chem to affemble, anc demanded of 

them 


fee 
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them what vas their defign, vvhen they folicited thee wvith 
love ; they afwered, they knew no fin in thee, and his wife 
confefted thetruth, faying, fhe had importuned thee, but that 
thou art avey jultman. 7ofeph anfwered, by this it appears 
that 1am notraitorto my Mafter in his abfence, God guideth 
not traitors: I vvill not fay I am aman withont fin, the fpiric 
of nfan inclitech to evill, except fuch to whom God hath gi- 
ven his partiular grace, he is gracious and mercifull to vvhom 
feemeth gord to him. The King having talked with fofeph, 
entred him nto the umber of his domedticks, and made him ; 
fuperintendnt of his * revenews,becaufe he knew him to bea * All the re- 
man of fpiri:, faithfoll, and thrifty. We, by our efpeciall grace, venews of 
eft. blifhed jofeph in the Country of Egypt, where he did what the Crow 
feemed gool to him. I deprive not the righteous of their re- 
ward on earth, the recompence of the other world is yet grea- 
ter for then that believe inmy Law, andhave my fear before 
theireyes. The brethren of Po/eph returned to buy corne ; he 
faid to then, vvhen ye hall come again, bring wvith you your 
yong brotter by the father, you fhall finde 1 vvill make you 
good meafire, and lodge vvell my gnefts; ifyou bring him 
not, there hall be no corne for you, approach not this king- 
dom withort him : They anfwered, Lord, his father loveth him 
exceedingly, neverthelefs we fhall endeavour to perform what 
thou enjoyieft us; he commanded his fervants to. put their 
money for corne in-the bottoms of his brethrens facks, per- 
haps, {aid xe, they will rettrn, or acknowledge this favour 
when theyfhall come into their Country. When they arri- 
yed at theirfather, they faid, father, there is no more corne for 
us, if our ‘oung brother go not vvith us, if he go thither vve 
thal have geod meafure,and we will be careful of him. You will 
be careful, faid he, as you vvere heretofore of your brother 
Fofeph; Ged wvill detend him berter then you, he is the merci- 
ful ofthe merciful. When they poured forth their corne, they 
found thei’ money atthe bottoms of their facks, and faid, our 
father,wha fhal we defire more, our mony is reftored to us, and 
we have bread for our family, permit that our brother go with 
us, we fhal have better meafure, that is afmall thing to the 
L2 King 
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King of Evypt ; I will not fend him with you. unlefs ye all 
fweare before God to bring him back again, ifthere be no 
great impediment. They fwore to fulfill his will; then faid 
he, Itake God to be witnefsof your oath? O my fons | enter 
not all together into the city, bur go in at feverall sates,to the 
end the people may not be jealous of you; God cominandeth 
what to him feemeth good, I rely on him, all erae beli@vers 
_ ought to refign themfelves to his divine will; they entred the 
City astheir father enjoyned them, to content him; beingar 
rived before 7ofeph, he took his little brother by the hand, and 
faid to him, trouble not thy felf for what thall become of 
thy brethren; having filled their facks, he canfed a Cup adorned 
With precious ftones tobe putinto rhe fuck of his little bro- 
ther; caufed it to be given out, that they of the Caravan had 
ftolne the Kings Cup; and fent men after them to fearch ;thole 
ftrangers protelted they faw it not,and that chey came not into 
Egypt totteal, that they were fureties for cach other, and that 
he who had ftolne it, deferved punifhment. The Cup wasfound - 
in the fack of his young brother ; he caufed him tobe ap- 
" prehended, and accufed them all of theft ; Lord, faid they, his 
father is old, he will be extreamly aMited for his abfence, take 
one of usin his place, thoufhalt in the end finde us to be ho- 
neft men : God forbid, faid he, that I fhould detain other then 
him who was found guilty of theft, chat would be injuftice; 
finding themfelves out of hope to free their brother, they fa- 
ved themfelves in a fecret place remote from the Ciry; where 
the eldeft faid to his brethren, you know the oath we took at 
out departure, and how heretofore we intreated Pofeph, 1 will 
hot go out of Eeypr without my fathers permiffion,Godis molt 
juft, he fhall difpofe ef me and my brother as fhall pleafe him, 
returnto your father, and fay unto him,thy fon was taken in 
theft,we faw him_and endeavored to our power to deliver him, 
they of the Caravan thal be witneffes.9.2cob {aid at their return, 
they were the can fe of that accidenr,that did not difpleafe you; 
and he took patience, faying, God perhaps will favour my 
fons to return in health; he knoweth in what condition1 am, 
he is moft prudent in what he ordaineth. He retired from 
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athong ‘his fons cxtreamly affiided, and bewayled thelofs of 


his fon Fofeph ; ‘had ‘his ‘eyts continually covered with tears, 
and he bore in his heatt great forrow. ‘His {ons ‘faid ubto him, 
Doft thou yet remember Fo/eph, to adde to thy grief, and 
haften thine end? Jam (faid he) eatrcamly defolace, I leave 
all to the will of Ged ; he hath taught me what ye know ior. 
My fons return into Egypr, and enquixe tidings of your two 
brethren ; difpair not of the Spirit of God, none difpair of 
Gods Spirit, but the wicked. When they came unto 7oféph, 
they faid unto him, The famine that is in our Country,hath ex- 
‘treamly affiGedus, it hath often conftrained us to come to 
buy Corn ; thou, of thy favor, haft made us good meafure ; 
thou halt canfed ourmoney tobe reftored for alms, God will 
reward thee, he recompenceth fach as are Alns-givers. 
“He = untothem, Ye —— arena your bro- 
ther Jofeph : They replyed, Certainly : art not Jofeph. 
Tam Bfeoh, faidthe, and behold my brother Besjamin. f Goi 
hath given us his grace ; he rewardeth him that hath his fear 
beforchiseyes, and is patient inhis afflitions; hedepriveth 
not the righteous of recompence. God, faid they, hath pour- 
ed his favors tpon us in faving thee, whom we have exceeding~ 
ly offended. Be not ( faid he ) afhamed, God this day pardon- 
eth you that fin, he is gracious and merciful; return co your 
Father, and bear to him this fhirt, caft it upon his face, ‘he thal 
recover fight, and return hither with him, and with your 
whole family. The'Caravan wasthen half way upon return, 
when Zacob faid to them that attended him, 1 finell che odor 
of my fon Pofeph; you deride me, but what I fpeak is moft 
true: They toldhim, thache was ftillin his old error ; fome 
days following, one of his fons arrived with tidings of Fo/eph, 
and caft the fhirt thathe had given him, upon him ; and mcon- 
tinently he recovered his fight, and faid, Did I not always tell 
you, that ] knew what ye knew not; they faid, Our Father 
pardon us, and ask the forgivenefs ot God foras, who have 
exceedingly offendedhim: He anfwered, I will beg pardon 
of God for you, he is gracious and merciful. When they ar- 


rived before Fofeph, he took his Father by the hand, faying, 
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Enter without fearinto E Wie caufed him to fit down, and 
his brethren fell proftrate before him.. My Father, faid he, be. 
hold there the interpretation of mine old dream, God hath 
rendred it true, he hath favored me, in delivering me from 
prifon, and conduéting youhither; he hath put an endto the 
jealoufie which the devil had procured between me and my 
brethren. The Lord is liberal to whom feemeth good to him; 
he knoweth what is neceflary for his people, and is moft prn- 
dent in whathe ordaineth. Lord, thou haft given me wealth, 
and knowledg to interpret dreams. Creator of Heaven and 
Earth, thou art my proteétor, give me the grace to die in thy 
Law , and place me in the number of the-righteous. This 
Hiftory of 7ofeph, isan-ancient Hiftory which I relate to thee. 
Thou wert not with his brethren when they confpired againft 
him; neverthelefs, the greateft part of the people are incre- 
dulous. Demand noreward of them for having preached the 
Alceran, it inftru€teth onely the wife. How many fignes be 
there in Heaven and Earth, of the unity of God ? yet the 
people believe not therein, and moft of them adore Idols ; 
affuredly God thal! punish them at an unexpeéted hour, and 
inatime which they know not. Say unto them, Behold the 
right way, I callto the way of Salvation and Light, fuch as fol- 
low me. I return thanks to God, for that Iam not inthe num- 
ber of unbelievers. We fent aforetime none but men to 
inftruét the people ; will not men confider what hath been the 
end of the wicked that were before them ? Paradife is for them 
that are righteous ; will ye not be converted ? They caufed 
the Prophets to loofe all hopes of their Converfion, and be- 
lieved them to be lyars; but we protected them, and deliver- 
ed from their malice fuch as feemed good tous. Nothing thall 
exempt the wicked from the punifhment of their pains; they 
fhallferve for example to men of fpirit. The <Alcoran con- 
taineth no blafphemies, it confirmeth the ancient Scriptures, 
and teacheth True- believers the way of Salvation,

ik the name of God, gracious and merciful ; 1 am the moft 
wife and merciful God. Thefe precepts are the precepts of " 
_ the Book fent tothee from thy Lord; itis a thing moft true, 
but few men incline to believe it. It is fent from God, who 
raifed Heaven withouc a prop, and withacolumn, that appear- 
eth, and firteth on his throne, difpofing all things. He caufeth 
the Sun and Moonto move, until the day appointed ; he dif- 
pofeth all things at his will, and manifeftech to men the fignes 
of his omnipotency. Peradventure you will believe in the 
Refurre@tion of the fleth. He it is that hath extended the Earth, 
raifed the Mountains, caufed the Rivers to flow, who created of 
all forts of Fruits, the Male and Female, and covereth the day 
with the ob{curity of the night. Thefe things are fignes of his 
unity to fuch asconfiderthem. He hathcreated many fields of 
divers forts, and Gardens filled with Grapes, and many differ- 
ent Fruits ; he created Date-trees, thick as Groves, and For- 
efts, and others that are fcattered through the fields; fome 
are moyftened with waters, and others have a more pleafing 
tafte. Thefe things are fignes of his unity to fuch as confider 
them. Thou art amazed at the lies of Infidels, be aftonifhed at 
their difcourfes ; when they deny the Refurrection, and fay, 
What, (hall God yet once again create us of the duft of the 
Earth? when we fhall be Earth, fhall we be anew people? 
They are impious, they thall have Oaks upon their necks, and 
fhall remain eternally in the fire of Hell ; they precipitate 
themfelves into eternal pains, and contemn the mercy of God, 
fo did their predeceffors ; but God is gracious to fuch as con- 
vert, Chaftife feverely the obftinate Inhdels. They have faid, 
We will not believe in the Prophet, unlefs we fee fome miracle 
to appear. Say untothem, I am not fent but to preach the 


word of God. He hath fent perfons to every Nation, to teach 
i L4 them 
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them the right way ; nothing is hid from him in the world; he 
knoweth what women bearim their womb; he knoweth the 
time and period of every thing, the prefent, paft, and fature; 
he isgseat and omnipotent. He underftandeth what you keep. 
fecret, and what ye make manifeft ; he knowethwhere they 
be who cover themfelves with the obfeurity of night, and them 
that travel in the clearnefs of day; every one hath his guandian 
by his commandment, who obferveth what he doth, andde. 
priveth none: of grace, that hath: not offended: hisidivine Ma- 
jefty, and none can hinder hin to. punifh whom it feemeth: 
goodito him. He it is, who giveth you to fee the lightning: 
whichterrifieth men, and nouritheth his Creatures by theraim 
which he caufeth.tofalt ; he created the clouds: charged: with: 
moyfture, eaufetlr thunder to make a noife,, dartech the 
Thunder-bolt, and ftriketh whomit pleafethhim:; the Angels 
tremble in his prefence, yet: do the wicked difpure his omni- 
poteney, Heit is who ought to be implored: the prayers: 
of them who implore another God: are ineffe@ual, they: are: 
like to fuchas.are-very thirfly, and fretch: forth the hand: to. 
wards a Fountain, to which they cannot reach; the prayers 
of the wicked are-impicty: Whatfoever is: in Heaven, andin 
the Earth, the fthadow of the morning, the obfcurity. of the 
evening humble themfelves- before God, through force on 
affeGion. Sayuntothem, Who: is the Lord of Heaven and 
Earth, but God? who, except Ged. thal! prote€tyou:? your 
Fdols can neither benefit, nor hurt you: Isthe blindelike unta — 
him that feetlrcleerly ? isdarkne& like unto light? fhall they 
adorethe Creatures inftead of the Crearor:? God hath created 
all shings; and is omnipotent ;. he cauferly rain to defcendfrom 
Heaven, and Rivers covered: with Foam, toflowinthe Val 
leys. TheGold, the Silver, and: Mettals: which ye melt to 
adorn and enrich your felves, are like untofroth, Thusdoth 
God teach what is profitable, and what unprofitable; froth 
fuddenly vanifheth, andis-of no utility tomen: Soe falfhood 
vanifheth before truth. Thus.doth- God {peak througha para- 
ble, to chem that obey him,and giveth them Paradife. AdlLthe: 
riches of the Earth, ands. muchagain, cannot ranfom Te 

fidels, 
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fidels, they fhall: be eternally tormented in| the fire of Hell. 
Who knoweth, that the truth contained in this Book, was not 
fenttothee from God? He that doubtethisblinde; memof 
Spititde not.doubs. They who fatisfie: what they promifeto 
God,, whe tranfgrefs: net his Commandments, who have his 
fear before their.eyes, who apprehend the day: of judgment, 
who. are patient in-their afflictions for love of his divine Ma- 
jefty, who make. their prayers at the time appointed, who 
give alms privately and-publikely , and blot out their offences 
withgoodiworks, fhall be bleffed. They fhall enter intothe 
Garden of Eden with. their father,, their, wives; and familtes:;, 
the Angels fhall-vific them, fhail falute them, and fay,: Belnold: 
the recompence of your perfeverance, beliold eternal: grace, :

God, and:feverely chaftifed » Ke giveth, and depri- 
ved of wealthy asfeemethgood\to-him: The unbelievers re- 
joyce in. the riches:of the earth ; but thoferriches are of little 
value, if they confider them: ofthe other world: They fay, 
lf Mahomet doth not. make fome miracle to appear from 
God, we will not believe him. Say untethem, God: guideth, 
and mifleadeth whom it pleafeth- him ; he confirmeth the hearts:

They, to whom we have given the knowledg of Scriptures, 

rejoyce in the do@trine which we have fent thee ; there be that 

abjure one part ; fay unto them, I recommend unto you only 

the worfhip of one fole God, who is the affured refuge of the 

righteous. We have fent the Alcoran in the Arubique tongue, 

totheend thee4rabians may comprehend it: H thou doft 

follow the will of unbelievers, having had the knowledg of the 

unity of God, who fhall be able to fave or proteé thee ?. We 

fent Prophets before thee,commanded them to marry,and they 

had children. Prophets cannot perform miracles without the 

permiffion of God, and the end of every thing is written in 

his Book ; he blotteth out,and leaveth permanent what feemeth 

good tohim, he cannot alter. I perceive that fome of the 

wicked haveadefign to murcher thee ; thou art obli ged only 

to preach tothem, I will keep an accompt of theit fins to 

puni(h them. See they not that their Countries and poffeffions 

diminifh daily through thy conquefts > God commandeth what 

pieafeth him, no man can efcape his judgments, he is moft exaé 

in hisaccount + their predeceffors ued fubtilties as they, but 

God is more fubtile then they ; be well knoweth the good and 

evil which every one doth : they thall one day underftand who 

matt have Paradife. They fay thou art no Prophet, fay unto 
them, Itis fufficient that God is witnefs of the truth between 
you and me ; who is he thatknoweth what is written in the 
Book of his divine Majefty ? .

The Chapter of Abraham, containing fifty verfes, Written at 
Mecca. 


iP the name of God, gracious and mercifull; I am the 
mercifullGod. That Booke ! We have fent it to thee to 
bring the people out of darknefs, to guide them co the light, 
“and the way of thy Lord, alwayes victorious and glorious ; 
_ Whatfoever isin Heaven , and in Earth, is Gods; mifery is 
upon unbelievers, they fhall undergoe at the end of the world 
exceeding great torments. They who preferre the wealth of 
this world to that of Heaven, who goeaftray from the way 
of the Law, andwould pervert it, areina great error, farre 
from truth; The Prophets fpake the language of them to 
whom they were fent to’ inftrn& them, God guideth and mif- 
leadeth whom to him feemeth good, heis omnipotent and 
prudent. We fent AZo/es with prodigies,to bring the children 
of Ifrael out of darknefs, and to conduétthem to light; he 
taught them the Commandments of the Law, to ferve for 
inftruétion to fuch as fhall perfevere todo well, and fhall not 
be ingratefull for the favours they have received. AZofes fpake 
tohis people, and faid, remember the grace of God to- 
wardsyou , he delivered you fromthe men of Pharach , who 
caufed you to fuffer great affli€tions, who murthered your 
Children , abufed your wives, and layed upon yon great 
evills (ent from God, becaufe of your finnes.) The Lord 
hath faid, ifyebe not ingratefull, Iwillaugment my graces 
upon you ; ifyebe impious, you fhall be affli€ted. -Ado/es 
faid to his people ; if you and all men be impious, know, that 
God will be alwayes glorious, and hath no need of you. 
Know ye not what befell ( before you) the people of Noah, 
Aad, Temod, and their pofterity, that none had knowledge 
of but God, becanfe of their great number? He fent them 
his Commandments by his Prophets, they bit their fingers for 
anger, and {aid unto them , we renounce, and condemne your 

Doétrine: 
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DoGtrine: The Prophets faid unto them, is there any doubt 
in the beliefe of the unity of God., Creator of Heaven , and 
Earth >? he calleth you to remit your fins, and deferreth your 
punithment untill the day appointed : They anfwered, ye are 
men like unto us, will you hinder usto adore the Godsof our - 
fathers? Produce arguments of ftrength fufficient to prove what 
you preach ; the Prophet replyed, We are menas you are, but 
God giveth his grace towhomfeemeth good to him; we are 
come to you through his permiffion, the true-believers ought 
totroft:inhim ; wherefore fhould we nor be rrefignedito the 
willofGod,who hath guided us into the right way ? we will 
continue in wel-doing,the righteous truft in his divine Majefty, 
Then faid the Infidels unto them, we will banith you from our 
Country, if you be not of our Religion ; but God infpired into 
them, thatthe Infidels{hould perifh, and that they thould in- 
habit the Land after them; that he would protec fach asthould 
have his fear before'theireyes, and fear the paines that are 
prepared forthe wicked. The Prophets were protetted of 
God, andthe obftinare wicked were deftroyed : they thall 
be precipitated into Hell, and drink of water fall of cormup- 
tion, urine andblond, death thallappear on all fidesbefore 
their eyes, before they have fwallowed that drink; they 
fhall not dye im that miferie , they thall faffer yet great- 
ex paines. The good works which the wicked have done, 
are liketo duft carryed away by an impetuous winde, 
they thallbe unprofitable to them, and they thall be extir- 
pated, becaufe they depart from the truth ; See they not that 
God hath created Heaven and Earth? that he can deftroy 
them, and create in their place anew people, if ic feeme good 
tohim? This is not difficult to God, all chings are known 
tohim. The more impotent of them that have followed the 
wicked , fhall fay at che day of Judgment, we obeyed you, 
will you this day deliver us from the panithment of God? 
They thallanfwer, had God guided us into the right way, we 
had conducted you thither, we are alike miferable with you, 
we cry and lament in our miferie, but finde neither refage 
nor protection. The Devill (hail fay uneo them, what God hath 

promifed 
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promifed to youis infallible, I foretold itto you, I caufed you 


to tranfgreffe his Commandments through my tentations, I 
had none other power over you, but totempr you, you did 


me noharme whenyee hearknedto me, you drew mifehief ~ 


on your felves, Lam notyour Vutor, neither are you mine, I 
was impious, when heretofore I {uftered youto adore me ; Hell 
ig prepared for you, and for all unbelievers , there fhall they 
endure great torments, andthe righteous fhall encer into Pa- 
radife, wherein flow many rivers, wherethey fhall dwell eter- 
nally, with all manner of bleffednefS and concent ; Seeft 
thou not how God fpeakethby a parable? A good word is 
like to a good tree chat hath taken root in the Earth, and hath 
raifed its branches to Heaven, and produceth its fruit in due 
time, through the permiffion of his divine Majefty ; he teach- 
eth the people his parables, perhaps they will be mindful: 
An evill word is like to abad tree, thathath been torne from 
the Barth, there is nothing to fultaine ir, and it is withont 
root, or fruic: God forrifieth the True believers through his 
word inthis world, and in the other , and caufeth the gnjalt 
to erre, he doth what to him feemeth good: Seeft thou not 
them that have changed his grace into impiety, and have made 
fach as have followed them to dwell in the houfe of perditi- 
on? ‘They (hall abide eternally in the fire of Hell. They fay, 
that God hath a companion equalito him, and erre from the 
way of hisLaw ; Say untothem, ye fhall have wealth in this 
world, but Hell is your Rendezvous. Say to the Trne- be- 
" fievers, who make their prayers at the time appointed , and 
give almesin private, or in publique, thatthe day fhall come 
wherein they (hall neither buy nor fell, and where every one 
fhall be recompenfed for his works. Say unto them, God hath 
created the Earth, and the Heavens, he maketh the raine to 
defcend from Heaven, which caufeth to Spring forth all forts 
of fruits to enrich you , he created the fhip, that through his 
permiffion faileth on the Sea, he created the rivers, the Sun 
and the Moone, which move continually , he created the day 
and the night, and beftoweth on you whatfoever yee defire, 
his favours towards you can neither be numbred, nor reconnt= 
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ed, neverthelefs the Inhabitants of AZecca are alwayes impi- 
ous and wicked; Abraham faid, Lord protect this City , and 
make it to be the refuge of the world ; Keep me and my Chil- 
dren fromthe worfhip of Idols, they have feduced a part of 
the people ; he that fhall follow me, and. profeffe thy unity, 
fhallbe mine ; if,any one difobey me, thou art gracious and 
mercifull: Lord, one part of my Lineage inhabiteth AZecca, 
ina place unfruitfull , give'them the grace to perfevere in thy 
fervice, incline the hearts of menro affe@ them, enrich them 
with the fruits of the Earth, peradventure they will thanke 
thee ; thou knoweft wharfoever is in the world, know it not; 
nothing that is in Heaven , or in Earth ts hid from thee ; 
prayfed be God, who hath given me Z/mael and I/aacin mine 
old age, he heareth prayers when it pleafeth him; Lord, give 
me and my pofterity the grace to perfevere in well doing, 
hear my prayers, pardon me, and pardon my father, and all 
True believers at the day of Judgment. Think not that 
God isignoranc of the ations of Infidels, he deferreth the 
punifhment of their crimes untill the day that all men fhall 
have their eyes opened : that day fhall they behold their fins 
before theireyes, and their hearts thal! be full of defolation ; 
If thou preacheltto the people the day of Judgment, hath 
God (will the wicked fay ) preferved us to this prefent time, 
to do what thou doft appoint us? Say unto them, have ye not 
fworne heretofore , that there is no refurre@ion ? Ye have 
dwelt with the unjuft, ye have feen how they have been cha- 
ftifed, and how we have fpoken to you in parables. Certain- 
ly they confpire, but God knoweth their confpiracy, their po- 
licie is to tempt the Propher, to fee if he will make the Moun- 
tains tomove, Think not that God will violate what he 
hath promifed to the Prophets, he is omnipotent, and avenge- 
full. Confider the day wherein the Earth and Heavens fhall 
change their face, and all people thall rife again; thar day 
fhall one fole God omnipotent, command mento come out 
of their Monuments ; Thou thale that day fee the wicked 
bound in their chaines, their garments thall be full of. pitch, 
and guitran, their faces thall be covered with fire » that a 

me fhall 
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fhall herecompenfe and chaftife every one aceording to his 

wotks . he is exatto keep account; This Book wasfent to - 

inftrn@ the people, and teach them tfat there is but one 

God; the wife will remember.

N the name of God, gracious and metcifull Tam the mer: Her isa 
cifall God. The fignes/are thefignes of the Alcoran,which ¥> °Y 8° 
diftinguifheth good from evil!’ How may the Infidels hope See Kjcab of 
what the True-belicvers hope for? depatt from them , let seasir. 
them eat the fubftance of the poore, let them become rich, 
and content themfelves in their hopes, they fhall fee one day 
what their end fhall be ; We have deftroyed no City untill the 
tine deftined to its ruine was expired, there is no nation that 
can advance orretardits deftiny. The wicked have faid, oh 
man ! who believeft that the A/coran wasfent to thee, we 
will afarme that thou art a Sorcerer , untill the Angels do 
aflure us that thouarttrue : The Angels thall not defcend to 
the earth, unlefS to chaftife them, and they fhall not be able to 
retard the time of their punifhment; we certainly have fent the 
Alcoran upon earth,and will preferve it without alceration; we 
heretofore fent Prophets one after another,the wicked feorned 
and contemned them ; thus I imprint impiety inthe hearts of 
the wicked, they thal! not believe in the Prophet, and thall in- 
curr the punifhment of their predeceffors : fhonld we open the 
entrance ofheaven, and fhould they behold the Angels go in, 
and go out at the fhadow of the gate, they would yet fat’, 
their eyes were inchanted, and that they were bewitched : we 
created figns in heaven, and adorned them with Stars,to con- 
-rent the minds of them that confider them ; we fheltered chem x 
from the affaults of the devill, but the Butterflie followeth 
every thing that fhineth, and believeth it to bea Star; we ex- 
Pots tended 
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_tended the earth, and raifed the mountains with roportion; 
“ wehave made it to produce all forts of fruits co fuftain and en. 

rich you; we have, referved in our poweg the keyes of the 
treafures thereof, to diftribute te themby meafure what thal} 
be neceffary, we canfed a frefh winde to arife, and fent rainto 
water them ; it is not you that caufed the fruits thereof to 
{pring forth ; it is we who give life and death, and difpot 
of all things in the world. We know who they were that did 
recede you, and who they fhall be that fhall facceed you; I 

will affemble all at the end of the world to be judged ; we cre. 
ated man of the flime ofthe earth, and before him the devil, 
of fire, without fmoak. Remember thou, that God {aid to his 


- Angels, I will create man of the flime of the earth, Iwill 


breathe upon him, to give him life ; proftrate your felves be- 
fore him; the Angels adored him, except the devil] ; God faid 
unto him, wherefore doft thou not adore man? He replied, I 
will not adore him, thou haft created me of fire,and him of the 
mire of the earth : He faid. get thee out of Paradife, thou fhalt 
be banifhed,and accurfed'untill the day of Judgment.Lord,faid 
the devil,lay not thy curfe upon me until the day of Judgment, 
he faid, thou thalt be accurfed untill the day nominated, Lord, 
faid the devill, Iwill cemptallthe creatures, . becaufe thou haft 
tempted me; J will caufe themto difobey thy Commandments, 
except fuch as fhall truft in thee,and recommend themflyes to 
thy divine Will. God faid, this isthe right way, thou haftno - 
power over the righteous who follow my Law, but only-over 
the Infidels, for whom hell is prepared. Hell hath feven gates, . 
and every gate hath its. particular work ; the righteous thall 
dwell in gardens, adorned with fair fountains, we will free 
thcin from allrancour ; they fall repofe upon beds like bre- 
~thren, with refpect, and affeGion, and fhall- be in-eternall fe- 
licity: Declare to them that worlhip me, that I am gracious 
and mercifull, and my chaftifements are fevere and rigorous. 
Preach unto them the Hiftory of the Guelts of eAbrahum, they 
faluced him when they entred his houfe 3. Abraham was terti- 
fied at their comming - they faid to him, fear not us, we are the 
Meffengers. of God. ; we declare to thee that thou {halt havea 
fon, 
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fon, who fhall bea great perfonage: Doyou tell me (faid he) 

that I fhall have a fon in mine oldage? why fpeak yee in that 

manner? We tell thee the truth, defpaire not of the grace of 

God, none but the wicked defpaire : O Meflengers of God ! 

(laid Abraham what do ye require? We are fent to deftroy the 

Infidels, and to preferve the whole family of Lot, except his 

wife, fhe fhall remain with them that fhall be punifhed. When 

thefe Meffengers came to Lots houfe, he told them, he knew 

them not; they faidto him, we are cometo thee, to cleare 

this people of their doubt of Gods Omnipotencie ; what we 

{peak unto thee is moft truc ; caufe thy family this night to go 

out of the City, and follow their fteps, that none among you 

look behind him,and go whither you hall be commanded;the 

wicked fhall in the morning be deftroyed. The Inhabitants 

of the Cicy came to Lotshoufe to fee thofe ftrangers; Lot faid 

unto them, I befeech you defile net your felves with my 

Guefts, fear God, and difhonour flot your felves, behold my 

daughters, take them; They faid, we donot hinder thee to 

lodg thy guefts,and remained confounded in their drankennefs. 

In the morning thunder furprifed them,we overthrew the City 

upfide down,and caufed it to rain {tones with fire, that utterly 

deftroyed it; This thal ferve for example to paffengers that fhal 

fee thofe ruines, and for a marke of the Omnipotency of God, 

tothem that fhall believe in his divine Majefty.They that inha- 

bited the wood neer to AZedina were impious, but we avenged 

us on them, they ferved for example to pofterity, asdid the 

people of the City of Lor. They that dwell inthe Valley of 

Hegir; have defamed the Prophets ; we gave them to fee our 

Miracles, and taught them our Commandments, they contem- 

ned them, but they ‘repofed in the morning in their houfes 

built npon'the mountains, and in their fortrefles; when thunder 

farprifed them, their treafures did not fave them, and they 

were all deftroyed. We created the heavens and the earth ro be

interrogated concerning what God hath infpired into Maho- 
met ; they anfwered, that he preacheth Fables of antiquity.but 
they fhall bear their burthen at the day of Judgment, who 
have feduced them from the right way, and have not known 
if. They that. were before them were deceivers, God over- 
threw theirhabitations, the ruins fell uponthem, and he cha- 
ftifed them, when they Jeaft thought oft ; he fhall maxe them 
afhamed at the day of Judgment, and fhall demand of them, 
where be the Idols for which they difputed againft true be- 
lievers? Such as have knowledge of Gods Commandments, 
aflure that fhame fhall be upon the forcheads of Infidels, and 
that the Angels fhall caufe them to die, becaufe of the cnor-

believe in God, and are penitent for their faults, God know. 
eth what they have done ; he fhall command them to enter in. 


tohell, where is the abode of the proud: He thall command 


them who have his fear before their eyes to enter the houfe 
of Eternity, and the gardens of Edex, wherein flow many ri- 
vers, there thal! they dwell eternally with the height of their 
defire. Shall the wicked continue in their fin, untill the Angels 
caufe them to die, or until che day of Judgment? Thus did 
their predeceffors. God was not unjuft towards them, they 
drew mifchief on themfelves through their iniquity ; they were 
chaftifed , and felt the punifhment which they had defpifed ; 
they have faid, had it fo pleafed God, onr fathers and we had 
adored him alone ; fo fpake their predeceffors. The Prophets 
are not obliged, but to preach and inftru@ the people. We 
fent a Prophet to every Nation, to inftruétit, and to command 
the worthip of one fole God, and to quit the adoration of 


Tagot, and of Idols; God guided fome into the right way, and’ 


others were feduced ; confider what is the end of the wicked ; 
if thou indeavoureft co put them into the right path, thou fhale 
lofe thy time, God guideth not them that defire to err, they 


fhall be deprived of prote@tion at the day of Judgment; they 


have fworn by their faith, thac God will not make the dead to 
rife again, but he fhall caufe them to rife again, to chaftife them 
according to his promifes ; but the greateft part of men donot 
know it, did they knowit, they would acknowledg their er- 
rors, and the impious would acknowledg their: blafphemies. 


When we willed any ‘thing, we faid, be thou, and it was:, 


They that depart from the wicked for the love of their Lord, 
and fhall convert themfelves, thall be rewarded in this world, 
and yet morein the other, had they knowledge to underftand 
it, Such as patiently endure the injuries of unbelievers, and 
truft in cheir Lord, fhall be recompenfed when they leaft think 
of it. We heretofere fent but men to preach our Law ; ask of 


them that have knowledg of the written Law,ifitbenottrue? 


We have fent to them the A/coran, tothe end thou maitin- 
ftrué& men in our Commandments, peradventure they wilf 


confider 
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confider. it. The carth fhall produce nothing to them, that 
fhall confpire againft the Prophet, they fhall be chaftifed when 
they lealt chink of it; God fhall afflict chem in their commerce, 
they fhall not efcape his punifhment, and their fubftance thall 
diminith by little and little before their cyes; God ts. graci- 
ous.and mercifull to chem only.that honour him: Seethey not 
the thadow of that which God hath created, fometimes at 
the right hand, fometimes at the left, to adore his divine Ma- 
jefty, they certainly are contemptible; whatfoever is on the 
earth,and in the heavens, beaft, and Angels, worthip-God with 
humility, fear their Lord, and obey hisCommandments. God 
hath commanded them to.worthip andco fear one God alone, 
to whom-obedience is due eternally ; whom will ye fear but 
God ? who but God thall prote&t you? when evill befalleth 
you, youhave recourfe to his divine goodnefs; being delivered, 
fome of you give him thanks, and yet believe not in his Law - 
You feek only the riches of che earth, but you fhall fee what 
fhall be your-end.; they fay that their wealth-proceedeth from 
their Idols : by. God! an aecount of their bla{phemies fhall be 
required ofthem ; they affirm that God hath daughters ; aflu- 
sealy they deceive themfelves, and are not well fatisfied, when 
it is faid-to them, that a daughter is bora to them ; they fly 
fuch,as declare to them the punifhment of their fins, God fhall 
leave them in ignominy, and they fhall be contemned as the 
earth which they trample under their feet; becanfe they believe 
rot in the day of Judgment, mifery fhall perpetually purfue 
them; God fhall command for ever, and be eternally power- 
fal and vigtorions. Should God chaftife men when they of- 
fend, he fhould Jeaveno living creature upon the.earth, he de- 
ferreth their punifhment untill the time appointed, they can 
neither advance nor retard it; they affirm God .to have that 
which themfelves are not fatisfied to have ; they lye, when they 
fay that paradife is for chem, doubtlefs they are erroneous, and 
fhall be precipitated into the-fire of hell. By God!we have 
fent- heretofore Prophets to the people, the devill feduced 
men, and was matter of the wicked in this world, but inthe 


other they fhall refcent great torments + We have fent 
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thee the e4icoran, to clear to men the doubts tonch- 
ing Religion, and to guide true believers into the right 
way. God fendeth raine from heaven to refreth the earth, this 
is an evident figne of his omnipotency, to them that. hear 
his word ; yee have yet a token of his ommipotency in the 
beafts that give you milke , to nourith you, and another 
marke in the fruits of the earth, in the fruits of Date trees, 
and the Vines, from-which you extra@ wine, and receive pro- 
fit. Thefe things are fignes of his omnipotency, to fuch 
as comprehend them. The Lord infpired the Bee to 
dwellinthe fields, ‘to lodge in trees, in Hives, and to eat of 
all forts of fruits, ic\produceth honey of divers colours, that 
ferveth for a remedy to the difeafes of men; thefe things are 
fignes of Gods omnipotency to them that confider them. God 
hath created you , and thall canfe you to dye; There be per- 
fons among you that thall be fuil of ignominy in their life, 
tothe end they may underftand that God is omnipotent, con- 
ferreth benefits on fome more then on others: Slayes have no 
part inthe faculties of their Mafters , neither are they affoci- 
ate with them, (neverthelefs they affociate to God another 
God equall to him, and blafpheme againtt his grace.) God 
hath created you men, and women, and hath given you Chil- 
dren, and Children to your Children, he hath enriched you 
with the riches of the earth; Willyou after this grace be- 
lieve in your Idols ; which are things inanimate, vaine, and 
unprofitable ? Will ye be ingratefull for the benefits of God? 
Will yee worfhip what can neither benefit nor hart you? Be- 
lieve not that there is another God companion and affociate 
with God ; He knoweth what ye know nor, he teacheth 
you a Parable: A flave that is poor cannot give almes, and 
he who is rich giveth almes fecretly and publiquely, as he 
feeth good; are they both alike? Ought they to be putin pa- 
ralell? Praife beto God: Certainly, the greateft part of men 
know not his graces, he teacheth youa parable ; Behold! two 
men; the ome was bornedeaf, and dumb, and given in charge 


- to his Guardian’, he knoweth not how to imploy him, he is 


capable neither of doing , nor {peaking well , ig he like to him 
that 
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that fpeaketh, that undérftandeth, teacheth’menJuftice ; and 
followeth the right way ? Whatfoever is in Heaven, or on 
Earth appertaineth to God, when he commandeth any thing, 
it is performed in the twinkling of an eye, yea fooner, he 1s 
omnipotent: Heit is that caufeth you to come out of the 
wombe of your mother, that giveth you hearing, fight , and 
fenfe, perhaps ye will returne him thanks; See ye not‘the 
birds that flye inthe Aire; who fuftaineth them but God? It 
is an evident figne of his omnipotency for the True believers, 
he hath given you, houfes to inhabit, and the skins and furres 
of beafts to cover you, he hath given you their haire , and 
wooll,to furnith your houfes,and enrich you ; he created trees 
and clouds to overfhadow you, made the Mountaines and 
Caves to cover you from rain, created garments to defend you 
from the heat of the Sun, and the rigour of cold, he hath ac- 
complifhed his grace upon you, peradventure you will refigne 
your felves tothe will of his divine Maijefty , and profeffe his : 
Unity. If the unbelievers depart from the way of the Law, 
thou art obliged only to preach to them intelligibly ; they 
know the grate of God, and contemne it , for that the grea- 
teft part of chem are impious;preach unto them the day ,where- 
inT will raife again all the Nations of the world, and the Pro- 
phets and Apoftles who have preached to them my Com- 
mandments, there fhall be no excufe for Infidels, neither fhall 
they finde protection, or relaxation of their miferies : When 
they fhall behold their Idols, they fhallconfefs that they were 
miflead , they thaflunderftand the unity of thy Lord, and that 
their Idols are not able to intercede for them. God hath 
added tothe punithment of Infidels , hath fent them evill up- 
onevill, becaufe they hinder the world to follow ‘his Law : 
Preach unto them the day, wherein 1 will caufe to rife again 
all the Nations of the world, with the Prophet who preached 
tothem, to be witne(s of their aétions ; I will be witnefs 
againft them of thy Nation; Ihave fent thee the Booke that 
unfoldeth the myfteries of my Law , to guide the people into 
the right way, andto declare the joyes of Paradife to fuch as 
profels:my unity. God commandeth you to do only thar

offend him. Lyenor,.in faying , Behold that which is per- 
mitted tobe eaten } blafpheme not againit God; fuch, as blaf- 
pheme againft him,fhall not profperin this world, and in the 
other {hill faffer grievoustorments. We did heretofore pro+ 
hibit the Jews to eat of what we have recounted tothee, we 
did to them no injuftice , they drew mifchief on themfelves 
through their finne; thy Lord is gracious and: merciful: to 
them that ignorantly offend him, who convert, andde good 
works, Abraham was obedient to God, and profeffed. his 
unity, he adored not Idols , and gave thanks to Gad for ‘his

SBE the Name of God, gracious and merciful. Praife be to ° 
shim, that canfed his fervant to goe in one night from the 
Temple of Afecca, to the Temple of. Jeru/alem ; we have 
bleffed chat Temple, and whatfoever is about it, in coken of 
our ommipotency. We gaveto Adofes the Old Teftament, to 
inftruct the Children of Ifrael, and to deterre them from the 
worhip 
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worthip of any other God, but of me; to forbid them to 

adore the lineage of Noah, or the lineage of them that we 
preferved in his Ark. Noah is my creature, and my fervant, 
acknowledging my benefits; we prohibited in Scripture the To quictheir 
children of I/rael, to defile twice the Earth, left, chey kindled faich, and re- 
roo great afire ; when that befel you, we ftirred up our fer- turn to it 
yants againft- you, and they entred by force into the midft So ea 
of your houfes ; this was as foon executed aspromifed, In pao " 
theend, we gave you advantage over your enemies; we 
gave you wealth, and children to fuccor you, and ye 

were more numerous then the Infidels ; the good and the evil 

that you fhall do, fhall be for your fouls. We ftirred up the 

wicked againft you, becaufe of your Gns, to afflié you through 

the murther, and bondage of your perfons ; and they deftroy- 

ed the Temple of Perufalem, as they had ruined it the.firft 

time. Your Lord fhall pardon you, if youconvert, we have 
eftablithed Hell for a perpetual prifon of Infidels, The 4/- 

coram guideth the righteous into the right way, it declareth 

to them a great reward , preacheth to the wicked the torments 

of Hell; and exhorteth men to wel-doing, alchough they are 
inclining to evil, and prompt to fin. We created. theday and 

the night, they are two fignes of our.omnipotency: we caufed 

the night to pafs away, and the day to appear for labor; and

Be not proud, ye fhall never be fo long as the Earth, 

neither fo high as the Mountains ; fuch fins are exceeding great 

before thy Lord: It is one part of what he hath infpired into 

thee, to preach to his people: Say not, there be two Gods, 

left thou be confined to the fire of Hell. Your Lord hath 

elected you, with all thofe men and women that obey his Com- 

mandments, for hisfons and daughters, asthe Angels; yet 

fay not that God hath children. We made mention in the 

Alcoran of whatfoever is neceffary to be preached to the peo- 

ple; fay untothem, If therebe a God with God, as ye affirm, 

invoke him that hath his Throne in Heaven; praifed be God, 

ke hathno Companion, he is moft high and great. The feven 
Heavens praife him, and all thatis on Barth glorifiehim, but 
ye comprehend it not. he is gracious and merciful. We will 
feparate thee from the wicked ; we willharden their hearts, 
and ftop their ears: When thou fhalt read the Alcorun, and 
fay, There is but one God, they will turn the back, and deride 
thee, know what they defire to hear; they would have the 
people to hearken to the words of the unjuft, who fay, That 
thou art a Sorcerer, anda Magician; confider to whom they 
compare thee ; they certainly are in error, and are not able to 
finde the right way.

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we gave the Pfalter to David;Say unto the Infidels, invoke tke 
Idols which you adore, and fee ifthey are of power to deliver 
you from affliction. They that implore God,defire to be nigh un- 
to him ; who are they that thal neereft approach his divine Ma- 
jeftic they who hope in his mercy, or tuch as fear his puntth- 
ment ¢ Certainly his punifhment ought moft to be feared. We 
will deftroy all the Cities of the world before the day of Judg- 
ment, and chaftife the wicked with rigorous torments ; this is 
written upon the Tables kept in heaven: nothing hath hindred 
us to manifeft the miracles which the inhabitants of Afecca 
defite to fee, butthe contempt thewed by their predeceffors, 
Temod {aw the miracles of the Camell, and contemned it; I 
will no more fhew miracles, but to make the people to appre- 
hend the torments of hell. Remember thou, that we 
have faid to thee, that thy Lord knoweth all that the 
world doth; that which we gave thee to fee ( in the voy- 
age by night) isto prove the people as the, curfed tree, 
which is fpoken of in the e4/coran ; there be perfons that will 
believe it, others that will not believe; but I will trie them, to 
augment their confufion ; Remember thou, that we com: 
manded the Angels to humble themfelves before Adam, and 
that they did humble themflves, excepe the devill; who faid, 
fhall 1 adore him whom thou halt created of the earch 2 who is 
he whom thou halt preferred to me > Certainly, if thou tarry 
untill the day of Judgment, i will deftroy his race, except that 
fall number that thall be under thy protection.

hehath caufed -y.ou to arrive at the Port, you deny his Unity, 
and-follow.your impiety ; believe yethat he will another time 
make the fea calm to yourand that he willfend you a favorable 


winde, if,yon donot acknowledge him-your prote&or? Be- 


lieveyye to werurn again to.thefea? He fhall fend you an im- 
Jpetuous winde, :that fhall overwhelm you, with your impictie, 
and ye fhallfinde noneto.proteét you againft -him. ‘Wehave 
conferred.on men many favours, we have conducted them on 
the earth, and fea, enriched with all forts of riches, and grati- 
fied them-above all creatures of the earth ; preach to them the 
day, wherein-l will affemble before meall the Nations of the 
world, withthe Prophet that thall have preached to them. 
Hetowhom fhalbbe given the Book of the Accompt of-his 
works in-his right ‘hand, -fhall read ‘his accompt entirely, no 
injuftice/fhall be done to-him, and he fhall be happy. He that 
fhall be:blinde, in this world, fhall be fo in. the other, and fhall 
not fee the right. way. ‘They would divert thee. from perfor- 
ming what wevhave infpired-into thee, to-induce thee to 
blafpheme againft me. .}f thon do it, thoufhalebe of their 
friends ; were it not for theftrength that we have given thee, 
they would make thee to incline: to their impiety ; -hadft thou 
done itwe hadegiven thee to tafte of great afflictions in this 
world,andin the other; thon hadft found none to prore& thee 
againft us ; -it,wanted not much, but they had affrighted thee 
at Afedina, to caufe. thee to goout efit; hadthey driven thee 
thence, they had. not. continued there-long after thee. We 
heretofore fent our Prophets to, inftrué the people in our Law, 
thou fhale finde therein nothing to change; make thy prayers 
when the Sun fhail fer, acthe beginning, and at the end ofthe 
night, and at the dawning of day,the Angels fhall be witneffes

them, if the devils, and men were all aflembled again{t."me, 
they fhould not be able to compofe a Book like the A/caran, 
VVe have taught in the A/coran whatfoever is neceffary for the 
falvation of men, neverthelefs the greateft part of the people 
depart from the Trach, and fay, we will not believe thee, un- 
lefs thou caufe fountains tofpring out of che earth,and make in 
this place a garden, beantified with Date trees,and Vines, with 
rivers flowing in the midft, or unlefs we fee defcend from hea= 
ven apart of the pains which thou preacheft ;we wil not believe

eth, is well guided, and fuch as God hall caufe to err, thall 
finde none to put them into the right. way ; he willa(femble 
all of them at the, day of Judgment, they fhall be infamous, 
deaf, mute, and blinde, and condemned to the flames of ‘hell,

followingtheir footfteps ? If they believe not in the Alcoran, 


they fhall one day have forrow, and “thall repent it, We 
adorned the Earth,with whatfoever isupon it, for the advant- 


age of mei. One part thereof is happy and plentiful; and: 


the other unfruitful, and defart. Do ye not believe rhat the 
fleepers that entred the Cave, and the Paper wherein their 
names were written, be our miracles? When thofe menentred 
the Cave, shey faid, Lord, give tis thy mercy, and suide us into 
the right way: Then did we caufe them to fleep for rhe fpace 
of fome yeers, and awaked them, having continued fome 
time in thit Cave, to make it appear which of the cwo Ree 
ligions wes the moft juft.

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pleafant, When the Sunarofe, he caft his rayes on the right = 


fide of their Cave, and on the left, at his going dowi; they in 
the mean time were inthe moft fpacious place of this Cave. 
This is one of Gods miracles ; he whom he guid'th, is well 
snided ; and whom he mifleadeth, fhall finde nene to give 
him fuecor, orto guidehim. Believe ye that they fhould be 
awake ? Affuredly they flept and turned themfelves fometimes 
to one fide, fometimes to another: Confider howtheir Dog

had affrighted them. In the end we awaked them, ard they mu- 
tually enquired of each other in what place they were, & how 
long they had there continued ; one of them replyed, That they 
had been there a day or two; then theyall faid, Ged knoweth 
the time that we have abode here, fend one of us .o the City 
with money to buy bread and meat ; let him notbe fearful, 
neither make himfelf known toany; if we be kiown, they 
will murther, or conftrain us to follow their Religion, in 
- which we hall be eternally miferable. Thus did ve ftir up the 
people againft them, to theend they might Knov that thy 
Lord is truce; when he faid, He will caufe the cead toarife 
again,the Refurrection is indubitable; neverthelefsunbelievers 
difpnte among them, concerning the Hiftory of tie Sleepers, 
and fay, That they builc a feeret place to retirethemfelves, 
God knoweth the Truth. The True- believers believe that they 
made no building ; the Infidels fay they were fre, and that 
their dog was the fixth, they fpeak by opinion ; bit the True- 
believers affirm them to be feven, and their deg to be the 
eighth. Say untothem, My Lord knoweth how many they 
were; few perfons, except God, know their number : Doubt 
no more the Hiftory of the Sleepers, the matter isaverred and 
known; difpute no more withthe Jews, and fay not, I will 
do this to morrow, without faying, Ifit pleafe God. Call 
God to minde, after thou haftforgot him, and fay, The Lord

fence and finne., Say unco them, the truth proceedeth from 
yout Lord; who fhalldefire [tc] thall be True believers, and 


who fhalfnot defirefit ] fhall bé an Infidel, we have prepared - 


Hell to chaftife the impious, and prifons wherein to detaine 
them. They thal! implore fuccors againft the melting pit, 
into which they thall be plunged, as into waters, it hall roft 
their faces, and fhall be their drink ; I will not fruftrate of ree 
ward them that thal! have done well , they. thall enjoy the 
delights of the gardens of Edes, wherein flew many rivers, 
they fhall have bracelets of fine Gold, they fhall be cloathed 
with green, with Scarlet, with thining colours, and thall fit 
onthrones with an eternall felicity. Declare to them this para- 
ble ; there were two men, I gave to the one of them gardens, 
wherein was{tore of fruits,he in contempt told his companion, 
that he was more wealthy and powerfull chen he, and entred 
into his gardens, being an Infidell, and an Idolater, and faid, I 
do not think thefe thall ever have an end, they hall endurea 
fong time without withering : His companion faid to him; 
Tf thou doft not acknowledge this to proceed from God , and 


if thou be ingratefull towards him that created thee of dult, 


and made thee aman, thou fhalt foone finde thy gardens ru- 
ined ; this cometh from God my Lord, who hath no compa- 
nion ; all ftrength, and truth proceedeth from his divine Ma-

Ifcthey beg notpardon 
of God, what hapned to: their predeceffors , and) at Beder, 
thall befall them, they fhall be vilibly punifhed ; I fend Pro- 
phets only to anounce the joyes of Paradife, and'to preach the 
rorments of Hell; the unbelievers difpute vainly, to obfeure 
the truth, they deride my Commandments, andthe ‘fire of 
Hell ; who is more unjuft-then he who knoweth the Com- 
mandments of hisLord, and difobeyeth him, and forgetteth 
his paftfinnes? We have hardned theit hearts, they hall not 
underftand the Scripture; wehave (topped their cares, they 
fhall hear nothing ; if thon calleft them co the right way, they 
fhall nov. follow thee, chy Lord is gracious and merciful; 
fhould he chaftife them after cheir demerits, he fhould forth- 
with deftroy them , he tarrieth untill the time that he hath 
promifed to punifh them, and they fhallfinde none of power 
to protect them. We have-deftroyed Cities, when their inha- 
birants have offended, and we prefixed the day of their ruine. 
Remember thou that AZofes faid to his fervant , I will travell 
inceflantly, untill J fee a place where two feas meet , although 
I travell an Age. .Whenhe came tothat place, he and his fer- 
vant forgot theirfith, he had taken his way through the Sea:

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which none in the world ever knew? Adofes Said, thou fhale 
finde me exceeding patient, and I will not difobey thee ; He 
anfwered, if thou follow*me, enquire nothing of me, and hear 
only what I {hall fay to thee. They went together,and they be- 
ing ina boat, he brake a planck; Adofes faidto him, thou haft 
broken this veffell, co drown ns, itis a ftrange thing ; He an- 
{wered,Did not I tell chee,that thou wilt not be able patiently 
to abide with me ? AZo/es replied,excule me,and afflict me nor, 
‘Thad forgotten what thou didft enjoyn me ; They went on to- 
gether until they met with a child, whom he flew; 44o/es faid to 
him, thou haft flain an innocent, that hath not flain any one ;

patiently to abide with me? CAofes {aid to him, excufeme | 
this time alfo, if 1 demand ought.elfe of thee, abandon me. 
They.continued their way unto a Village, where the inhabitants 
refuted them bread ; at that time they found a wall ruined, 
which he raifed again ; Mo/es faid to him, thou fhouldft have 
been payed for repairing this wall, if chon wouldeft : He an- 
fered, now behold the place of out feparation, neverthelef I 
will explainto thee what thou,wert impatient to learn. That

whatfoever is in Heaven and Earth, whatfoever is between 
them, and beneath the Earth, appertaineth tohim. He know- 
eth thy thoughts, he underftandeth what thou keepeft fecret, 
and what thou makeft manifelt. God ! there is but one God, 


all the glorious names of the world are due unto him. Know- 


eft thou the Hiftory of Azo/es ? VVhen he beheld the fire, he 
faid to his family, Stay yehere, 1 fee a great fire, I will bring 
to you a fpark, and you thall finde in it the right way. . VVhen 
he approached, it was faid unto him, O AZofes | 1am thy Lord, 
put off thy fhooes, thou art in the holy Valley of Toi, Thaye 
eleGed thee among my people, hear my wofd, and receive 
mine infpirations; J am God, there is none other God but, 
worthip me alonc,and make thy prayers asit is ordained ; The 
hour unknown to the world approacheth, wherein I will re- 
compence and chaftife every one after his works: Take heed 
left the wicked feduce thee from the right way ; if thou follow 
their appetite, thou fhaltbe deftroyed ; Js it not what thou 
haft {worn to me? he anfwered, Lord, I will apply my felf 
unto thee, and will fean upon my ftaf; I willbeat the fruits 
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of the Treesto make them fall upon my flocks; [have yet an- 
other'maner to nourifh my fheep with this ftaff; 1 will make

tate my commiffion, unloofe the knot of my tongue, that they 
may underftand my fpeech , give me Aaron to affili:me in this 
bufinefs, that I may praife thee, and highly exalt thy glory,thou 
only art our protector, God faid, thy prayer isheard, we were 
favorable to thee another time, when we infpired thy mother 
ropurtheeinto a coffer, and expofe thee to the river of Nile 5 
the water drave thee to the fhore, whence Pharoah took thee;

addrefs your felves to him. and fay, we are the Meffengers of 
the Omnipotent God ; difmifs withus the children of J/raeé, 
and no more corment them, we arecome hither by the Com- 
mandment of God, thy Lord. Salvation 1s for fuch as —— 
the 
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the right way ; damnation for them that blafpheme againtt his 
Law, and depart from his Commandments ; Pharoah faid unto 
them, who is your God? AZofes faid,my God is he that created - 
the world, and guidech men into the right way. Phoroah faid, 
what law did your predeceffors obferve ?. what is become of 
them? A4ofes anfwered,God knoweth in what condition they 
are;nothing is concealed from God,he extended the earth,and 
eitablifhed the wayes; he caufeth rain to defcend from heaven, 
and maketh to fpring forth the plants, herbs, and fruits which 
ye eate, and that nourifh your flocks. Thefe things are figns of 
his Omnipoteny tothem that underftand them.

that blafpheme againfthim ; The people of Phoroah differed 
in opinion what they fhould do, kept rheir defign fecret, and 
faid to Pharoah, thefeytwo men are Magicians, they would 
chafe youfrom your Countrey, through their Magick, and fe- 
duce your fubjecs from your Religion; recollea your fubtil- 
ties and power, and chufe perfons capable to difpute againft 
them, this day fhallbe happy to him that thall be viétorious.

Then 
fell the Magicians of Pharooh proftrate on the ground, and 
faid, We believe inthe God of Aaron and Mofes ; Pharoah 
faid unto them, believe ye in him without my permiffion? 
Mofes isyour mafter,t wil cut off your right feet,and your left 
hands; or your left feet, and yonr right hands, and canfe yout 
be hanged on Palme trees, that ye may know who is the, more 
fevere in his chaftifements, I, or the God of AZofes ; They 
faid,the miraclesthat thou haft feen,have they not touched thee? 
He that created us, doth things which are not in thy power 
to performe ; thy power extendeth only in this world, webe- 
lieve in God our Lord, who will pardon onr fins ; thowart the 
caufe that he abhorreth us with our magick, he is more pow-

When they are a Jittle touched with the chaftifements. of 

God, they fay, oh mifery } VVe aretoo blame, and are un- 

jut; I willweigh their works at the day of Judgment, that 

I may do injultice to no-perfon, of the weight of a grain of 

muttard-feed , and will moft exaétly accompt. VVe gave to 

Mofes and euros the Book that diftinguifheth good from 

evill, andcommanded them to preach our Commandments 

to them that had our fear, before their eyes. That Book 
is bleffed, and was fent from us ; neverthelefs unbelievers re- 
je@tand condemne it, We heretofore inftrudted e4braham 
in the right way , and knew that he was arighteous man.

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‘ the Birds praifed us ; we were with them when they 
praifed us. We taught you the maner of fowing [ feed } 
to preferve you from neceffity ; peradventure ye will be: 
thankfaltome, Wecommanded the winds to obey Salomon, ' 
and know all that he did. The Devils obeyed him, they dived 

into the Sea, to fith for Gems for him, and travelled alfoin 
other matters ; and we hindred them to act mifchief againft 
men. Remember 70d; who prayed to his Lord, and faid, Tam 
in exceeding great affiiction ; thou art the merciful of the 
merciful : VVcheard him, and delivered him from his afficti- 
on; gave tohim our grace, and to his family, and tothem 
chat were with him, who had patience, and trufted in- me. 
Remember I/mael, Enoch, * Delcafel, and Zachary , they * Delcafel is 
perfevered in wel doing ; we gave them our grace, becaufe £4. 


they were righteous. Remember fonas, who forfook his peo- °°* ae 
ple in difpleafure ; he believed 1 could do nothing againft “Abdelba. : 


him ; but he cryed in the dark, and faid, There is no God be- 
fides thee, praifed be thy name ; 1 am too blame for having 
offended thee: We heard him, and delivered him from his 
difafter.. Thus do T protect True-believers, when they invoke 
me. Remember Zachary, who made his prayer, and faid, Lord, 
I know there is no better Heir in the world then thy felf; yet 
fet menot dy without iffue : We heard his requeft, gave him 
a fon, named John, and rendred his wife fruitful. All thefe’ 
Prophets went on with alacrity to do well, and invoked us 
with humility, with defire to obtain our grace, and with fear 
of the torments of Hell. Remember Jary, whofe womb I 
bleffed ; weinfpired into her our Spirit, and gave her a Son,a 
miracle in the world. Your Law is one onely Law,-and | am 
one onely God, worfhip me; and be not impions ; yeall 
thall appear before me to be judged. Iwill protect the True- 
believers that fhall-have done good works, and will write 
what they fhall do for their reward. Mifery is upon the 
Cities that we have ruined ; their inhabitants fhall noc return 
into the world, until the paflage be opened to Fagog and 
Magog, and they come running from the eminent places of 


the earth ; then fhall the day of Judgment approach ; the 
promifed 
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promifed Truth fhall not be far off, it fhall trouble the fight of © 


the wicked : Who fhall fay, O nifery! We are miferable, 
we did not forefee this difafter ; wehave been exceedingly too 
blame for having offended God. Ir hall be faid unto thein, 
Ye worlhipped inftead of God, tle firebrands of Hell , -into 
which ye fhall becaftheadlong: Had your Idols been Gods, 
asye believed, they fhould not hae entred Hell 3; they, and 
thofe that have adored them, fhallbe eternally damned; they 
fhall groan, complain, and fhall nojbe heard: Such as thall be 
in Paradife, fhall be far remote rom them ; they thall ner 
hear their howlings, and hall enjy eternally what they thall 
defire; thecryes of the damned hall not affli@ them 3 the 
Angels fhall meet them when they come out of their graves, 
and fhall fay, Behold now the da: that was foretold youin 
the world ; a day, wherein we wil open the Heavens, and 
the Book of the accompt of allmm, as we promifed to your 
predeceflors. We exa@ly perforn what we promife ;. we 
have written in the Old Teftama, and afterwards in the 
Alcoran, That the righteous thal -inherit the Earth ; This 
Book thall teach the way of Paradfe tothem ‘that thall wor. 
fhip me: Wehad not fent thee, bu.in favor of men 3 fay unto 
them, God hath always infpired inp me, that your Ged is one 
God, willyenot obey him? If thy go aftray, I have taught 
you how they muft be intreated, say unto them, I know not 
whether the punifhment denounce. to you thall be {peedy, or 
tardy, God knoweth what is kmwa, and unknown inthe 
world ; I know nor whether he will try you, or defer his 
punithment until the time appointd : Heisa moft jult Judg, 
and molt merciful ; he is not fuch a ye fpeak him. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXII. 


The C3 hapter of Pilgrimagt , containing feverty ana Seven 
Verles, written at Mecca. 


Tk the name of God, gracious and merciful. Oye people ! 
fear God. The Earthqueke that thall happen at the day of 
Judgment fhall be wonderful; ye thal! that day fee mothers 
forget their children,and every one fhall bear his own burden; 
ye fhall fee men drunk, no: with wine, but amazed and a- 
ftonifhed at the great judgments of God. There be, who 
difpute of the Deity with ignorance, and follow the will of 
the Devil, voluntary, and obftinate: It is written, he fhall fe- 
duce them that obey him, and (hall condu& them into Hell. O 
yepeople ! if ye doubt of the Refurrection, confider how we 
created you of the dof of the Earth ; with a little water 
fprinkled upon the duft, with congealed blood, and alittle 
flefh intirely, and not intire'y formed. I form in the wombs of 
women, what feemeth good tome, at the time appointed. I 
canfe you to come forth children , then I give you life, and 
make you to arrive to the age of virility; fome die young, and 
others live to extremity of age, tothe end they may learnto 
live well. Confider rhe Earth, dry, dead, and barren; when 
we fhall caufe rain to fall, it fhall change the face, fhall pro- 
duce and nourifh its fruits of all forts, fair, and pleafing: Be~ 
caufe God is truth it felf, he raifeth again the dead, and is 
Omnipotent. There is no doubt but the day of Judgment 
approacheth , and that God will caufe the dead to rife again. 
There be men that difpute of God without knowledg, without 
reafon, without authority, and go aftray from the way of his 
Law ; they thall be full of ignominy and fhame in this world, 
and fhall feel inthe other, the pains of Hell. God doth no 
injuftice'to his people. There be who adore him with feruple,;. 
if good befal them, they perfevere to adore him ; if evil, 
they return to their impiety, and lofe the riches of Earth, and 
the riches of Heaven: Thefe two lofles are exceeding great ; 

eat they 
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they invoke Idols inftead of God ; they invoke what can 
neither benefit, nor hurt them : Such prayers are by-ways, 
far remote from the Commandments of God; they worthip 
that which doth rather mifchief, nor.advantage them. Cer. 
tainly, God fhall make the True-believers,that do good works, 
to enter into Gardens, wherein flow many Rivers ; he doth 
what feemeth goodto him. He that is angry, that God giveth 
fuccor, and protection to AZahomet in this world, and inthe 
See Kitabel other, lethim tye a cord toa beam of his houfe, and hang him- 
Lenoir felf ; ae fhall fee if his, choller will be allayed. God hath fent 
the Alcoran, as heretofore he fent the other Scriptures ; it 
containeth his Commandments, clear and intelligible ; it 
guideth into the right way whom it pleafechhim: Heat the 
day of Judgment thall judg the differences that are between | 
the faithful, and Infidels; between the Samaritans, the Chri. 
ftians, and Idolaters; he is omnifcient. Seeft thou not that 
all that is in Heaven, and on Earth, the Sun, the Moon, the 
Stars, the Mountains, Trees, and Beafts, adore him? Man 
worfhip him with zeal,but many likewife merit to be punifhed: 
None fhall efteem him, whom God hall defpife ; he doth.as 
feemeth good tohim.  Thefe two contrary parties, the Be- 
lievers and the Infidels, have difputed of the Deity; but the 
Infidels hallbe encompaffed with flames of Hell, they hall 
have fhirts of fire, boyling water hall flow in upon their 
heads; the fire fhall burn what is in their bellies, and thal] 
roaft their skin, they fhall be beaten with clubs of iron; when 
they think to go out of this fire, they fhall enter further into 
it, and be eternally tormented. God fhall caufe the True- 
believers, that have done good works, togo into Gatdens, 
wherein flow many Rivers ; they thall be adorned with brace- 
lets of Gold, and Pearls ; they thall be clothed with Silk, and 
enjoy eternal felicity, becaufe they have profeffed his Unity ; 
and the Infidels fhall fuffer great corments, forthat they have 
hindred the people to imbrace the Faith, and vific the Temple 
Of Afecca, which God hath eftablifhed tobetherein adored 
of all the world: He that. fhall- be folicited to vifit it, and 
fhall encer it, with defign to return to hisimpiety, thall be 
; ; feverely 
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feverely punifhed. Remember, that. we fhewed.to Abraham 
the place to build the Temple of Afecca; that wecommanded 
him to adore me alone, and topurge my Temple from Idols, 
for the fatisfaction of them that fhould there make proceffions. 
Men thall. come thither-to yifit thee from all parcs,on foot, and 
on horfe-back ; they thall receive.profit, they fhall there make 
heir prayers at the times appointed, and thedays nominaced ; 
they fhall thank the Lord for his benefits towardsthem, and 
the riches which he hath given them; and fhall make likewsfe 
proceffions at the old Temple. He that fhall reverence it,thall 
do exceeding well, and {hall be recompenced of his Lord. tc 
is {awful for you to.cat of all clean Bealls, except .of fuchas 
have been heretofore prohibited : Depart from the pollution 
of Idols; beware of bearing falfe witnefs, and be obedient 
to God. He that faith, God hath 2 Companion, is jike to 
him that,fell head-long from Heaven , whom the Birds de- 
youred, and the wind caft into a remote place, full of miferies. 
He that fhafl: reverence the fignes of the power of God, will 
notdoubt of his Law, and fhall be xsewarded for his good 
works at the time appointed, if bevific the old Temple of 
Mecca. Wehave given toallNations of the world. law.to 
offer their Sacrifices, and tojreturn thanks to-theis Lord, for 
having, given them advantage aboye all fortsof Bealts. Your 
God is one God, jobey-his Commandments, proclaim a great 
rewardto.them thatare obedient to him, to them that tremble 
avith fear, whenthey hear mention of hisname ; that,are.pati- 
ent in their adverficy, that pray at the time appointed, and 
difpence in alms fome pat of the wealth that we have given 
them. We have created the female, Camel, for,a fign of our 
unity, fhe fhalhbe profitable to you inthis world, Remember 
to pronounce the. name. of God, when ye fhall facsifice her, 
ftanding on her feet ; when fhe fhall fall dead onthe ground, Tke Pil-— 
eat of her fiefh, ifitlike you, and give to cat to fuch as gti™s Nini 
fhall requixeit. We have made her fubjeé to you; perade one sean 
yentureye.will bethankful to me for.thisgrace. God pro- as 
moteth before him, neither the flefh of this Beaft, nor the 
blood,. but onely the good works that ye perform. He hath 
thus 
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thus fubjected it, That yé may exaltit,and give him thanks for 
having guided you intotheright way. Proclaim to the righ- 
teous, That God will remove far from them the malice of the 
wicked ; he abhorreth Traytors, and theingrateful: Declare 
to fach as fight againft Infidels, to repair the injury they have 
done them ; that God is fufficiently powerful to proreé 
them. -Whert they were driven from their houfes without 
reafon ; they faid, Godis our Lord : Had not God ftirred y 

the people againft each other, the Covents of the Religions, 
the Churches of the Chriftians, the Synagogues of the Jews, 
and the Temples of the Belicvers, had been ruined, (through 
the multitude of the'wicked, and their malice: )’ The name of 
God ts exalied in the Temples of believers, and therein is his 
Law defended and proteted. God is moft {trong ; he hath all 
power over his peopie. Thofe whom God. hath eftablithed 
on Earth, with vi@tory over their enemies, ‘make their prayers 
in the thaner ordained 5° pay Tithes, and enjoyn todo what is 
honeft and civil ; forbid todo what is prohibited of God, 
who knoweth the end of all things. If the Infidels traduce 
thee, their predeceflors traduced Noah, Aad, Chaib, Abraham, 
and Lor, they alfo flandered AZo/es - ‘God for a time deferred 
their punifhment, but intheend moft feverely chaftifed them. 


“How many Cities have we deftroyed, becaufe of their impiety ? 


We have overthtown, and made them defart, through ‘the 
death of their inhabitants. Shall thofe of Afeccd walk for 
ever upon Earth, with an hard heart, without reflecting upon 
what hath heretofore befaln the Infidels? Their eyes are not 
blinde, but their hearts are blinde, and hardned: They will re- 
quire thee to caufe the wicked tobe {peedily chaftifed ; God 
will aot go againft what he hath promifed : One day before 
thy Lord, is asa thoufand yeers before men! How’ often hath 
the punifhments of impious Cities been deferred, ‘thar in the 
end were deftroyed ? The whole world-thall one day be 
affembled before me, ‘robe recompenced aftér theit’ merits. 
Say uneo them, O people’? T preach inito you publikély the - 
torments of Hell; fach as fhall believe,’and do’ good works, 
fhall receive pardon of their fins, and a precious treafure ; 


they 
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they that thall endevor to make voyd the faith, fhall be damn- 
ed. We fent our Prophet to reade only our Commandments 
to thepeople ; the unbelievers reade many things that are not 
in the Alcoran ; but God hath made vain what the Devil had 
there inferted, and confirmed the precepts of his Law : What 
the Devil there inferted, .ferveth for fedition to them that are 
weak in their faith, and have an hard heart. The Infidels are in 
an exceeding great error, and are far from the Truth. Such as 
have the knowledg of Scripture, know that the Alcoran is 
truth it felf, which proceedeth from thy Lord: They believe 
init, and humble, their heartin reading it. God guidethiinro 
the right way fuch as believe in the cruth ; The Infidels thall be 
in doubt, until they be furprized of the day, of Judgment. 
That day fhall they be rigoronfly chaftifed’, that day thal! God 
command, and judg the goodand the bad ; the righteous that 
- {hall have believed, and done good works, (hall enterinto de- 
fickous Gardens’; and’ the Infidels that hall have difobeyed 
his Commandments, (hall, fuffer exceeding great rorments, 
THey that depacted from AZecca, and. went too AL edna, to See Gelalddins 
abandon the fociety of unbelievers, and weteflein, or died of 
ficknefs, fhall be rewarded of his divine Majeity. God is the 
sreatelt benefactor, in the world ;- he thal! give them co enter 
where they fhallidefire ; he is omnifcient, and moft merciful, 
The believers that fhall take revenge of the: injuty that the 
unbelievers have done them, fiall be protected of God: He 
is gracious and merciful towards his people ; he maketh day to 
enter into night, and night into day ; he heareth the prayers 
of True-believers, and feeth whatfoever they. do»; and will 
proteét them,’ becaufe he is truch itfelf. Idols are but vanity; 
and God is mofthigh, and omnipotent.’ Doft thou not con- ‘ 
fider that God fendeth the rain from Heaven, and that 
the Barth becometh green ? He is benign to his people, 
and knoweth all [ things ;"] whatfoever is in Heaven and 
Earth, is his 3 he hath no need of his people, and ought 
to be exalted. Seeft thou noc that God hath fubjected to 
“you all che beafts that are upon the earth? Seeft chon not 
that the fhip runneth ppon the fea, through his command, to 
tYanfpore.  - 
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riafifport you and youir fibftance ? Seeft thou not, thathe 

hindreth heaven to fall upon the earth? certainly he ts beni 
aud merciful;He it is that hath given you life and death,’ he 
fhall make you todie, arid thall raife you again, neverthelefs 
mah is ingrateful for his favors... We have given a law to all 
the Nations of the world, to:guide them into the right way ;if 
they obferve it, they will not difputeagainft thee. Invoke thy 
Lord; thowart in the right way ; if they difpute againft thee; 
Say unto them, God knowerth all your actions, he fhall judge 
your differerices at the day of Judgment: knoweft thou not that 
God knoweth whatfoever is in Heaven or in earth? All is 
written, and this is' molt: eafie to hisdivine Majefty. Idolatets 
adore without reafon, Idols that underitand not whether they 
be gods or no, that fliallibe wichout prote@ion! at the day of 
Judgment ; when they preach ‘to men my Commandments, 
they know by their countenance thofe that are impiousjahd id+ 
grateful for my graces; they would with wratl fall uponthem 
that inftruét them. Say unto them, Ideclare: onto:yon thiags 
, more grievous: God hath prepared the fire of hell to chaftife 
Infidels. O people! A parable is related to-you, hear it: All 
the Idols thar ye adore cannot create a flie; when they fhall 
be aflembied todo it, ifthe: flies corrupt any thing thatis of 
fered to them, they havenot the power to‘dtive! thein away, 
becanfe of their impotencie, and the weaknefs of themthat a- 
dore them : They praife noc God in that manner'as ts jult and 
reafonable,he is moft ftrong,and moft powerfulzhe hath chofen 
meffengets to bear and execute’ his Commandments among 
Angelsand men ; he heareth whatfoever they fay; ¢beholdeth 
whatfoever they do, he kneweth whatfoever they-havedone, 
and allthings obey him. Ovyethabbelieve ? honor and’ wor- 
fhip your Lord, and-do good, perhaps ye thal! beblefféd: 
Fight forthe eftablifhinent of his Law with affeftion, ‘he hath 
chofen youro followit; he hath: noc given you a Law heavy, 
aid troublefom. It is the Law of ctbrdhitin your father; he 
“hath ftiled you the Religned to God, 'before’the coming of the 
Alcoran: Vhe Prophet thall teltitie againft you arthe day of 
Judgment, and ye thall ceftifie againft the people, thatthe 
Prophet 
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Prophet hath preached to them the right way ; perfevere in 
your prayers, pay tithes, and truft in God, he is your Lord,and 


your Protector.

The Chapter of True Believers, containing an hundred and sigh- 
teenV erfes, written at Mecca. 


I the Name of God, gracious and mercifull, Certainly the 

True believers thall be bleffed, that make:their prayers with 

humility ; they abftain from reviling, they pay tithes, they 

commit not whoredom, they touch not other women then 

their own, and their flaves ; fuchas covet other, tranfgrefs the 

bounds of reafon; they that faithfully preferve what hath been 

entrufted to them; they that effect what they have promi- 

fed, and that make their prayers at the time appointed, fhall 

be heirs of Paradife, where they fhall dwell eternally. We for- 

med man of the duft of the earth, with mire, blood congealed, 

with a little fleth and bones, which we invefted with 

skin ; we another time created him, when we breathed in- 

to him the foul in the body, andbleffed him, as one of our 

faireft ornaments. O men ! ye all fhall die, and fhall rife again See Gelaldin, 

at the day of Judgment ; we created above you feven heavens, 

and have care of the confervation of all people that are be- 

neath; we fend water from heaven to fatisfie your neceffities ; 

- we makeit to fallupon the earth, and have power to caufe to 

pafs away and deprive you Cof it. ] Wehave created, and 

made gardens to bring forth Date trees, Grapes, and many 

other fruits, by which ye live ; we created trees in the moun- 

tain of Sinai, that produce oy, and * tincture; ye receive great * Or dying — 

advantage by bealts, they fultain you with milk, and afford colours, 

you many other profits, ye mount them; and fhips alfo to car- 

rie you whither ye defire to go. We fent Noah, who f{pake to 

the people, and faid, worfhip one God alone, what other god 

will ye implore but him? Willye not fear to worfhip i 
Ls ther ? 


- 
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ther? The chief among the people that were Idolaters, 
faid to their adherents, This man isa man like your felves, 
he would appear, and be efteemed more then you ;. if God. 
would be adored alone, as he faith, he would caufe an Angel to 
defcend, that fhould bring his Commandments ; we have not 
heard fpoken to our predeceffors, what he faith; he is a man 
poffeffed of the devill, tarry, and ye thal! fee what will be- 
come ofhim : Then Noah faid, Lord, proteé me againft them, 
and defend me from their blafphemies ; we commanded him 
to build an Ark, when our Commandment was given to de- 
ftroy the wicked, ‘and-when the water of ‘his caldron boyled, 
we commanded him to-enter into'the Ark, with two beats of 
every kinde, andfpecies; all men we deftroyed, except them 
of whom we have before fpoken, (we faid unto him) fpeak not 
to me for Infidels, they (hall be drowned, when thon fhalt have 
taken order for every thing that muft enter into the Ark-with 
thee. Say; 'praife be 'to Goi, who hath delivered us'from the 
imalice of the wicked, Lord, give us to defcend in ableffed 
place, thon art the beft Pilot in the world. It was. fign ofimy 
omnipotency to prove the people of Noah : we created after 
them another people,to whom we fent:an‘Apoftle, to inftru@ 
themto worfhip one God ; and he faid, what God willyee 
adore other then God? will ye not fear:his wrath? Their 
Doétors that were impions,who denied the Refurreétion of the 
fleth, and'on ‘whom we had conferred the wealth of the earth, 
faid, he isa man, he eateth and drinketh like you;if ye obey not 
aman like to your felves,thall'ye be deftroyed?doth he promife 
you to return into theworld, after ‘having ‘been bones and 
duft *O-abufe !Oabufe ! ye areabufed in whathe promifeth, 
he is “a -man-like others, he isa lyar, we will not-believe him : 
That “Apoftlefaid, Lord, preferveme from their biafphemies, 
they {hall repent: faddenly of their impiety; then thunder fur- 
prifed them, anddeftroyed them, as they deferved ; we made 
thelanddry and’barren withonefroir,. and createdother per- 
fonsin their place. Man cannondie before his hour, and none 
cam retard it; ‘we fent our Apoftles, and ‘our Prophets to in- 
{trugt the people, but they were flain oneafter another, every 
: Nation 
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Nation tradweced the Prophet that we fenctothem, and we 
made them ferve for examples to pofterity, and deftroyed the 
wicked. We feat Mofes and his brother e4Zaren to Pharoah, 
and his Doétors, with our miracles. and with moft intelli ible 
reafons; they arofe againft the Faith, they tormente the 
children of J/rael, and faid, fhall we believe in a man like to 
our felves, of them that obey us ? They flandred both of them, 
and were in the number of the damned. We gave to Adofes the 
Book of the Law, peradventure it will guide the children of 
Jrael into the right way ; we created fefus, and AZary his mo- 
ther, they are figns of our Unity ; we eftablithed them in an 
eminent place, where they ftayed nere a fountain. O Apoftles 
and Prophets! eat of the fruits of the earth, and do good, I 
know whatfoever ye do; your Law is one Law, and Talone am 
our Lord; take heed to your felves, follow. not the law of 
the Infidels, every one liketh what he doth, depart from the 
wicked, and leave them in their errors, an accompt (hall be xe- 
quired of them of the riches, and of the children that. we have 
given them, but they know it not. Such as fear the punifhment 
of their Lord, that obey his Commandments, profels his Unity, 
give alms of the fubftance that he hath given them, and fear in 
their heart, that they are not acceptable to them, fhall appear 
in hisprefence ; fuch asfhall obey him, fhall enjoy his grace ; 
he requireth not of any man what he is unable to perform, We 
have abook thatdeclareth the truth, no injultice (hall be done 
to him that thall do what heisable ; certainly the Infidels are 
in ignorance of the Alcoran, they a&t-what is quite contrary, 
to that which is commanded true believers ; but we have pu- 
nifhed the chief among them in their profperity. Be not this 
day refolute, yee hall not be protected of «us, Our Com- 
mandments are taught you, neverthelefs ye are returned upon 
pane fteps, and are rifen againft the Faith, and in difcourling 
y night, withdrew your {elves from the righteous. Confider 
they not the words [of the A/coran? ] Doth it contain any 
thing that hath not been ordained to their predeceffors? 
Know they not’ the Prophet that God hath fent to them? 
VVherefore will they not acknowledg him VVill: they By 
= ee that 
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that he is poffeffed of the devill? On the contrary, he teacheth 
them the truth,neverthelefs the greateft part of them deteft him; 
if their will had place, heaven and earth, and whatfoever is be- 
twixt them fhould be confounded ; we have inftru@ted them in 
the Law which they ought to obferve,but they have renounced 
it; Doftthou require of them any recompence for thy inftra- 
Gtions ? Thy Lord fhall reward thee, there is none that is of 
power to recompence thee better then He. Call them’ to the 
right way; fuch as (hall not believe the Refurretion, thall 
err. If we pardon and deliver them from affliGtion, they will 
ftill continue in their errors, to their confufion ; we heretofore 
chaftifed them, neverthelefs they humble not themfelves, nei- 
ther implored their Lord ; and when we opened upon them the 
gate of our Judgments, they became defperate.. God hath 
given you-fight, hearing, and fenfe, but few among you return 
him thanks ; he it is that hath created you of earth, ye fhall one 
day be affembled before him to be judged ; he it is that giveth 
life and death, and-maketh the difference of day and night, 
will you not honor him, neither confider ? On the-contrary, 
they -have faid, as did their predeceffors, wherefore 
fhaliwe die? our bones thal! beduft, and hall we rife 
again? This was heretofore promifed to our fathers, and 
tous, certainly itis bucan old fong ; Say unto them, to whom 
appertaineth: the earth, and whatfoever is. in the-carth, if ye 
know [its Creator and King 7] They will fay, it is Gods;

Say unto them; whois King of all things ? who fu- 
ftaineth them; and is fuftained of none 2 They will fay, that it 
is God ; Say-unto them, why then do ye deceive your, felves '- 
we have taught them the truth, but they have rejected it, and” 
faid, that God had a fon ; were there another God with God, 
the.one would undo what the other hath ‘done, and they 
would rife the one againft the other. Praifed be Ged, what 
they affirm is not true, God knoweth that is paft, the 
: prefenc, 
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prefent, and the future, he hath no companion; Say, Lord, 
give me to fee the effeé of all that thou haft promifed to them, 
and pnt me not among the unjuft, deliver us from evill, and 
do good to us, I know their impiety; Lord deliver me from the 
temptations of the devill, deliver me from their malice; 
when any one among them dieth, he faith, Lord, permit me to 
return into the world,I will do better then Ihave dome; there 
isno retlirn, it is to fpeak in vain, there ts an obftacle behinde 
them, that detaineth them untill che day of Judgment; when 
the Trumpet fhall found, nothing fhall retard them, they fhall 
not glory, nor difcourfe with each other; the ballance of the 
bleffed fhall be heavy with good works, and the ballance. of 
the curfed fhall be light of good works. Have not my Com- 
mandments been preached unto you, wherefore didye con- 
temn them ? They fhall fay, Lord, our mifery prevailed over 
us, we were miflead, Lord deliver us from this mifery, the con- 
trary was promifed to us, truly we are exceedingly too blame. 
It fhall be faid unto them, depart into the fire,and never fpeak 
tocome out. Many of them that worfhip me, fay, Lord, we 
believe in thee, pardon ourfins, thou art merciful. . Ye have 
derided them, O ye wicked! and have defpifed my Com- 
mandments, but I will reward them for their perfeverance, and 
they thallbe bleffed. It thall be faid to thofe that rife again, 

“how many yearshave ye remained in the earth? they {hall 
anfwer, we have been there a day, or fome dayes; ask of the 
Angelsappointed to keep. the accompt, ye have been there but 
alittle time, did ye know it,do you believe that have created, 
and affembled you before me in vain? Praife and exalt God,

Concubine, or an Infidel], the Concubine lyng witha Cata- 
mite or Infidell, thefe things are forbiddm the True be- 
lievers. He that fhallaccufe an honeft wonan of adultery, 
fhall be whipt with twenty four ftripes , unld$ he prove his 
accufation by four witneffes, and fhall neve be credited in 
teftimony. They that do fuch things, are winont the obedi- 
ence of God, except thofe that repent, and {tisfie what they 
owe, God fhall be to them gracious and mercfill. They that 
fhall accufe their wives of adulcery , and have no witneffes, . 
thall fwear four times that they fpeak the truh, and thall the 
fifth time call for the curfe of Godto be upm them, if they 
be lyars. The wife fhall be exempt from pmifhment, if fhe 
fwear foure times that her husband isa lyar , and if the fifth 
time fhe pray that the wrath and indignation«f God may be 
upon her, if what her husband hath faid bi true ; In this 
manner doth God gratifie you, that ye may underltand the 
truth, he is moft gracious and moft wife. That Troup that made 


defection from the True-believers witha lye’, and falfe tefti- 


mony, did youno harme; on the contrary , hey did advan- 
tage you; every one fhall bearthe burden of his finnes, the 
mot malicious among them {hall bé thrown headlong into 
the torments of Hell; It was anhappinefS thit ye heard the 
fenfe of the Believers from theirown mouth, when they faid,

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that thofe men lyed impudently ; if they had not prefented 
thofe foure witneffes, they had found none other, they are One of Afa- 
lyars , without the grace and mercy of God, they fhould bomets waked 
have already fek great torments in this world, and in the o- pes ea 
ther, becaufe of that impofture :. When they fpake of what with safotan, 
they were ignorant , ye deemed it tobe nothing; but itis an by Mahemecs

at the fame tme fhall God pay to them what (hall be due unto

ing women, that they containe their fight, and that they be 
chafte.,, that they. faffer nothing of their beauty tobe feen, but 
what onght to be feen, that they cover their bofome, and their 
vifage, that they permit them notto be feen, but by their huf- 
bands», their Children; the Children of their husbands , their 
brothers, : their nephews, their filters, their women, and 
their daughters, maid-fervants, and flaves by their, dome- 
ftiques, thatare not capable of marriage, by children that re- 
gard not the beauty of women » and that they move not their - 
feet, to fhew they are well fhod. Implore pardon of God, 
peradventure ye fhall be happy ; many maidens of your.own 
Religion, the daughters of the righteous, or your {laves, if they 
be poore, God thall enrich them with his grace, he is moft 
liberalland omnifeient.. Such as have not means to marry,, 
fhall live chaftly, untill God hath giventhem means: Such as 
have defire-to marry their flaves; fhall have power to paffe a 
Contract of marriage , if they know them to be wife » and 
thall give them Part, of the wealth that God hath beftowed on 
them, defpife noty our wivesthat are chafte,to commit whore. 
domes: if yedefire good in this world , if yee concemne them, 
God thall be rothem Propitiousand mercifull; We have fent 
to youthefe precepts, clear and intelligible, like ro them that 
were taught your.Predeceflors, to be Preached to the righte- 


ous; God illuminateth the Heaven and the Earth , as the 


Lamp that isin the Laathorne of Chryftall, fed with oyle of 
the bleffed Olive ; It feemeth to bea Star full of light, which 
~goeth neither ro the Welt, nor the Faft, and yeildeth bright. 
: nels 
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nef upor brightnels ; God guideth by his light whom it plea- 
feth him , he teacheth his people parables , and is omnifcient, 
he permitteth you to prayfe him in your honfes , there to be 
mindfull of his name, and to exalt him evening and morning. 
Oh ye men! your affaires ought not to hinder your remem- 
brance ofhis divine Majefty, to make your prayers at the time 
appointed neither to pay Tithes. Fear the day when the hearts 
of men {hall be perplexed, and their fight troubled, when God 
(hall reward and chaftife every one after his works , and fhall 
augment his grace upon the good ; he enricheth with his inou- 
merable benefits whom to him feemeth good. The good works 
of the wicked are like to mifts in a fpacious plain, they feeme to 
be water,when afar off,and being approached, nothing isto be 
there found ; They (hall finde before God the Book, wherein ts 
written whatfoever they have done, he fhall punifh them accor 
ding to their demerits , he is exa& to keep accompt. Their 
ations are moreover like to the darknefs that is in the bottom 
of the fea, that is covered with wave upon wave, obfcurity 
and darknefs upon ene another, he that is in this darknefs can- 
not (ce-his hand ; he that fhall not be illuminated by God, 
(hall not fee ajot. : Seeft thou not , that whatfoever isin Hea- 
yen and Earth exalteth the glory of God? The Birds extend 
their wings before him to praife him, he héareth the prayers 
of allhiscreatures , and underftandeth the prayfes that they 

‘vehim, he knoweth all that they do, he is King of Heaven 
and Earth, the refuge of all the world: Seeft thou not how 
he affembleth the clouds? how he placeth them one upon an- 
other? Confidereft thou not how the rain fallech through 
their. pores? and that God canfeth freth water to defcend 
fromthe mountains? He hath given it to whom feemeth good 
to him he caufeth the brightnels of lightning to approach mea, 
which blindeth their fight, and overwhelmeth the day with 
night:; Thefe things are fignes of his omnipotency to them that 
confider them : He created ofa little water, ali forts of living 
Creatures ; fome creep 9pon the Earth, others walk upon two 
feet, and others upon four ; he created what pleafed him, he is 
omnipotent. Certainly, he hath fent a Law clear and intelli. 
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gible, to cosduct into the right way whom it thall feem good 
tohim. Th: Infidels fay, We believe in God,and his Prophet ; 
neverthelefi a party among them abandon his Law, and be- 
lieve not in his divine Majefty : When they are called before 
God, and before the Prophet, to judg their differences, many 
among then refufe to come ; if they come, it is with con- 
tempt. They are greatly aflifed at heart, do they fear that 
God and hi: Prophet will do'them injuftice > On the contrary, 
they themfelves are unjuft.. When the True-believersare called 
before God, and the Prophet, to be judged ; they fay, We 
have heard and obeyed, they are not ignorant. Thofe that 
fhall obey God, and his Prophet, fhall be bleffed. Many 
{wear to fight gallantly forthe Faith, when they fhail be com- 
manded to march againft che enemy ; fay unto them, Swear 
not, your obedience to the Prophet fhall be preferred to your 
oaths, Godknoweth whatfoever ye do ; fay unto them, Obey 
God, and hs Prophet ; if they be difobedient, they thallbear 
their burden, and ye thall bear your own ; if ye obey,ye thall _ 
follow theright way. The Prophet is obliged onely to preach 
intelligibly; God promifeth to the True-believers, that thall 
do good works , that they fhall live long upon earth, as he 
Promifed to them that were before them, that they might 
eftablifh theLaw that he gave them ; he thall change their fear 
into aflurame ; he thall deliver them from terror, that they 
may adore im alone, without Companion.. He that is wicked, 
will depart from the obedience which he oweth to God: 
Make your frayers at the time appointed, pay Tithes,and obey 
the Prophet, God thall give youhismercy. Believe not that 
the Infidels ire More powerful on Earth then we ; they fhall 
be precipitaied into the fire of Hell. O ye that are True-be- 
lievers ! your flaves and your fervants of free-condition thall 
require leave of you, to enter where ye fhall be thrice, viz. 
Before the prayer at break of day, after noon, and after 


fiipper ; they hall not offend in entring without leave, where 


ye thall be atanocher time; they enter there to ferve you. In 
this maner doth God teach 


: you his Commandments, he know- 
eth the humor of his Creatures, and is moft prudent in all 


that 
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that he ordaineth. It is ordained to your children, when 
they fhall be atage of difcretion, to demand of yeu permiffi- 

on to do what they fhall defire , as did your pedeceffors : 
Thus doth God teach you his Commandments ; he is gracious 

and merciful, The old and decrepit women fhallnot offend 
God, to quit their vails, and difcover their faces; provided 
itbe without vanity, and defign to fhew their ormments : If 

they abftain, they fhall do well, God heareth whatfoever ye 

fay, and knoweth all that is in eur hearts. The blinde, the See Kjtab el 
lame, the fick, and you alfo, fhail nor fin, to eat inthe houle of senvir. 
yout children ; “at the houte of your father and mother, bro- 
thers, filters, uncles, aunts, friends; and inthe hale of your 
fervants ; ye fhall not offend God, if ye eat together, or apart. 
VVhen ye fhallenter into any honfe, faluce eachother frem 
God, with bleffing and affeétion, Thus doth Ged teach you 

his Commandments, peradventure you will jearn tlem. V Vhen 
thofe that'believed in God, and his Prophet, refaired to the 
Prophet, they retired not without his permiffin, Such as 
required leave (to depart) believe in God, and kis Prophet ; 

if they require leave of thee for any bufinefs , lcence whom 

fhall feem good to thee, and pray to God for ‘hem ; he is See Kizab cf 
gracious and merciful. Call not the Prophet, syecall one tomir. 
another among you: God knoweth fuch as fhamifully depart 

out of the Temple, and the Trench. Such as difokey his Com- 
mandments, ought to take heed, left fome mifchief befal them, 

and that they fuffer not great torments : Whatforver is in the 
Heavens, or on Earth, is Gods ; he knoweth if ye are zealous Sce Gelaldin, 
in your faith, or behypocrites ; he knoweth theday wherein 

all the world fhall be affembled before him [to br judged. ] In 

wes day fhall men fee what they have done ; heknoweth all 

ings. 
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CHAP. XXV. 


T he Chapter of the Alcoran, containing [eventy and [even Vi eres, 
Written at Mecca. 


N the name of God, gracious and merciful : Praifed be he 

that fent thee 4icoran to his fervant to in{truct the world ; 
he is King of the Heavens and Earth; he hath no Son, nor 
Companion in his reign ; he created and ordained every thing. 
The Infidels worthip Gods that can create nothing, and are 
things created ; they can neither do them good nor evil, they 
can give neither life nor death,neither caufe them to rife again. 
They fay that the ef/coran isbut afable of thine invention, 
invented with the affiftance of fome other perfon ; but they 
lye and blafpheme. They fay that it is but an old Song, anda 
fable of the Ancients that thou writeft, and that thou ftudieft 
morning and evening. Say unto them, It was fent by him 
that knoweth all things in Heaven and Earth, altogether gra~ 
cious and merciful, They faid, Who is this Prophet? He eat- 
eth bread and meat, and walketh through the ftreets ; we 
will not believe him, unlefs an Angel defcend from Heaven to 


appear, they fhall be defperate, and thallcry, O mifery ! Cry 
not O mifery, cry O miferies | (in the Plural) Ask of them 
which is better, and more advantageous, that, or Paradife, 
which is prepared for the Fecompence of the righteous, where 


they 
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they thall dwell eternally with all manner of felicity-; This is 
it that God hath promifed, and that which was impetrated 
of his Divine Majefty, (for them that have his fear before 
their eyes ) I will one day affemble Idolaters,with their Idols ; 
God fhall fay unto them, youare they who have feduced my 
creatures from the right way; They thall fay, praifed be chy 
name ; we ought to have worfhipped none but thy divine 
Majefty , but the wealth that thou gavelt to our Magiftrates, 
and their life, which thou didft prolong , caufed them to for- 
get “y Commandments: they were pernicious men, in that 
they abjured thy Law, they cannot this day be exempt from 
the punifhment of our crimes, neither protect us againft thy 
wrath. The Idolarers hall be rigoroufly punifhed ; The Pro- 
phets that we fent before thee, did eat bread and meat , and 
walked through the ftreets; we prove them one after ano- 
ther: Perfevere, God beholdeth them that are patient. 
Thofe that believe not in the Refurrection , have faid, 
The Angels are not defcended from Heaven , we have not 
feen God; they are become proud , and are fallen into 
an exceeding great error, but the wicked fhall one day 
be without comfort ; when they fee the Angels, they hall cry, 
help, help! Wewill fet before their eyes all the fins that 
they have committed ; the good works which they fhall 
think to have done, fhall be like to duft, which the winde 
carryeth away; and the bleffed thall enjoy a moft certaine 
good , they fhall hear of nothing but what contenteth them. 
When the Heaven and the aire thall divide themfelves , and 
the Angels fhall defcend , then fhall the truth appear, and the 
merciful! (hall raign ; that day fhall be tedious co Infidels,they 
{hall bite their fingers, and fay, would to God I had followed 
the Prophet and his Apoftle ! Oh mifery ! would to God I 
had notcontraéted amity with fuch an Infidell, he feduced me 
from the right way , he bindred me to believe in the .4/coran 
which God fent; certainly the Devill hath tempted men ; 
Then fhall the Prophet fay, Lord, fach ashave followed me, 
have obeyed what is written in the e4/coran , and the Infidels 
have rejected it. We have appointed an enemy among the 


wicked, 
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wicked , to every Prophet of them that were before thee, but. 
it fafficeth thee that God guideth and protecteth thee. The 
Infidels have demanded, if the Alcoran was fent all at once ; 
Ihave fo done to confirme the truth in thy heart, I have fent 
it piece by piece, they fhall not fhew thee any thing like unto - 
it ; [have inftruéted thee in the truth, clear and intelligible ; 
the incredulous fhall be confined in the fire of Hell , and be 
moft miferable. Certainly , We gave to AZo/es the book of 
the Law, we fent with him his brother Aaron to affikt him, 
and faid unto them, Goe both ef you, preach unto Infidels, 
we will deltroy them, unlefs they be converted. WVhen the 
people of Noah defpifed our Commandment » we drowned 
them, and made them ferve for example to pofterity , and 
prepared great torments for the impious. Remember Aad, 
Temod, and thofe that dwelt nigh unto the well, a long time 
after them; we fpake to them in parables, and deftroyed them, 
Oh ye wicked ! cenfider the mifery of the City, upon which 
fellthat mifchievous rain, that deftroyed them, becanfe the 
Inhabitants believed not inthe Returre@ion. When the In- 
fidels faw thee appear, they derided thee, and faid, This Pro- 
phet would feduce us , and make us to. abandon our God ; 
We had patience, and deferred our punithment : they thall 
know at the day of Judgment them that have been feduced ; 
Haft thou confidered the ation of him that {pake of his God 
after his fantafie? Wert thou his Tutor, to hinder him to 
{peak ? Doft thou believe that the greateft part of the wicked ” 
hear, and underftand what thou {peakeft to them ? They are 
like. beafts, and worfe; Seeft thou how thy Lord thed- 
deth the Rofe ? were it his will, itthould he permanent, the 
Sunne hath caufed it ro melt, and attraéteth it gently to him- 
felfe. Heit is that created the night for repofe, and the day 
for labour. He it is that fendeth the winds by his fpeciall . 
grace,he maketh raine to defcend from Heaven, to refreth the 
Earth,to give it life, to water the beafts, and for the conrent- 
ment of men ; we have divided it among them, that they mai 
be mindfull of our grace,neverthelefs,the greatelt part of them 
are ungrateful. Had we fo pleafed,we had fent to every City a 
preacher, 
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preacher to preach unto the Inhabitants the torments of hell; 
obey not Infidels, preach to them frequently what is written 
in the Alcoran. It is God that hath {weetned the water of 
Euphrates, thatjoyned the two feas, that made them falt, and 

nt between them a feparation, to hinderthem to mix: He 
created man and woman of a little water, to inereafe and mul- 
tiply together ; thy Lord.can do whatfoever him pleafeth, yet 
dothe Iffidels adore what can neitherbenefic nor hurt chem, 
and affit the devill their mafter totempt the world; Wefent 
thee only to preach the torments of hell, and to proclaim the 
joyes of Paradife:Say nate-themsd require not of youa reward 
for my preaching, he that fhall be acceptable to God, will 
follow the way of his Law : Praife and exalt thy Lord, truftin 
him, he knoweth all the fins of men ; “he created the heavens, 
and the earth in fixdayes, and fitteth omhis Throne ; learn this 
of him that knoweth it. When it was faidto the Infidels, 
worfhipthe-merciful LGod; ] they faid, what merciful ? (hail 
we worthip what yeappoint us ? and they added. to their im- 
picty. Bleffedbe he that created the figns of heaven, that cre- 
ated the Sun,and the Moone, full of brightnef and light, 
and hath made the dayesto. fucceed each other, co return him 
thanks forhis graces. The fervants of the merciful, that walk 
with humility, that. faluce the ignorant when they fpeakto 
them;Such as pray to, and worfhip God day and night;fuchas 
fay Lord, deliver us from the torments of hell; thofe that fear 
God, that arenot prodigall, nor covetous, that follow the 
middle way, betwixt prodigality and avarice, thofe that wor- 
{hip one God, that kill no. man but with reafon, and following 
the Commandments of God, and that are-not luxurious, fhall 
enjoy eternally the grace of God ; fuch asdo the contrary fhall 
be chattifed, their punifhment fhall be augmented at the day of 
Judgment, and they fhall be damned for ever, except him 
that fall be converted, and hall have done good works, 
God fhall give him pardon of ‘his fins, he is gracious 
and mercifull. They, who do good works and repent, 
who make no falfe oath, who are humble, and are not 


(wilfully) deaf and dumbe when ‘they heare the A/coran ger

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and fay, Lord, give us and our pofterity children, that may be 
the light of our eyes, and be obedient to thee ; work in ys a 
fear to difobey thy Commandments; fuch perfons thal enjoy 
eternally the delights of Paradife, for reward of their perfeye- 
rance; they fhall there finde falutations, and benedi€tions, with 
immenfe graces.

who fo doth good, fhall finde good. Say unte them that fhall 
be feduced, I am fent only to. preach the torments of Hell; 
Say to True-believers, prayfed be God that hath given you 
to fee his Miracles, and hath given you knowledg of the 
right way ; thy Lord isnot ignorant of what they do. 
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CHAP. XXVIII. - 


The Chapter of Hiftory , containing fourefcore and eight 
Verfes, Written at Mecca. 


E the Name of God, gracious and mercifull. God is molt 
pure , he underftandeth all things, and is moft wife. Thefe 
myfteries are-the myfteries of the book that diftinguifheth the 
truth feomalie. relate to thee che hiftory of Ado/es, and 
of Pharoah with truth, for rhe contentment of Tme-belie- 
vers. Pharoah was powerfull on Earth, he entreated his 
Subjeéts as feemed good to him, he tormented one party, and 
murthered their Children , he abufed, their wives, and was of 
them that defiled the Earth ; I gave my, grace to them that _ 
were affliated on Earth, Imade them fucceflors of Pharoahs 
Kingdome , I eftablifhed them in his dominions ; I made 
Pharoah , Haman’, and theit Army to feé what. they moft 
feared ; we faid to the mother of AZo/es, give fuck to thy 
Childe ; ifthou feareft that they will mifchief him , caft him 
upon Wile, fear not, neither affi& thy felf, 1 will reftore 
him to thee between thine armes, and place him in the num- 
ber of Prophets. The domeftiques of Pharoah found him 
upon the water, and faved him, to be one day their enemy, 
andto torment them, becaufe Pharoah, Haman, and their 
people were Infidels. Pharoahs wife faidunto him, Lentreat 
thee not to fuffer this Infant to be flain., mine eyes rejoyce 
to fee him , he fhallone day be profitable for our fervice , as 
our fonne ; but they were ignorant of what fhould befall them; 
the heart of his mother was freed from fear, when fhe be- 
held him in the hands of Pharoah’s wife, and {carcecould fhe 
refrain to let them know that fhe was his mother ; we. canfed 
her tohave patience , and fhe had faith in our promifes. ; She 
fpake to hisfifter co follow him ftep by ftep , fhe followed 
afar off, without intimation that the washis fifter, or that fhe 
regarded him: We had before prohibited AZofes to fuck the 
milk, of any other nurfe’, then that of his mother his gett 
ai

faid.to Pharoahs {ervant , will ye that I provide youa nurfe, 
and people that fhall carefully noiirifh hith ? We caufed him 
to be reftored to his mother,to nurfe him ; fhe ceafed from het 
fadnefs, when the knéw, and faw that God was fincere fA what 
he had promifed, but the greateft part of the people khoiv it 
not. When 14o/es was aged, about thirty three years,we gave 
him knowledg and wifdom; thus doi reward the righte-. 
ous; Adofes entring one day into the City, met two men 
that foughes the one was of the Children of Ifrael, and the 
other was an Egyptian, and of his enemies, whom he afe 
faulted, and flew ; afterthis he faid, the Devill cempred mie, 
he is the open enemy of men; Lordy I have offended thee, 
pardon me ; he pardoned him, he is gracious and mercifull ; 
Lord, fince thou haft been fo gracious to me, I will never 
give aid or fuccour to Infidels. He contitued in the City 
with fear, and kept himfelf upon his guard ; on thé torrow 
he again, met him, whom the day before he had defended, 
who fought fikewife with another Egyptian, and required 
his affiftance ; ©Vo/es faid unto him , ois art feditiowss he 
replyed, oh -AZo/es § wilt thon flay me, asthou didit flay him 
yelterday >? Wilcthon be ‘a murtherer of all men, or a jut. 
man? Not long-after a mancame[ in haft } co him from the 
utmoft part of the City , who faid unto him , oh Afo/es | the 
Officers of Pharoah have confpired againft thee, they defre 
toput thee to death ; fave thy felfe, and follow my counfell; 
He departed from the City with fear , keeping ‘himfelfe up= 
on hisiguard , befeeching his Lord to deliver him from the 
hands of Infidels; he wenttowards Atadian, and-faid, Lord 
fuffer me not'to follow an evillway ; Hemet a great number 
of perfons that made their flocks tordrink, he with them 
found'two maids rhat ‘could toc water their Cattell, he Raid 
untothem; what do ye wo do here 2, We *haveinor ftrength 
to draw water’ ro give ‘our beafts to drink , We tatry: for 
the Shépheard , “oui father istoo old to ‘draw fit] “He diew 
wateront of the well to water their Catvell, and ‘widhdiew 
tola thade,, becaufe of theheat of the Stinne, fayinig, Lord, 
bam deprived of all ‘the graces which ‘hererofore ‘thou 
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confer of mie, I am now poor and neceffitons. One of 
thofe maidéns came to feekhim,and bafhfully faid unto him, 
my father calfeth thee, to recompenfé thee for the pains thou 
haft taken in watering onr Cattell; When he was inthe old 
mans prefence, he related what hadbefaln him, The old 
mar faid, fear nothing, I will deliver chee from the hands of 
the wicked; one of his daughters faid to her filter, give to 
this man to'eate, and reward his pains, fie affifted us with af- 
feGion; their father faid unto him, f will marry thée to 
ond of my two daughtérs, on condition, that thou wile have a 
care of my flocks the fpace of cight years ; ten years if it pléafe 
thee, faid A7ofer’; I willnot forfake thee, chou fhalt findé mé 
an honieft man, T will ferve thee the two térnies, either eight or 
ten years, as (hall feem good to rhee, God is'witnels of what I 
fay. After the’ cerme’ expired, Mofes forfook the houfe of 
his father itt law ; withdrawing with hiswife, he beheld afar 
off a great fire on the fide of the mountain, and faid to his wife, 
tarry here, Tee the fire of rhe Omnipotent, I will fpeedily re- 
turn, I willbring you Spark, peradventure you fhall be wat- 
med : when he drew riear to this fire, they cried unto him from 
the right fide of the valley, froman eminent place, and from a 
buth; O Afofes! I aii God, Lord of the Univerfe, caft thy Ss 
feaffe on the ground ; wher he beheld his ftaffe to move, as it 
Had beer alive, he fed for fear, and returned no more : O Mo- 
fes \ draw'near, and fear not, thou art ina place of fafety, put 
thine hand into thy pocket, it fhall come ont white anid fhining, 
without harm; draw back thine arminto thy fleeve, it fhall 
return to-its former condition ; thy ftaffe and thine hand fhall 
be two figns of my Omnipotency to Phareah and his Minifters; 
who difobey my Commandments; Mofes faid, Lord, T have 
flain an Egyptian, 1 am afraid they will rake away my life, 
command e Zzron, who is eloquent, to 0 with me, to aid me, 
and to‘confirm what I (hall fay, I feat they will traduce me; I 
will give thee thy brother for thine affiftant, I will give to you 
both ftrength to defend your felves from theif malice ; go, do 
what is commanded you, ye thall be vi@orious, and all thofe 


that fhall follow you: when Mofes came to Pharoah, he — 
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him to fee my miracles,and preached my Commandmentsto his 


Minifters ; they faid. this is but magick and witchcraft, we haye - 


not heard thefe things to have been fpokento our predecef- 
fors. Adofes faid, the Lord knoweth him that teacheth the 
right way, and him that ought to have part in Paradife, Infidels 
fhall be moft miferable. Pharoab faid to his Minifters, do ye 
know any other God but me? O Haman | fet me offer facri- 


fices, and build a Temple, thall I deceive my felf with the God 


of Mofes? I believe him to be in the number of lyars. He 
became proud on earth, with his Minifters, and they believed 
that they fhould never be affembled before me to be judged ; 
we furprized him with his people, and canfed him to perifh in 
the Sea ; confider what is the end of unbelievers 3; We abandon. 
edthem, and they are in the number of the condemned to 
the fire of hell. They fhall finde none to prote@ them at the 


day of Judgment ; we curfed them on earth, and at the day of 


the RefurreCtion they fhall be abominable to all the world, 
We taught Afo/es our Commandments, after the deftru@ion 
of many Infidels before his coming. We gave him the Book, 
to bea light co the people, to condu@ them into the right 
way, and acquire our grace, peradventure they will remem- 
ber, Thou wertnot with (Wo/es when we {pake to him ; we 
created another age after him, thou didft not at that time 
dwell with the Inhabitants of AZadian, neither didi thou 
teach them our Commandments ; it is we that have inftruéted 
thee in the Hiftory of paft ages;thou wert not on the mountain 
when we fpake to 1Zo/es-we {ent thee through our fpecial grace, 


_ to preach to men the torments of hell; they have not yet hada 


preacher like unto thee, perhaps they willconfider it; when 
they felt any punifhment for their fins, they faid, Lord, hadit 
thou fentusan Apoftle to inftru@ us, we fhould have obeyed 
thy Commandments, and have believed in thy Law : and when 
on our part they were inftru@ed in the Truth, they faid, doth 
Mahomet work miracles like Mofes ? do they not traduce 
What Jo/és did, when they fay, that AZofes and ALahomer ate 
two apparent Sorcerers? and when they faid that they believed 
neither Prophet, nor Scripture ? Say unto them, vHOg Sor 

ook 
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book from God, that better teacheth the right way then the 
Old Teftament , and more favingly thenthe Alcoran, I will 
follow it, if ye fpeak che truch: If theybenot heard when 
they thall require this book, know, that they follow only 
their own appetites, and their impiety ; who is more erro- 
neousthen he that followeth but hisown paffion, andis not 
guided of God ? he guideth not Infidels ; Certainly we 
have fent them the e4/coran , peradventure they will believe 
init ; they, to whom we heretofore fentthis book believe in 
the contents thereof; when they hear it read, they fay, we 
believe in thofe words, it isthe very truth that proceedeth 
from God ; we believe in the unity of his divine Majefty, 
they thall be donbly rewarded , becaufe they have perfevered 
in well-doing; they have overcome evill through their good 
deeds, and have expended in good works part of the wealth 
that we gave them. When they heard the faith evill fpoken of, 
they withdrew themfelves,took leave of the company,and faid, 
ye {hall anfwer for your, and we for our actions. Regard not 
the ignorant, thou fhalt not convert all them that thou flaale 
defire to convert ; God converteth, and guideth into the 
right way whom he pleafeth , and knoweth fuch as ferve 
him, They faid , if } follow with thee the right way, J muft 
forfake my Country, Shall not { eftablifh them in a place of 
fafery,where they fhall finde all fores of fruits to enrich them ? 
but the greateft pare ofthe people know it not. How mary Gi 
ties have we deftroyed,that took pleafure in their evill life? No 
man inhabited them any more, except very few, and we became 
heirs of their riches. God fhail not deftroy AZecea, untill he 
have fent an Apoftle to inftru& the Inhabitants thereof in 
the right way: God deftroyeth nor a City, if the Inhabitants 
be not unjuft, and difobey not his Commandments ; The 
wealth of this world which ye poffeffe , pleafech you, but the 
riches of Heaven are much better, and eternall; will ye not 
underftand it 2 Have we not kept promife with them to 
whom we promifed Paradife? and withrhem to whom we 
promifed the riches of this world, and inthe énd were inthe 
number of the damned? Be thou mindfull of the day when 
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thy Lord fhall call them-, and fay unto them ,. where are your 
Idols, whichye believed to be my Companions ? the chief 
of them thallfay , Lord, behold thofe that were feduced like 
us, weare innocent of their Idolatry , they adored not. us; 
they. fhall fpeak that day to the Idolaters to invoke their 
Idols, but they fhalinoz hear them, they fhall be vifibly cha- 
ftifed on Earth: Be thou mindfull of the day when thy Lord 
thall call them, and fay unto them, wherefore have ye not 
believed my Apoftlesand my Prophets? they thall be con- 
founded, and remain dumb. He that hall be converted, 
and do good works, fhall be happy. Thy Lord createth what 
pleafeth him, and maketh. choyce of what feemeth to him 
good. Praifedbe God, he hath no companion, he knoweth 
what is in the heartsof men, and what they make manifeft ; 
he is God, there isno God but he, prayfe is due to him in the 
beginning, and intheend, he commandeth over all things, 
and all people fhall one day be aflembled before him to be 
judged; Say unto'them , Had God given.a continuall night, 
evenuntiflthe day of Judgment, what other God is there 
that is able to give you light ? will ye not hear me 2? Had 
God given you a continual! day untill the day of Judgment, 
what other God could have given the night to refreth you? 
will ye not confider his benefits and his grace? he hath cre- 
ated the night for repofe, and the day for labour , peradven- 
ture ye will give him thanks. Be thou mindfull of the day, 
when thy Lord fhall call the Infidels, and thall fay unto them, 
where are the Idols that ye worfhipped.? We will calla wit- 
nefs of every Nation, and will fay co theIdolaters, Bring your 
arguments that may prove the plurality of Gods; Ye thall 
this -day.know your blafphemies, and that there is but one 
God. (aren. wasof the people of Adofes , he was proud, be- 
canfe of his riches ; we.gave him fo great treafures, that many 
men were burthened when they conveyed away the Keyes. 
Remember how his people faid unto him, Rejoyce not above 
meafure in thy great_ wealth, God abhorreth them-that re- 
joyce without reafon; Beg of him Paradife; with thy riches 
forget not todo good in this world, give almes of the fub- 

ftance 
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{tance which God hath given thee, be not difobedient to him 
on Earth, he abhorreththofe that difobey him ; thefe riches 
were given thee , becaufe thou didft inftruét the people in the 
Old Teftament ; knoweft thou not that God deftroyed in 
times paft many rich and opulent perfons? Who is more 
{trong, more powerfull, more rich then God? He will not 
enquire of the wicked the number of their finnes, he knoweth 
all, and the accompt. Caron one day went forth in publique, 
_with all his retinue; ‘They that affeted the wealch of this 
world, faid , Would to God we had as much weaith as (a- 
ron; he is happy | but the more knowing among them faid, 
yeare unhappy ; the grace of God is more advantageous to, 
them that believe in his Law, and do good works, then all the, 
treafures of Caron; none. fhall receive his grace but fuch as 
fhall obey him, and perfevere, in obedience to his Command- 
ments. We deprived Caron of allhis treafures, and none was 
able to proteé& him againft us; then they that had coveted, 
his riches, faid, oh miracle ! God giveth to, and depriveth of 
wealth whomto him feemeth good ; Had not God given us, 
his grace, we had been necefficous ; certainly the wicked {hall 
be miferable ; I will beftow Paradife on them that hate vanity 
and diforder on the Earth, and fhall have my. fear before 
their eyes ; whofoever fhall do good, thall finde good ; who 
doth evill, fhall be chaftifed after his demerits. Ae that hath 
taught thee the A/coran , fhall caufe thee to return. to the 
* place that thoudefirefts Tell the Inhabitants of that place, * Mecca. 
thas God knoweth them that teach the right way, and fuch as See Gelaidin, 
goc aftray. Thou didft not expect the Alcoran , it is a {peci- 
all grace of thy Lord ; affiftnotthe Inhdels , and take heed 
left they feduce thee, after haying learnt what hath been 
taught thee; Preach to the people the unity of God, Be not 
in the number of them that believe many Deities, adore God 
alone, there is no God but he ; all things fhall have end , ex- 
cept his face, he commandeth over every thing, and all men 
fhall one day appear before him to be judged, 
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CHAP. XXIX. 


The Chapter of the Spider, containing fixty nine Verfes, writ 
ten at Mecca. 


i the name of God , gracious and mercifiil: 1 am God 
moft wife. Men have believed that itis fufficient to fay, 
webelievein God, and that they be not proved : Certainly 
God proved their predeceffors , and knew flch as were zea- 
lous in hisLaw, and them that wete Infidels. Do they who 
have done evill; chink to éfcape the punifhment of cheit 
crimes, and not to be judged? Such as hopeto fee God, 


fhalf behold him at the time appointed by his divine Majefty ; 


he underftandeth and knoweth all things. He chat fighteth 
forthe faith, fighteth for his foul : certainly God hath no 
need of men, their finnes thall be pardoned who thall believe 
in his divine Majefty, and thal! do good works, We enjoyned 
the children of Iftaetto honour their father and mother, and 
todo good to them; if they J thee to worfhip many 
Gods, thou fhalt be damned, if chou give ear to them; obey 


them not inthis matter, ye thall be affembled before me, T 


will fet before you allthat ye have done, I will reward you 
according to your works , and place fuch as hall have ob- 
ferved my Law in the number of the bleffed. There be 
men Who affirm, that they believe in God, and are impatient 
when evill befallech them ftom God to prove them: If God 
give victory to the True-believers , they fay, that. they are on 
theirfide, but doth not God know what is in their heart ? 
He knoweth them that believe in his Law , and thofe that are 
impious. The Infidels faid to the True-believers , do fike us, 
follow our way, we will bear your fines; They will not 
bear them, they arelyars, they thall bear their own burdens ; 
fall not an accompt of their finnes be required ofthem at the 
day of Judgment? We fent Neahto inftrud men, he lived 
upon the Earth nine hundred and fifty years. The Flood fur- 
prized, and deftroyed the people of his time , becaufe they 

were 
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were unjuft, and we faved Noah, and thofe that were with him 
inthe Ark ; this ought to ferve for example to all the world. 
Remember Abraham , who faid to his people, Adore one 
God , and feat him, ye fhall do well, if ye have knowledge 
tocomprehend it; ye worfhip but Idols, and are buc lyars, 
thofe whom ye worfhip cannot benefit you; implore fuc- 
cor of God, worfhip him,-and give him thanks for his 
graces, ye fhall one day appear beforehim, if ye traduce me; 
thofe that were before you traduced the Prophets, Gods 
Meflengers: Meffengers are obliged only co difcharge their 

meflage; are ye ignorant that God caufeth men to dye, and ‘ 
fhall raife them again @ it is a thing eafie to God : Walk 
through the Earth , and confider how God hath extirpated 
your predeceffors, and created after them anorher people, 
certainly he is omipotent, Hepunifheth and pardoneth as 
he feeth good, you all fhall one day be affembled before him 
to be judged ; you fhall not render him impotent , either in 
Earth, or in the Heavens, ye fhall finde none of power to 
protect, or defend you againft his divine Majelty ; fach as 
obey not his Commandments, who believe not the refurredti- 
on, and difpair of his mercy , fhall fuffer great torments ; The 
people anfwered, kill Abraham, and burn him ; but God deli- 
vered him from the fire that they had kindled which fhall ferve 
for example to True-believers. He faid anto them,ye adore on- 
ly Idols, becaufe of your love to the wealth of the world ; ye 
fhail defpife and eurfe each other at the day of Judgment. Hell 
fhall be your habitation, and ye thall be deprived of proteci- 
_on, Lor believed in his words, and faid, I willretire to the 
place which my Lord fhallappoint me ; he alone is omnipo- 
tent, and moft wife. We gave to e4brahamtwo fons, L/aac 
and fucob; wecaufed Prophets to be born of his race, and 
taught his progeny the Scripture ; we rewarded himin this 
world, and he fhall beat the day of judgment in the number 
of the bleffed. Remember Lor, who faid tohis people, Ye 
defile your felves with filchinefs, unknown to any before you ; 
ye incline te the love of men, ye rob upon the high ways, and 
defile one another. This people anfwered, Let us fee the

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judgments ot God, if what thou fpeakelt be true. Then he faid, | 
Lord protect me: againft unbelievers." When our Meffengers ; 
came towards Abrabam;tordeclare to him that he thould have 
children ;»they faid unto him, VVe-will ruine Lots City, and? 
deftroy: all the inhabicants thereof} becaufe they are impious. 
Abraham antwered, Lot dwelleth in that City ; they faid, 
We know all that is within it, \and we will preferve him; with 
all his. family, except his wife, the thall be in the number of 
‘them that fhall be punifhed. = V'Vhen our Meffengers arrived 
at Lots houfe; he was troubled) in that he had not ftrength 
fufficient to defend them from the malice of the people; they 
faid unto him, Fear nothing, neither affli@thy felf.. We will 
prefervethee, and all thy family, except thy wife; fhe hall 
abide among them that fhall be deftroyed ; we will caufe the 
indignation of God to fall upon this City, becaufe of their 
impiety; it {hall ferve for example to pofterity. We fent 
Chaib to his brethren, the inhabitants of AZadian + he faid 
unto them, VVorfhip one God, fearthe day of Judgment, 
and defile not the Earth. They impudently traduced him , 
but were furprized by an'Earthquake, and remained dead in 
their houfes, as carkafes. . VVe deftroyed Aad, and Temod, 
their rnine is yet apparent in the places of their habitations ; 
the Deviltempted and feduced them from the right way, not- 
withftanding they knew their error. We deftroyed Caron, 
Pharaoh, and Haman ; Mofes preached to them my Com- | 
mandments ; they contemned them, and became proud in the 
Earth, butefcaped not the punifhment of theircrimes: We 
chaftifed fome by an impetuous wind , and other were fur- 
prized by thunder ; we deprived them of their. riches, and 
they were drowned. God was not unjuft towards them, they 
drew mifchief on themfelves through their impiety. They 
that worfhip Idols are liketo the Spider; fhe buildeth her 
houfe of her cob-web, that cannot defend from heat orcold. 
They would not adore Idols, did they underftand what they 
do; God feeth what they worthip, he is omnipotent’and 
wife. I teach the people thefe parables, and none but the 
wife underftand them. Truly God created Heaven and Earth, 
it 
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itis; afigh of his Omnipotency to; True-believers.. Infttus 
them inthe Bookthat is infpired into thee§ makeithy prayers 
at the time appointed, prayers divert men from fin; to be 
mindful of God isthe belt work thou canft perform, he know- 
eth all the aétions of men. Difpare with mildnefs againft 
them that have knowledg:of the written Law, except again 
the wicked that are among them. Say unto them; We believe 
in what hath been taaght you, and in what hath been taught 
us: Your God, and our, God js one God ; we are refigned:to 
his divine will. We have fent thee the Alcoran, aswe fent to 
them the Old Teftament: Such; as underftand the Old Tefta- 
ment, believe in the Truth, of the Aftorun. 'Thou baftnot 
written it. with thine own hand ; hadit chou writcen it, thou 
hadit caufed them to doubt, who defire to make it void: Cer- 
tainly it containeth, and teacheth intelligibly the Command- 
ments of the Law; none but Infidels reject ic. They have faid, 
We will not believe in this Book, unlefs God work in it fome 
miracle. Say untothem, Miracles proceed from God, Iam 
fent only to preach the torments of Hell. Is it nor fufficient; 
that we have fent thee the Alcoran to inftrné them ? It con- 
taineth the effects. of my. mercy and precepts,neceffary for their 
falvation. .. Say unto.them, it {afficeth that God is witnefs of 
mine actions, betwixt you and me; he knoweth whatfoever is 
in Heaven, and in Barth : They that believe in Idols,and have 
not faith in God, are damned. » They urge thee to make them 
fee the punifhment of theircrimes; if; the time were come, 
they fhouldfoon feel it; they fall refcent it, when they leaft 
think of it, but they know it not; they {hall prefs thee to 
make them fee it. Say untothem, Hell is prepared for Infidels. 
When they fhall be plunged in torments over, theirheads, and 
under their feet, it fhall be faid unto them, Tafte the punifh- 
ment which ye have deferved. Oye people that believe ! The 
Earth is fufficiently largeandfpaciousfor you, to feparate your 
felves from. the wicked; .worthip me alone, all Créatares fhalt 
dic, and be, affembled before me.tobe judged. The True-- 
believers that (hall have done good works, fhall inhabit Para- 
dife,- wherein flow many rivers); wherein isthe reward of. che 
ah R righteous, 
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righteous, of them that perfevere to do good, and ate patie 
ent in their affi@ion, and truft in their Lord.

] N the name of God; Sracious and merciful, P am the moit 
B wifeGod..

iB the name of God, gracious and mercifull. Oh Prophet | 
fear God, and obey not unbelievers , God knoweth all 
things, and is moft prudent in what he ordaineth; obferve 
what thy Lord hath taughtthee, he knoweth the ations of 
men ; recommend thy felfe to God, it ought to fuffice thee,that 
he protecteth thee. Hehath not given two hearts unto men, 
he hath not enjoyned us tocall your wives your mothers ; 
thofe which you call your Children, are not all your Chil- 
dren, ye {peak it only with the mouth, but God alwayes 
fpeaketh the truth , and guideth men into the way of falvati- 
_on. Call your neighbour by the name of his father, this aGti- 
on fhall be acceptableto God, provided ,that ye have no 
evill defigne in the heart ; if ye know not his name, call him 
your brother in God, or Sir, God is gracious and mercifull. 
The Prophet is obeyed of them that believe in God , and ho- 
nour his wives, astheir mothers. Kinfmen are heirs of each 
other, it is fo appointed by his divine Majefty to the Believers 
that went out of Ad<ecca to follow the Prophet: It is or- 
dained in Scripture todo good to your parents. Remember 
thou that we received the promife of the Prophets of thee , 
of Noah, of Abraham, of Afofes, and of Jefus the Soune of 
Mary, (to worthip but one God ) we received a {trong pro- 
mife: Anaccompt hall be required of their a@ions, and the 
wicked fhall feel che rigour of infinite paines. Oh ye that 
believe in God! remember his favourtowards you; when ye 
were charged by troups of enemies, he fent againft them an 
impetuous winde, and troups invifible to your eyes, to fight 
them , he feeth all that ye do; thofe invifible troups came 
from the Eaft, and fromthe Weft, from above, and below, 
when your fight was troubled , and your hearts failed you, be- 
canfe of the great number of your enemies; ye had already 
$ conceived 
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conceived a very bad opinion of the Law of God ; then were 
the True-believers tryed they trembled with fear; The 
wicked, and fuch as were weak in their faith, faid, that what- 
foever God and his Prophet had promifed them:, was but 
abufe and vanity ; Rememiber thou how a patty of them faid 
to the Inhabitants of the Territory of Medina, there is no 
fafety for you with AZahomet , return into your houfes ; 
Remembet thou -how many among them required- dif 
miffion , and faid, that their houfes Were forfaken :. Their 
houfes were not forfaken, but-they had a defigne to flye; had 
they returned to’ theirhonfes, they-had on all fides perfiwa- 
ded them to follow impiety , they fhould not there have 
made long abode, becaufe they before had promifed God not 
to fly ; he would have required an accompt of their promifes: 
Say unto them, flight fhall be to you unprofitable, if ye"flle 
death, for that ye ought no longer to continue in the world: 
Say unto them, who is able to proteé& you againft God, 
wher he fhall-refolveto deftroy you? take none other prote- 
Gor but him; he knoweth them that were diffwaded to goe 
to the battell to fpare their wealth and perfons. They caft-an 
eye upon-thee ,'when they’ are furprized’ with fear’, they 
turn their eyes into the head , asa man that dyeth, and when 
they are delivered from fear , they traduce thee , becaufe of 
their extreme avarice. Such men believe notin God, he ren- 
dreth all their ‘works unfruitfall, ic is a thing eafie to his di- 
vine Majelty.. The Troups of the Infidels believed they were 
invincible, and when they faw the troups of the True be- 
lievers; they defired to flye,- The Infidels defired to draw the 
eArabians to their party , and have intelligence to’ know in 
what condition you are ; had they been of your party, few of 
them had been {lain the adhering to the Prophet of God 
ferveth to you asa Cittadell, ic ferveth asa Bulwark to them 
that apprehend the day of Judgment; and think often on his 
divine Majefty. When the believers faid , behold! what - 
God and his Prophet promifed us , they are: fincere in their 
promifes; the fight of their enemies encreafed their faith; and 
zeale cowards God and his Prophet. There be perfonsamong 
: the 
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the True-believers who have performed what they promifed 
to God; many of them are dead in obedience to the Com- 
mandments of his divine Majefty, others attend the fame 
thing, and fwarve not fromwhat they have promifed ; God 
fhall recompenfe them for their zeale, and chaltife the Infidels, 
or pardon them if it fo pleafe him, heis gracious and ‘mer- 
cifull.

to conquer ;_ God is omnipotent. Oh Prophet | ifthy wives 
betoo ambitious of the wealth of the earth, and of garments 
too fumptuous; Call them, Say unto them, that thou wilt 
deal well with them, and wilt repudiate them with mildneffe 
and civility. If they love God and his Prophet , if they are 
vertuous, his divine Majefty will give them an exceeding great 
reward : Ohye wives of the Prophet | fuch of you as thall be 
unchafte, fhalkbe punifhed doubly, more then other women, 
thisisathing eafie to God ; fuch among you as fhall obey 
God and his Prophet , and fhall do good works, fhall be re- 
warded more then other women, anexceeding great reward 
isprepared for you, Oh ye wives of the Prophet ! ye arc not 
like other women of the world ; fear God, and believe not in 
the difcourfe of fuchas have defign co feduce you, fpeak with 
civility, abide in your houfes; goe not forth to make your 
beauty appear, and to make a fhew, asdid the ignorant of 
old ; pray to God with affection, give almes, obey Godiand 
his Prophet, God will deliver you from his wrath, and 
will purifie you ; be mindfull of the Law that is taught you in 
your honfes, he is mercifull to them that honour him, he know- 
eth all the aGions of the Prophet, he hath-promifed his 
mercy, and an exceeding great reward to thofe ( men and 
women.) that thall obey his Commandments. Thofe men 
and women that believe. in his unity, that refign themfelves 
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to his divine pleafure, that are patient and humble , that 


{peak the truth, that faft, give almes, and are chafte ; and the 


men and women that obferve his Law, ought not to controll 
his actions, neither thofe of his Prophet, nor fay, that they 
could do better then they, if they would endeavour Lit.] He

The blinde are not like to fuch as fee clear; darknefS is not 
like to light , the fhade and coolnefs are not like to the heat 
of theSun; the living are not like the dead ; God caufeth 
himfelf to be underftood of whom he pleafeth, thou cantt 
not make the Commandments of God to be underftood by 
them that are in their Sepulchers; we have fent only to 
preach the paines of Hell, and the joyes of Paradife, there is 
no place in the world where they have not been preached ; 
If the Iefidels traduce thee, their predeceffors likewife tra- 
duced them whom we fent heretofore, to preach to them the 
myfteries of faith, and the Scriptures; they were furprized 
in their fins, were rigoroufly chaftifed. Seeft thou not how 
thy Lord caufed rain to fall from Heaven, to make the Earth 
produce many fruits of fundry forts, and to nourifh in the 
Mountains the Goats, the Stags, and Hinds ? tonourifh the 
Crowes and Ravens, the men, and beaft of divers kinds and 
forme?

This Book -was 
fent by the Omnipotent and mercifull, that thou mayft in- 
ftrué&t men in that which was not taught their predeceffors ; 
Certainly, what was faid istrue, vx. Thatthe greatelt part

a great obftacle, we willcover their fight with darknefs, and 
they fhall not fee ajot.

When it was faid unto them, give almes of the wealth that 
God hath given you, they anfwered, thall I give him to eat, 
towhom God fhall give bread when it thall pleafehim?

We adorned the Heaven and the ae 
Earch with Planets, and have kept them fafe from the ma 
lice of the Devils ; they cannot hear what is {poken in the 
Firmament , they are fhamefully driven away on all fides, 
and (hall be eternally cormented ; if they hear, any thing 
fpoken, they hear it greedily, and follow [it J ipeedily, but 
the fhining Planet purfueth them,[and dececteth their malice. ] 
The wicked have demanded if we created any thing more 
illuftrious then they ; Certainly we created them all of the duft 
ofthe Earth: Thou art amazed at their blafphemies,they deride 
thy amazement, and (hall never be converted. When they fhal 
fee Miracles, they thal fcoffe, and fay, that it ts butevident ma- 
gick to belicye that they fhal dye,and after, being earth,bones, 
and duft, they thall rife again with their fathers aitd predece!- 
fors : Say unto them, that they fhall rife again, and that they 
are feduced from the right way ; that the world fhall be but 
once deftroyed, and they fhall fee what will befallthem at 
the day of Judgmenc: They fhall that day fay, they are wret- 
ched, and the Angel fhall fay unto them, behold the day of 
Judgment, behold the day that the godly thal be feparated

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trom the wicked ; behold the day which ye would not beleeve; 
It fhall be faid to the Angels, gather them together, affemble 
their wives, and their Idols, put them into the way of hell, 
and ftay them, to give accompt of their deporrments, and why 
their Idols do not fuccourthem., Certainly they thall defire to 
be inthe number of them that have obeyed Gods Command« 
ments: they fhall quarrel! among them, and fhall fay,it isyou 
that have feduced us from the right way, through your oaths ; 
ye fwore that ye followed the Law of God, and obferved his 
Commandments : they thall anfwer on the contrary, we have 
No power over you, you your felves were in manifelt error,

tits. Such as thall obey Gods Commandments, thal! have a 
place of fafety wherein to reft, with all forts of fruits, in 

leafant gardens, fitting orderly on delicious beds, with glaffes 
aT ofa drink, pleafing to the tafte, which thall not make them 
drunk, Their wives white as frefh eggs, thall not caft an eye 
upon any but upon them; they fhall talk together, and one a- 
mong them fhall fay, 1 had on earth a companion, who asked 
me if! believed in the Refurre@ion ; and if after being redu- 
ced to earth, bones, and duft, we thall rife again? come with 
me, let us go fee what he doth ; he thall fee him in the bottom 
of hell, and fhall fay unto him, by God, it wanted little but 


that thou hadft feduced me, without the grace of God I had 


been damned, as thou art, we are not in the number of the

who are the more happy? they who are in onr felicitie,' or

{elves xefemble the heads.of devils; the damned thall eate of 
the fruit thereof, they fhall.drink boyling water,and hell fhail 
betheplace of their habitation; their fathers were Infidels, 
they followed their footlteps, and the way of them thatiwere 
f{educed:before them; we fentunco.them Preachers, whom-they 
refufedto hear, but confider what.s the end.of the righteous, 
and that of the wicked.

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unto his throat ; we faid unto him, O Abraham ! itis enou hy 
thou haft fatisfied thy dreams thusdo Tentreat the ti hteous, 
thus were we wont to prove them, We redetitied his fon 
with a fair.

that fhallcome after him, thall blef his memory. Thus do TI ~ 


reward the righteous, he was in the number of them that obey 
my Commandments, “We declared to him that he thould 
have a fon, called Z/zac, from whom fhould iffue many belie- 
vers, and unbelievers. Certainly we gave our grace to ALofes 
and earon ; we detiveréd. them with their followers from

Balan, and forfake the Creator of the world? God is your 
Lord, and the Lord of your predeceffors ; they traduced him, 
and were condemned to’ the fire of hell, except fuch among 
them as obeyed myCommandments.We left his memory happy 
to pofterity; thus I reward the righteous;he was in the number 
of them that obeyed my Commandments. Lor was in the num- 
ber of my Prophets and Apoftles: Remember thou,how we de-

We-fent it to thee, 
the contents thereof are moft tne : worfhip one God alone, 
antobey his Commandments; faith proceedeth from-hima- 
fone : Such sas ‘worfhip any other but him, worfhip Idols, 
They have faid, we would not invoke:onr Idols, had they not 
power to draw us near to God: -Gertaitily God thall judg — 
one day the difference ‘that isbetween the:believers, and un- 
believers; ‘he guideth not -him that :is ailyar and impious. If 
he would have a fon, he would make choife of one-ofhis 
creatures, that thonld be pleafing to him ; praifed: beGod,there 
is but one'God, alwayes victorious, he created thesheavensand 
the earth with proportion she maketh the night to-enter into 
the day, and the day into the night; he crearedithe Sunand 
the*Moon, which-perform theirconrfe.in *heayen, untiltheday 
appointed, ‘he isomntpotent and merciful: ‘Heshath created 
all of you of one foleman, of whom hecreated ‘his wife ; he 
hath:given you clean beafts,male and female ; he formed you 
inthe wombsof your mothers, form upon form : fe brought 
youout oftthree * obfcusities, healoneisyouv God, and.your 
Lord, the kingdom of the world appertaineth tohim, ehere-is 
no God but he. How can the Infidel depare:frombhis fervice? 
If ye will not worthip him, he hath nothing to do with yon, he 
defireth not thac his createves(hould be impious ; shis Will is, 
that they praife him; this ishis pleafine, and none thalhbear 
the burthen of his neighbour, ye all (hall beaffembled ‘before 
him, he will fhew ye what yowhave ore, héknoweth what is 
in the hearts of nen: “When manis touched with any afflidti- 
on, he invoketh God, and turneth ; and whemhe is in-profpe- 
rity, he forgetteth his vows : he hath faid :thatGod hath a 
companioa equall co him, and errethfrom the way of his Law. 
Say: 
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Say.unto him, thou fhale be awhile collerated, inthe end thou 
{halt be caft headlong into the fire of hell;and he that fhal pray 
to God day .and night, ereét, proftrate, or on the knee, with 
fear of the torments of hell, fhall enjoy the mercy of his divine 
~ Majefty. Are fuch as labour tobe compared to them that 
are idle? They that have judgmene will underftand this dif- 
courfe.say unto them,oh ye people that believe in your Lord ! 
have his fear before your eyes; Such as fhall do good works in 
this world, fhallenjoy abundantly the riches of the earth, God 
will innumerably reward them that perfevere in obedience to 
his Commandments. Say unto them, 1 am commanded to wor- 
fhip one God,,to. profefs his.Unity, andto be obedient to 
him. Say uncothem, I apprehend. the dayof Judgment, if I 
difobey God my Lord, Say unto them, 1 will worfhip but one 
God, worfhip ye others, whom ye will. Such asfhail defpife 
the Law/of God thal Jofe their fouis,and families,at the day of 
Judgment. Thefe are two great loffes, and moft certain they be 
involved in eternall fire. Thus God preacheth co true- believers. 
O my creatures! {peak unto them that have my fear before 
their eyes, that they adore not Idols, and that if they turn to 
their Lord, they fhall enjoy the delights of Paradife- Proclaim 
to them that hear my Word, and obey my Commandments, 
that they are in the right way, and well advifed; canft chou 
deliver from the fire of hell. him that fhall be condemned ? 
Certainly fuch as obey God, fhall enjoy thepleafures of Para- 
dife, wherein flow many rivers, and there flall they dwell eter- 
nally. This is the promife of God, he fwerveth not from that 
whichhe promifeth. Seeft thou not that God fendeth rain 
fromheaven, and maketh the rivers to run upon the earth, he 
caufeth plants to {pring forth, and herbs. of divers colours; 
thou feeft them become yellow, and then altogether drie ; 
this is a fign of his omnipotencie. Hath not he to whom God 
hath given the light of faith, received a great grace from his di- 
vine Majeftie ?, Mifery is upon them that have an heart hard- 
aed, and forget his Law, they are manifeltly feduced ; he hath 
fent an-excellent book for the inftru@tion of men, his precepts 
are alike in purity, and without contradiftion: They aba 
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fear God, tremble when they hear mention of this book, and 
finde their reft in the word of his divine Majeftie. This book 
is the guide of the righteous,Ged by it guideth whom pleafeth 
him. He whom God hall feduce, thall finde none to guide 
him, he fhall be precipitated into the fire of hell at the day of © 
Judgment; it fhall be faid that day to the wicked, tafte the 
torments that ye have merited; their predeceffors defamed the 
Prophets, and were punifhed when they feaft thoughe ofit, 
God rendred them ignominious in this world, and they thall 
feel in the other, torments much more grievous, and they 
know it not. We have taught in this book what is neceflary 
for the falvation of the people, peradventure they will learn its 
itisin the Arabique tongue, without falfhood ‘and contradi- 
étion, perhaps the people willfly from impiety ; God teach. 
eth youa parable : Two menare affociates in their traffique, 
the one is wicked, the other an honeft man, are they alike? 
Praife is due to one fole God; the greateft part of the Infidels 
underftand it not. Thou thalt die, all men fhall die, and ye 
fhall be affembled atthe day of Judgment, when ye fhall dit. 
pute together; Who is more unjuft, then he that blafphemeth 
againft God, and againft the known truth ? Shall not the 
wicked be damned ? Such as fhal believe the Prophet, and fly 
impiety,thal obtain from God what they defire; {uch is the re. 
compenfe of the righteous, God thall pardon their fins, and 
reward them for their good works: doth norheproteéthis 
fervant * They will terrifie thee with the Idols which they — 
adore; but he whom God thall miflead, thall-findenone able 
s0 guide him, and none fhall beable to feduce him whomhe 
fhall guide,is not he the omnipotent-and revenging ? If thou 
ask of the Jafidels, who created heaven and earth? they will 
fay itisGod; Say unto them, have ye therefore confidered 
the Idols which ye adore, can they exempt you from the wrath 
of Ged, when it fhall be his pleafure to chaftife you? Shall 
they be able to hinder his grace, when it thall be his 
will to pardon you? Say unco them, my refuge is God, 
fam religned to his Will, the wife truft in his divine Ma- 
jelty. Say unto them, oh’people ! do as you underftand ee 
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Ewilldo ask underftand him; ye thal} know in the end, that 


whofoever fhallbecondemned, fhallbe afhamed, and be pre- 
cipitated into eternall torments. We have fent unto thee the 
moft true Book, to inftrn& the people; He that flalt follow 
the right way, fhall meet with nothing but good; and he thar 
fhall go aftray, fhall meet with mothing but evil); thou art nor 
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the guardian of the wicked; God caufeth mento die when the - 


hour of their deathisarrived ; he deferreth the death of many 
during theirfleep, and remitteth that of others to the cime ap- 
pointed, thisis a fign of his omniporencie,to fuch as confider i. 
Willye worfhip any but God ? Say unto them, how fall your 
Idols be able to intercede for you,fince they wantpower?kiow 
you not this ? Say untochem, we ought toivoke one Goda 
fone, King of the heavenandearth; you albthall one day af- 
fembled before him tobe judged. The Infidels:trembie with 
fear, when they fear mention of one'fole God, and rejoyce, 
when they hear fpeak of their Idols ;Say unto chem;God'isCre- 
ator of the heavens and the earth,he knowetlithe paft, prefent, 
and fature ; (Lord!) thou hale one day judge the differences 
of thy creatures: Should the Infidels poffefs all the riches‘of 
the earth, and yet asmuch more, they would not beable: to 
efcape the fire of hell at the dayof Judgment; they fhall be 
punifhed more grievoufly then they imagine, their fins fhall be 
fet before'them, and they fhall feel the rigors of the torments 
which they defpife : man callech upon us when he is in affiidti- 
on, and when we give him our grace, he faith, he meriteth it:

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folow the inftruétion that God hath fent to you, before ye 
bechaftifed, the punifhment of your crimes thall furprife you, 
yeknow not the time ;_the wicked hall be affliGted, for that 
thy have not obeyed Gods Commandments, they fhall know 
thir damnation,and the fin that they have committed, in fcog- 
nig the true-believers : They thall fay, had God guided me 
ino the right way, Thad had his fear before mine eyes, When’ 
thy fhall fee hell, they fhall fay,could I return into the world, 
Tvould be in the number of the righteous ; on the contrary, 
my Commandments were taught you, but ye became proud, 
ani difpifed them. Thou thalt fee that day how the vifagesof 
Inidels thall be blackned : Isthere not a piace in hell prepared 
fo: the proud ? God loveth, and putteth into a place of felicj. 
ticthem that fear him, they thail not be touched, either with 
dipleafture or affli€tion; God hath created all things, and 
dipofeth all at his pleafure ; he hath in his power the keyes of 
haven and earth, fuchas difobey him are damned. Say unto 
thim, oh ignorant [men] will ye enjoyn me to worthipano- 
thir god, befides God? It hath been preached to you,and 
yar predeceffors, that all your good works fhall be nnprof- 
talle, if ye adore many gods, and that you fhall bein the 
nunber of the damned : ‘there is but one God, worthiphim, 
anl be mindful ofhis graces. The Infidels have not praifed 
Godashe ought to be praifed, they have no knowledg of his 
power, he fhall make the earth to tremble, and gachertoge- 
thir the heavens by the {trength ofhisright hand at the day of .

This Book is fent by the omnipotent , vho 
knowethall things , who pardoneth finnes, and accepteththe 
converfion of his Creatures, heis feverein his chaftiiemeits, 
and indulgent to hispeople, there is no God bur he , and all 
the world thall: one day be affembled before his divine Myje- 
fty[ to be judged.] No man difpnteth againft the precpts 
of the Adcoran, but the wicked ; be not thou difcontentel if 
they live on earth with fome kelieier the people of Nuhs

time contemned his inftruétions, their pofterity did like them, 
and every Nation hath confpired the death of them whom 
God fent toinftru@them ; they difputed co obfeure thetruth 
through their lyes , burthey were punifhed ; and. after: what 
manner? Sois the word of God accomplifhed again the 
wicked , they all thallbe damned. The Angels that are about 
the throne of God, and thofe that bear him,. prayfe and ex- 


_ alt his divine Majefty, they believe in his unity, and beg par- 


don of him for the True- believers; Lord, thy mercy extend. 
eth through the whole world, nothing is hid from thee, either 
in Heaven or Earth , pardon their fins that convert, and ems 
brace thy holy Law; deliver them from the fire of Hell, open 
to them the gate of the gardens of Eden, which thou haft 
prepared fot them, their fathers, wives, and children, and them 
of their lineage that fhall do good works,thou art omnipotent 
and wife. Depart fromfin, he that fhall depart [from it J 
fhall refent the effeéts of Gods mercy at the day of Judg- 
ment, and fhall enjoy eternall felicity ; The Infidels fhall be 
hated of God, his hatred is infinitely more dangerous. then 
yours ; willye be Infidels after being called to the obfervation 
of the Law of Salvation ?

he preached to them the truth on our hehalf, they faid, kill him, 
with all thofe that believe him,and make their wives infamous ; 
but their confpiracie was but impiety : Pharoah faid, hinder 
me not to’ kill 1Z0/es, let him invoke his God to fave him ; 
1 fear that he may alter your Law, and introduce fome difor~ 
derin the Land ; A4ofes faid, God, mine and your Lord, fhall 
defend me from the malice of the proud, that believe not 
the day of Judgment : Then aman of the domeftiques of 
Pharoah , that fecretly profeffed the true Law , faid, will ye 
flay a man that declareth that God is his Lord? and that hath 
made you to fee miracles? if he bea lyar, his lye thall be 
againft him , but ifhe {peak the truth, fomething of what he 
hath preached fhall befall you,God guideth neither the wicked 
nor lyars. Oh people! you this day command on Earth with 
{plendor , who thall defend us from the wrath of God, if it 
fall upon us ?

Yeinvite me cto be wicked ».and to believe that 
God hath companions, and I know it is not fo; I callyou ro 
the omnipotent and merciful! [ God, } doubrlefs Iwill nor 
worfhip your Idols,they cannot hear-you,either in this world, 
or in the other ; we all thall be one day affembled before 
God,. who will condemn Infidels to the fire of Hell ; confider 
hereafter what to you! have preached; Iam refigned tothe 
willof God, he beholdeth all the a@tions of his creatures, 
he.fhal] chaftife them for the evill chat they fhalleommit, and 
for their wicked defignes. He fent his punifhment upon. the 
lineage of Pharoah, they deferved tobe Precipitated into the 
fine of Hell, they (hall burn evening and morning. It. se 
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be faid to then at the day of Judgment , oh people of Pha- 
roab! goe, enter into the fire of Hell. The Infidels thall 
quarrell in Hell, the poor fhall fay unto the rich; We fol- 
lowed you, are ye able thisday to deliver us from eternal! 
flames ? they (hall anfwer, we all are damned with you, God 
isamoftjuft Judge. The damned fhall fay to the Minifters 
of Hell, Pray to yourLord, that he may affwage thefe tor- 
ments for one day ; -they fhallanfwer, had ye not on Earth 
the Prophets and Apoftles of God toinftruét you ?

youof mire. Say unto the Infidels, Lam forbidden to wor- 
thip the Idols that ye adore ; God hath taught me his unity, 
Thave received command to worthip none but the Lord of 
the Univerfe ; he created you of daft, mire, and congealed 
blood, he canfeth you to be born little Infants, he maketh 
you to arrive to theage of difcretion, co virilitie, and old. 
age; many dye before that age, and all atcain to the time of 
their deftiny , peradvencure ye fhall underftand his unity ; he 
it isthat maketh youto liveand to dye, and when he willeth 
any thing, he faith, be thou, anditis.

they fhall be dragged and burned in Hell ; then fhall ic be faid 
unto them, where are thofe Idols that yee adored upon 
Earth? they hall anfwer, they are departed from us, cer- 
tainly they are without power; thus God feduceth Infidels, 
to nici confufion. It fhall be faid unto them, thefe paines 
befall you, for that ye were proud and infolent without. rea- 
fon; enter within the gates of Hell, which is the habitation, 
of the prond, ye thall awl there eternally. Be patient and 
perfevere , the word of C odisinfallible ; I will make thee 
tofeeapact of whac I have promifed to men, I will, cane 
thee to dye, and thou fhalt behold chem all alfembled. to be 
judged. Certainly we teat Prophets before thee, we have 
fpoken to thee of one part of our Apoltles, and the reft are 
concealed from thee ; neither Prophet nor Apoftles can 
preach any thing withour Gods permiffion ; he chaftiferh. the 
wicked when’ he pleafeth, he fhall judge the differences that 
are between them and the Prophets , and fhall deftroy, the, 
uabslicyers, God hath created the beafts for your nfe.; Some 
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ye eat, and others ferve you to ride on; [fromthem] ye reap 
profit, they bear the burden, as likewife do the fhips for the 
advantage of your commerce ; Ged manifeftech toyou his 
graces: And what graces 1 Willye defpife them ? Do not 
© believers confider the end of them that were before chém 
who were more powerfuland rich then they ? Their Treafures 
did not fave them, they derided the Prophets and Apoftles 
that preached to them ; and in the end felt che pains that they 
had defpifed. When they (hall fear the corments of Hell, 
they fhall fay, We believe in one God alone, and renounce 
Idols. This profeffion of Faith ghall be unprofitable co them 
in Hell » they fhall incur the rigor of the Law of God, that 
was obferved againft their predeceffors, and all unbelievers

Readir, Gelaldin entitaleth this Chapter, Of eAdoration. 


The Alcoran 
was fent by the gracious and merciful God’: It explaineth 
divine Myfteries in the Arabique tonguc, to them that have 
knowledg to underftand them ; it proclaimeth to the good, the 
delights of Paradife, and preacheth to the wicked the torments 
of Hell; neverthelefs, the greateft part of the world depart 
from the Faith, and hear not thy words: They fay, We have 
obdurate hearts, we cannot comprehend what thou preachelt, 
our ears are topped, we are too remote to hear what chou 
fayeft, Obferve thy Law, we will live after our own. Say unto 
them, T am a man like you, your God is one fole God, be 
obedient to him, and beg patdon of him for your fins: Mifery 
is upon unbelievers, that pay not Tithes, and believe not in the 
day of Judgment.

He 
is fole Lord of the Univerfe ; he ratfed the Mountains, bleffed 
the Earth, and gave to every Region the particulars thereof 
in four days, for them that thall have need: After this he 
afcended into Heaven, that was like unto fmoke, and faid unto 
Heaven and Earth, Ye thall obey me, either through force or 
afte@tion : They anfwered, Lord, we will be obedient to thy , 


. Commandments. He created feven Heavens in two days, and 


difpofed every Heaven after his own will; he adorned them 
with Stars, and preferveth them from the malice of the Devil, 
This is an effeét of his Omnipotency ; he is omnipotent, and 
knoweth all things. If the unbelievers depart from the Faith, 
fay unto them, I have threatened you, as heretofore thunder

of their iniquities: They fhall fay, VVherefore do ye witnefs 


againft us ?. They fhall anfwer, He that made us to fpeak,

your eyes, your skin are witneffes againft you; ye believed 
that God fhould not fee your fins, this was your opinion :

The 
word of God thall be accomplithed againft chem, as it was ac- 
complifhed againtt their predeceffors ; aswell men as Devils, 
that are condemned. The unbelievershave faid, Hear not that 
- Alcoran, itis full of error ; peradventure ye fhall be feduced. 
I will caufe-them to fuffer grievous pains, and will chaftife 
them after their demerits ; fuch isthe reward of Gods enemies. 
» They: fhall_remain eternally in the fire of Hell, becanfe they 
defpife his Commandments. The wicked fhall fay at the day 
of Judgment , Lord, let us feethe Devils, and the men that 
feduced us ; we.willtrample them under our feet, and preci= 
pitate them to the bottom of Hell. “Such as fhall have pro- 
teffed the Law of God, as (hall have obeyed his Command- 
ments, fhall be vifited by the Angels, and fhall that day be 
free from fear and affii@tion.. They hall fay unto them, Re- 
joyce yein Paradife, that is prepared for yous. ye {hall there 
finde all the contentments that ye fhall defire ; they have been 
prepared for you by the gracious and merciful, There is no- 
thing better. then to pray to God, then to do good works, an 
to profefs hisunity.

The Devil will tempt thee, bur implore affiftance from 
God; he heareth and knoweth all things, The night and the 
day, the Sun and the Moon, are fignes of his Omnip rnd : 
“Aaore

createdthem. If the Infidels refit the Faithy the Angels that 
arc in Paradife defift not, notwithftanding, to exalt the glory 
of his divine Majefty, day and night, without intermiffion. Jt 
is a fign of his Omnipotency , to fee the barren’ and dry Earth 
tochange the face,and become green, when it is watered with 
rain. He that maketh the plants to revive, is he that thaketh 
every thing to liveand die, he isOmmipotent, Such as depart 
from-our Commandments, canriot hide themfelves from us .

Do what 
thall pleafe you, your Lord beholdeth all your ations. Twill

{poken to thee, then what hath been fpoken to the Prophets 
that preceded thee; thy Lord is merciful'andjut: Had we 
fent the Alcoranin the Perfian tongue, to a Prophet) an’ Aya 


bianby Nation, the wicked’ would havefaid, That the divine ” 


Myfteries are noc well explained. Say unto them, It is the guide 
of Believers, and aremedy to theirignorance. Infidels have 
deaf ears, they are blinde, and hear not, as thofe thar are 
called too far off Certainly, we gave the Book and the Law 
to Mofes. Unbelievers doubr, but if thy Lord had not faid; 
That he would defer their punithment until the day of Judg- 
ment , he had’ already chaftifed thei in this world, becani# 
they doubt of the truth. VVhofoever thall do good, fhall 
finde good’; andthe evil that’ a‘man committeth, fhallbe 
againft him. Thy Lord’ doth’ no injuftice’ tohis Creatures’: 


None but he knoweth the day ‘of judgmene’; no fruig’ nor’ 
flower fpringeth out of the Earth, and woman neither cori=' 


ceiveth, norbringeth forth, but by his permiffion. Bethou 


mindful of the day that ‘thy Lord hall call Idolaters, and de=" 


mand of them, where be'their Idols? They thall“fay, Lord; 
we acknowledg thy Unity; none‘of'ns will liereaftér adore 


thofe falfe gods, They’ that worfhipped one God, departed” 
from Idolaters; they know: that the punifhment of their fins’

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is infallible. Man never ceafeth to require riches, and is 
troubled when evill befalleth him ; if we give him good after 
his affliGtion, he faith, that he forefaw it, and hath no thought 
of thecoming of the day of Judgment; if he be converted, 
thy Lord openeth to him the gate of Paradife.

had it pleafed God, he had created them of one and the fame 
Religion, he giveth his graceto whom he lifteth, and Infidels 
fhall be deprived of fuccour, becaufe they have required the 
protection of Idols; but God is the true protector of the 
world : he reviveth the dead, and is omnipotent, he fhal{ one 
day judge all the difficulties, and refolve all your doubts in 
your Religion, he ismy Lord, I recommend my felf to his 
divine Will ; he created your wife of your felves, he created 
all beafts male and female, and canfed you to multiply ; there 
isnot any thing like anto him, he keepeth the keyes of the 
treafures of heaven and earth, and taketh away, and giveth 
wealth as pleafethhim.

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and know itto be infallible ; fuch as doubr, are erroneous from 
the right way. God is merciful to his people, and enricheth 
whomhe pleafeth, he is trong and omnipotent, he increafeth:

I {wear by the Book that teacheth to do 
well, that we have fent it inthe Arabique tongue , peradven= 
ture ye fhall underftand the «4/coran ;. it is written im our 
originall Book, majeftique and myfterious. Shall I conceal 
from you the Book of Salvation, if ye be wicked ? How ma 
ny Prophets and Apoftles have we fent in paft Ages , whom 
unbelicvers have difpifed ?. We deftroyed the moft powerfull 
among them , and all have incurred the pain of their prede- 
ceffors. Ifthou ask of them who created Heaven and Earth, 
they will fay, that itis the omnipotent , who knoweth all 
things. Whohath extendeth the Earth under you? Who 
eftablifhed the wayesto guideyou? Itis God, he caufeth the 
rain to defcend from Heaven in your neceffity ; he maketh 
the dead, drie, and barren fields to revive; in like manner 
(hall the dead.come out of their Sepulchers. He it is that cre- 


ated whatfoever is in the world, of divers Kinds and fpecies, " 


and.created the Ships, and beaft, to carry you. Remember . 


the 
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the grace of your Lord , fay, praifed be he that created for us 
thefe things; we had not the power to create them, The 
all fhall return before the Lord co be judged.

ans, fold him tothe Umalite azerchants , who ex po- 
fieg him to fale in the Markets , he was purchafed by 
Abdemonople , wealthy Merchant, ‘He after fome 
obferuation , and experience of hw wit aad induftry, 
withdrew him from the common drudgery of aflave, to 
employ hin with his other factors in. Commerce® and 
finding him apt for thofe affaires, cave himthe conduét 
of bis Camels into Syria, Agypt, Perfia, and elfe- 
where. By which, in abort time, he became fo expert 
in his Trade, that as he encreafed the wealth and pro- 
fit of his Mafter, fo he gained hi: good will, and affe- 
étion. 

At that time Heraclius being Emperor of the Eaft, 
and the feamlefs coat of the Church torn by variety of 
Sects, and Herefies, the Bifhops and Governors in Cone 
ftantinople ju/Hly fearing divine vengeance , by rea- 
fon of the Neftorian herefie , which with that of the 
Monothelites , ‘began afrefh to infect their Clergie, de- 
Liberated on fome Ecclefiaftical cenfure againft them : 
When Sergius a Monke, and Seétarie of Neftorius, con- 
Seious of his ervor, and dreading the prnifhment , fled 
Secretly into Arabia, and found retreat and entertain-— 
ment with Abdemonople , the mafler of Mahomet, 
where finding flender +e of propagating his infeéti- 
ous Herefie the family being Pagans) and Lefs of over- 
throming his oppofites in Religions, he refolued to take . 
revenge on Chriftianity it felf, and to that effect be- 
gan to practifcon Mahomet , as.a Subject prepared to 
receive the imprefston of his defien, 

Inthe meane time , Abdemonople dyed , his riches 
being augmented through the care-and induftricof Ma- 

homer, 
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homet } who having before infinuated into the favor 
of his Miftris Aijfla, by prefents of rare toyes , procured 
in-his Travels, by them, ‘or through Sorcery (of which . 
he was held guilty,and laboureth to pure himfelf in his 
Alcoran) focharmed her affection, that of her flave, he 
was advanced to be Lord beth of her per[on,and fortunes. 
Being thus grown opxlint, he fomet:me continued his 


grade, but then willing to take eafe, ashe had, during 


his voyages through feverall Countries, been a Seeker, 
and inquifitive concerning the diverfity of Relzgrons 
profelfed through the univer(e, fo now (though ir- 
refolute which to follow) herejected all, asvain , and 
foolifh , except Fudaifme and Chriftranitie , and ap- 
proving the latter as the beft , accordingly framed his 
life, alfuming a |pecious forme of Sanctimony , which 
bred admiration in them that coafidered ha former 
education, and cave him a repute above his expectation. 
But this hafty fruit was foon corrupted , and with the 
touch of Ambition ( lke the Apples of Sodome) foon 
wanifhed into ftinke and filthine{s. 

For Sergius , as fubtile , as malicious , obferving 
his dippofition , and withall, after fome difcourfe concar- 
ning the two Religions, of both which he found him ex- 
cellently ignorant, feeing it no difficulty to a till tanto 
him the poyfon of his Herefic , eafily perfwadcd him, 
That lefa Chrift was but man fimply, that for the mme-. 
vit of his vertnes he was held as Deified : that the faf- 
ferings of his death were but humane inventions , that 
he was tran[ported from this life to an imiportall 5 and 
glorious, by another sway then that of Death: That 
here iz but one Goll, inoné Perfin, [0 that the Faith 


of the Ghriftians is vain, and invented, and that of the- 


Jews 
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«Jews t00 loofe , and lean, through their owa obftina- 


cy. That the Arabians being.a dull and ignorant peo- 
ple, inclining neither to the one nor the other, but all 
(as many as had been touched with the fame of his aew 
fanttity ) admiring his perfettions ; TheJews and 
Chriftians being lkemife enemies to cach other, and the 
Chriftians at variance among themfelves, He might 
in that juncture of affaires , affume the. title of 4 Pro- 
phet fent from God, to difabufe the one, and the other, 
and fave the world by another Law. This Counfell of 
Sergius took the defied effec? , and Mahomets 
thoughts, before enflamed with his new-gotten. wealth, 
and fame, now entertained more ardent defires of being 
efteemed a Prophet, looking upon all other attributes of 
Religion, and fanctity, as vile and abjeét. 

To this effect, on a {udden he retires to a folitary Cave, 
not far diftant from Mecca, while Sergius proclaimed 
the vain perfections of his life, and filled the ears of 
the people with the moife of bis defervings. Thexterme 
of twoyears expired, Mahomet ‘again appears to the 
world, and as if newly returned from the Oracles of 
Hearwen, ftileth himfelf a Prophet fent from God , who 
willing through his mercy , to withdraw hime from that 
precipice of his everlafting ruine, and admonifb, him o 
his error. afflicted, bis body with the, falling-fickne Sy 
which Mahomet, txffead of re cating , made an ad- 
vantage to promove. his ee defign. For his wife 
lementing 30 fee her felfe yoaked to one fodifeafed , and 
lormitioa with ay hideous ix fruity, ‘he cecufed it, and 

y wrougik in ber a beliefe si that being, confixained 
$i punts to converte mith the Angel, Gabriel , his 
Sreile body, waable te abide tl € fplendor of his heavenly 

prefence,

prefence, fell into that diftemper,and at the departure of 

the Divine Ambalfador , recovered its former conditi- 

on. His wife believing this was not wanting to divulge 

the rare qualities of her husband , his. admirable fan= 

ity, and frequent converfe with the Angel , which 

gained him the efleeme of 4 Prophet in his own houfe, and 
» reverente among his Neighbours. . 

That this Infant-repute of bts Holine{s might be the 
better firengthned, Mahomet thought it requifite to 
‘ promulgate fome Chapters of bis Alcoran (asa Re- 

monfirance of his Commifiion ) which as he faw oeca- 
fiom, he fhaped (though ill-favouredlyy to his defignes , 

giving out that he received them from the Angel Ga- 
bricl , as the Counfell and precepts of God, who for 
that he had not faved men, either by the Lawof Motes, 
the Pfalmes of David , or the Gofpel of Jefus Chritt, 
did new promi(e them infallible Salvation by the means 
of the Alcoran , which though rudely , yer cunningly 
‘contrived , as complying with the loofe humor of the 
Arabians , enjoyning nothing firité or burthenfome, 
but ténving all to liberty , 4 the fole means to allure 
them to a belief of it, induced firft the Parents and ale 
lies of his wife , then the more’ ignorant and meaner [ort 
to embrace it, and efteeme Mahomet as the Meffenger 
of God fent to guide them into eternall felicity, and the 
enjoyment of Paradife , which the eafier to eafnare 
shem, he fained to be full of fuch pleafunes as fall un- 
der fenfe, and a plentt ull fruition of thofe delights, that 
- inthole more barren and defert parts of Arabra they ex- 
ceedingly wanted. 
“Having thus drawn to his devotion,a numerous though 


wulgar party of the people, who in pinion ‘of his Prophe- 
: _ _ pheticall 
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ticall Function were prompt to his obedience, he thought 
it altogether as eafie toobtain 4 Kingdom, as he had 
found u not difficult to attain to the tile of a Prophet , 
and to effek this, having before, under pretence of Refor- 
mation of Religion gaincd many followers, while more 
ftood as lookers, on, net at all regarding that Decoy , he 
refolved to yoak to it that other concomitant in popular 
diturbances, liberty, proclaiming it to be the will of God, 
that all men fhould enjoy it, and that the Edit might be 
firft obeyed in his own family, enfranchized his Slave, 
called Leidi. 

This baite, as it inhaunced his fame, [0 it added to his 
retinues for as multitudes, affecting novelty, anda mu- 
tation of condition, daily added themfelves te his party s 
So flaves from all parts of Arabia forfook their Mafters, 
and fled to him as. their Redeemer,and embraced his Law, 
asthe means of their falvation, Thefe through. a fond 
conceit of his piety, ready to [arifice their lives at his 
command, he divided into troops, and {ent to rob the Ga- 
ravans of “Marchants that travelled through the de- 
farts, and by this means, having added to his treafure by 
Spoils and his retinue daily encreafing by a multitude of 
Fugitives and Vagabonds, who by reafon of this liberty, 
to act any villanny, reforted to him, he at length took 
up thoughts of imploying them in the confirmation of bis 
Law, which he knew to. be the ready way to bis eftablifh- 
ment, in that power towhich he 4{pired. 

To this purpofe, he marcheth with his troups towards 
Medina (the place of his Birth and Buriall ) to preach in 
a Synagogue of Fews there inhabiting. Thefe lefs fiupid 
infiecd of beleving,did hand{omly beat him, and eige 
si Ee % 


‘then the Arabians, could not. endure his impoflures, and 
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his train from the town. This repel{e rather writating 
then terrifying him, he drew all his force intothe ficld, 
and afjailed the Jews in two feverall conflicts , 1m one 
of which, by a wound on the face with afword, that broke 
out bis fore teeth: He figned the Articles of his Law 
with his blood, and continued a long time as dead ina 
ditch , but being refcued by his Slaves, and recovered of 
his wound, he again fought and vanguifbed them, and 
converted their Synagogue into a Temple, for his own 
ule. 
fe fame of his exploits increafing,with the. number of 
his Secbaries (10 whom [ome Princes, and eminent per fons 
of the Country began to éncline, giving him their daugh- 
ters in mariage) awakned the Nobles of Mecca, particu- 
larly the family of Coxeiss who wifely judging nem 
form of Religion, propagated by a nemmay, force of arms, 
muft inevitably introduce a new Government, of which 
Mahomet, of bale and obfiure beginnings wonld be 
chief, as the Author, oppofed themfelues to his defignss 
expelled all fuch as fecmed +0 favour him out of the 
City, and feverall times gave him battell., inwhich he 
fevaliantly deported himfelf, that though he was {ome- 
simes put to the worft, yet he more often prevailed , and 
giving freedom to [uch prifoners, as would embarce his 
Law , encorporated them into his Army, firengthning 
himfelf, and weaining his enemies. Being in fine acom- 
pleat Conqueror in the field , he affaulted the City of 
Mecca, tock it, and after fome laughter of the Nobi- 
lity, his encintes; proclaimed impunity to all that woald 
acknowledc hima Prophet of God ,. by whofe favor (as, 
he affirmed. and appontmcat, pat by his own valour, he 
had attained 10 that honor. After this proclamation, 
Dd many 
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many for fear of prefent danger’, and apprehenfion of 
future bondage, more out of ignorance, embraced his 
belief , and he emoyed the vain felicity , to fee 
himfelfe General of an Army, Lord of a vaft Coun- 
ivy, and to be eftcemed, and reverenced as a Pro- 
pret. 

About that time Heraclius the Emperor , difpofing 
himfelf rather to improve the Herefie of the Mono- 
thelites , then to defend the Confines of the Empire, 
no! only permitted Mahomet to domineere in Arabia, 
but gave advantage to Coftoes the Perfian King, to 
invade his dominions : but at length awakened by the 
alarmes of {0 puiflant an Entmy, levied a trong Ar- 

kona OE and [ummoned he* Saracens (a people fo called 
nifesin fro their inhabiting the Defart) to his afsiftance. The 
their tongue Perfian vanguifhed, and the Saracens expecting the 
ee - Salarie of their labors, and with fome importun:ty de- 
habit. manding it, were anfwered, that the Emperor had not 
x Savas his fuffictent Treafure to pay the Chriftian Troops , and 
ravell, ; ; : ‘ 
therefore thofe Heathen Dogs muft attend the conveni- 
ency of thetr Prince. Incenfed by this contempt . they 
retired, and marched by the way of Afftick , where 
finding Mahomet bufie to enlarge his Power, he ag- 
gravated their difcontents . affirming it to be the will 
of God’, that all men fhould enjoy their Liberty , that 
God was offended at their opprefions , and willed them 
to oppofethe tyranny of the Chriftizns, aud that who- 
[oever dyed im that. holy Warre , his foul fhould be in- 
flantly tran[ported to Paradife. Thefe motives raifed 
them to a refolution’ of making defection: fo that they 
elected Mahomet their Generall, who incontinently den 
é prived the Emperor Heraclius of his Tribute > ad his 
Officers 
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officers (who were flain ia demanding it of thei lives. 
After this act, the whole Province, with that of Egypt, 
yevolted , and the people generally efteeming the uc- 
cefs of Mahomets. armes (which he was diligent to 
employ) as a fure e(timony of the goodnefs of his Caufe, 
embraced his Religion. 

Heraclius having neglected to firangle this rebellion 
in its birth , enteavoured to extinguifh it , being now 
growne to confiderable frrength ; and to that end [ent an 
Army under the conduct. of. Theodofius ba Favorite ; 
his Army was twice overthrown, the General flain, ana 
the Mahometans per{uing their victories, took from. 
the Greeks , the Countries of Egypt, Syria, and other 
provinees of Aftrica, where Mahomet encreafed his 
Triumphs and ereched his Trophies. 

Being now gre 
dinase life, then burthen of years, he retired full of glo- 
ry , 5 a King and Prophet, to Mecca, where he refolved 
toend his dayes ,, having affirmed it in the Alcoran 
to be the moft holy City of the world :° as that where- 
in ftood the Temp le of Abraham , built. miraculoufly 
by Angels , #0 he the Sanctuary of all that es thi- 
ther in Pilgrimage. And therefore it was, t at when 
he had by hw Armies taken the City 0 Antioch , he 
dur {t not enter into tt 1” per {on , left by the delichtfull 
awd fertile (cituation of it he fhould have heen enticed 
to delert Mecca.» and contradict his own Prophecte. 
His life now drawing to 4 period, a Plurifie furprized 
him, On the feventh day, for Crifis of bis difeale, he 
hecame, franti gues Haly, 92 of his [uccefjors, aftoni|bt

For \he 
told his followers that he fhould rife again \he'third day, 
and afcendto Heaven. They obferved thi, and enard- 
ing his Corps four days entire, with impatent expect s- 
tion of his Refurrection, were at length comelled, y7ea- 
fon of its pusvifadtion , to take bim up, and bury bit at 

Medina, where his Reliques dre annually vifited by the 
[uperftitious Pilgrims of his Religion. ! 
Thus Mahomet, the Prophet of the Turts , and An- 
thor of the Alcoran, dyed on the twelje day ‘of the 
Moneth* Rabeg, in the great climatericadl year of bis 
Age, having abufed men with his horrib'c rimpoftures, 
wll 23. years , dwelling in the efeim Prophet ; 
ten at Mecca, and thirteen at Medina. Fis coming was 
fome years after the year of ‘our Saviour Goo, Hera- 
clius being Emperor at Conttantinople; Sadinion Bi- 
Shop of Rome, Clotaire King of France, Viteric of 
Spain, and Edbald of England. He wasof ature not 
tall, large finnews, brown colour , and brad face, bis 
head disproportioned to his Body : yet may ve well ima- 
gine the beauty of bis body tof, trpalfe that of his minde, 
which was full of deceit, vitious and croell sever [paring 
any thing to advance his luft (in which he qualled him- 
[elf to forty men) or te procure his revenge. He' wus (us 
himfelf confelfed) altogether ititerate,and thovgh by na- 
ture fubtile, and quick-witted, yet often puftd for the in- 
vention of delufive Miracles , to confirm the Arabians 
iatheix Belief. For he continually preachedto them.that 
Gad had fent him to confirm his Law by fore: of Armes, 
and 
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and not by Mitacles , yet the people inftantly demanding 
them, as figusof bis Mifaon , hewas confirained firft 10 
tell them of acertain voyage to Heaven . which was 
briefly thus. the Angel Gabriel, with threcfcore and 
ten pair of wigs, came t0 himby night, ashe was in 
bed with his wfe Aijsfla, told him Godhad fent for bim, 
he going downwith this Angel , found at his doore an 
Heterogeneous Beaft, called Elborach, ‘half Affe, half 
Mule, but mudr foifter then either :( for itwould goe as 
far at oneftepas the -moft .quick-fighted could fee ) this 
Beat, or-belrever of the Alcovan, would not let Maho- 
met mount hin, wnlefshewould fir promifero pray for 
him, which she charitable Prophet did, and was in the 
twinckling of an eye brought by ‘hime to Jerufatem , 
wherethe Angel Gabriel tyed the Beaft with his girdle 
to avock, and taking Mahomet on his fhoulders, carri- 
ed. him to Heaven-gate. They knocked , and the Porter 
noderfianding Mahomet ro be there , tmftantly opened, 
snd-bade him welcome. Inthis firff Heaven he [aw An- 
gels, of diversand monflrous foapes 5 [ome. compoled of 
fire. and (now, others of fire alone, every of them dver- 
ly oaped  anong the reft, one with the head of a Cock, 
whofe fect toxrhed one Heaven, and head another (exch 
Heavep beingdiflant fromthe other , a voyage of jve 
handred years) and when he cvowes ( whith w bry lan 
guage) hemoes the Cocks of the Barih to crow > This 
Angel recomnended-bim to another , he to athird , and 

{a one to another, untillhe came tothe Heaven , where 
God kept hisvefidence. God curteonfly received him , 

asked him hov his people did, bow they entertained bis 

Law , and fimiliarly laid his hand Ke his fhoulder , 

which was forold, that it pierced to the marrow of his 

Dd3 back- 
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back-bone. God had foon done with him,only telling him 
how often his people foould make their prayers , which 
were [0 many , that as he was returning, in the fourth — 
Heaven , Mofes aduifed him to goe back to God , and 
entreat him that fewer prayers might ferve his turn , for 
his people were not able to make [omany;, which he did, 
and after many returns, brought the number to five. 
This done, he went back to his Elborach, which in a 
moment brought him to his houfein Mecca, where he 
ment to bed again tohis wife, [he not once dreaming her 
husband would leave Heaven for her company , or 
thinking he had been there 5 all this he performed in the 
tenth part of a night. The Turks at this day fondly be- 
Lieve this ax atruth, but the Axabians of his time -re- 
quiring him to doas much in their view, he (unwilling 
to take again fo long ajourney) replyed, Praifed be God, 1 
am man, and an Apofile. He had other fights, which 
in fight of the people, by Art or S orcery he performed, and 
they flupidly believed, and entertained as miracles : as 
a Pigecn being by him tan ght 10 come and pick a Peafe out 
of his car, he told them it was the Holy Ghoft that came to 
tel bim what God would have him do 5 [oan Ox brought 
him a Chapter of the Alcoran — his horns,in a fall af- 
fembly. He l:kewife per(waded them, that being at din- 
ner at the heufe of one that pretended to be his friend (who 
had an intent to poyfon hira,, or he at leaft was [0 infor- 
med) a fhoulder of mution ferved into the T able, forewar- 
ned him that he fhould not eat of it; avd though many 
were prefent,none but he heard or underfloed the language 
of themutton, -> yer he permitted one of hw deareft friends. 
to cate of it, and die impoyfoned. S uch, and mamy of the 
Like nature were his miracles: As the bowing of trees, 
fhaken 
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foaken by fome fudden guft of winde the howling of 
Wolves,and braying of Affes which is their language, de- 
firing Mahomet to pray for them; and he Prop’ etically 
underflanding, as religion fly performed. His cuftomwas 
often to inculcate into the ears of his Auditors, that God 
ave him commfcion to fulfil his own defires in all things, 
and to that purpofe intreduceth God {peaking to him, To 
thee, O Prophet! Ir w permitted to lye with all women 
that are given thee, or thou doft purchafe, thy Aunts and 
kindred, and all good wemen that freely defire thy com- 
pany, and this « Lawfull for thee alone. His if[ue was one 
only Son, called Caffim, who died before him, and many 
daughters, Fatione the eldeft (in high efteem at this day 
among the Axabians , and honoured as the royall root of 
AbenAlabecy was wife to Haly.Zeinebthe fecond,was 
m.rvied to Ofmen, after [onto Mahuvias,and perhaps to 
both facceffively for they bath fucceeded im the Empire of 
Arabiasto her i: attributed the original of the other family 
of Aven Humeia. Imiaultim and Naphifle are diverfly 
mentioned by the moft faithful Hiftorians:fome delivering 
them as his daughters, others as his near kindred. On the 
Seal which he ufed,were engraven thefe words,Mahomet, 
Meflenger of God. Heaven ordained him to be a feourge 
forthe punifbment of C hriftians, who in multitudes at 
that time had forfaken the truth, to follow the Sects and 
Herefies of the Arrians, Donatifts, Neftorians, azd o- 
thers. The day of his death was no le{s prodigious, then the 
courfe of his life, a Comet, refembling a {word, appearing 
at high noon, pointing from South to North, whew it was 
beheld the [pace of thirty dayes, which that age interpre- 


sed to portend the fatal rifing and {pendor of the Ara-* 


bian Empire.

1. Though it may be dangerous to {uch as like reedes are 
foaken, and like empty clouds carried about with every. winde of 
doétrin, yet to feaid and folid Chriftians, the reading of Mahomets 
Herefies will be no more dangerous, then the reading of thofe er- 
rors Which are recorded in Scripture, for in them are mentioned 
smany damnable errors and abominations of the Egyptians, Cana- 
nites, Hittites, Sidonians, and other Gentiles,and of the Hebrews 
themfelves, of the Sadduces Who denied Spirits, Angels, and the 
Refurrettion 
2. Is there more danger in reading the Alcoran,then in reading 
the Errors of ancient and modern Hereticks? (wrely Tertuliian, 
Treneus, Epiphanius, Auftin, and other Fathers were not of this 
opinion,who have left upon record to pofterity thedamnable herefies 
of Arians, Eutychians,Neftorians,Macedoniansjand others : and. 
in the Aleoran there are not (wch dangerous errors as among the 
Tetratheites, Angelites, axd Theodofians, whoheld there were 
four Gods,or the Tritheites, who Affirmed there mere three; or the 
Gnofticks, Manicheans, Cerdontans, Matcionites, who main- 
tained there mere twocontrary gods, theone good, the other bad, 
whereas the Alcoran/ets downthere ts but one true God ; und al~ 
though it denieth With Arius; the Divinity of Chrift, yer it holds 
him a great Prophet ; nor doth it (peak fo bla/phemoufly of Chrift 
as the Simonians,. who held Simon Magus, or the Ophites, and 
Manicheans, Who /aid, the Serpent was Chriff, or Menander, whe 
affirmed bimfelf to be Ghrift, and the Saviour of the world. Be- 
fides 3 are not the damnable Herefies of the modern Familifts, who 
deny Chrifts Divinity, making as many Chrifts as there be illn~ 
minated Eldersin their Congregations? are not alfothe Herefies 
of the Socinians, Antitrinitarians, Adamites, Servetians, Aiti- 
fabbatarians, and many ethers expofed to the vieW of all that wil 
read them ? why then may not the Alcotan? Befides, are men de= 
barred from. reading the Greek’ and Latine Poets ? nay, are not 
many of them tranflated into our Englifo tongue? as al[o the mio~ 
40 ders 
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dern Hiftories of the Eaft and Weft indies,wherein are more dam- 
ndble tenets then any.in the Alcoran, and they who have read the 
Jewith Talmud, and Cabala, will finde them as ridiculous pieces 
4s the Alcoran. : 

3 Uf there were any loveline/s, beauty, excellency; or any thing 
elfe in the Alcoran that-might Win the minde, anddraw the af= 
fettion after it, I foould hold the reading of it dangerous, but 
whereas it 1 {uch a mifbapen and deformed piece, 1 think the rea- 
ding of it will confirm us in the truth, and caufe us love the Scrip- 
ture [o much the more: for as a beautifull body 1s never more love- 
ly then when fhe us placed neer a Black. More, neither w truth 
more.amiable then When it 1s be[et With Errors. Oppofita’uxta fe

4. Though the Alcoran be received among many Nations, yet 
this reception proceeds not from any tove they bear to itor any love- 
line[s they fisde in it, but partly ont of fear, being forced by the 
Sword, partly out of a prepofterows defire of liberty and preferment, 
and partly out of ignorance, as not being {1 uffered to read the Scrip- 
tures nor to hear Philofophy, by which the errors thereof may be 
detetted, nor to enquire into the ab[urdities thereof, or to di/pute 
and queftion any thing in st : for Which caule alfoit 1 not fuffered 

to 


toa (onfort of 
Mufick,? he deferves the ears of Midas that will prefer the’ 
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to be Printed, nor are (briftians permitted to enter into Mecca, 
leaft their abfurdities and impicties of their Religion foould be 
manifefted, and thus are thofe filly fouls kept in blindne/s and ig- 
norance, and therefore I never readthat any Nation did volunta- 
vily receive the Alcoran except the theevifo Saracens of Arabia, 
becaufe it Was a friend both to their theevery and lechery, as 
permitting multiplicity of Wives and Concubins, and a reward 
for thofe that (hall murther and rob. 

5. The Alcoran % tranflated into French and other vulgar 
Tongues, and the chief heads thereof by Purchas in bu Pilgrimage, 
by Heidin ix hes Geography, and by others into our own tongue 
Withoat feruple or exception; and I pray you, Why x the Arabick 
tongue, the language cf that falfe Prophet, and in Which he writ 
his Alcoran, fo much learned and tan ght in Schools and Chriftian 
Poiver ities, but that by it we mity come to the knowledg of Ma- 
homets Laws and Religion ? and how fhould we know this little 
born in Daniel that [pake bith and proud things againft the Al- 
mighty, if we read not his life and dottrine ?

7 though Suger be [Weer init (elf, yet it B much more [weet to him 
that hath tafted eAlloes, and though Italy init [elf be a delicious 
Countrey, and garden of the World, yet it 3 much more delightful, 
pleafant, and beautifull, to him whe hath paffed over the mounta- 
NOUS, (TALLY, andrugged Alpes : Did not the Prodigal love the 
bread of his fathers houfe evermore the better after he had been 
fed on hasks With fine? donbtlefs Wwe foall finde, that after Wwe 

have 


have fed a while upon the courfe busks of the Alcoran, with the 
Arabian /wine, We Ball with much more eagerne/s covet after the 
plenty of our Fathers houfe, exhibited to us in his Word, Where We 
foall finde the hidden Manna, the bread of Life, that came down 
from heaven. 

7. Books of Palmiffry, Phyfioguomy, pediciall A frologie, Neé- 
cromancy, and other [uperftitious and impious Arts have been per- 
mitted to come abroad, that men might fee the vanity of thofe 
Arts, the knavery aud wickednefs of the Artifts, the foolifone/s of 
credulous people, who fuffer themfelves to be deluded by them, 
and the malice of Satan the arch enemy of mankinde, whofe de- 
light 13 to. abufe, delude, and déftroy men : why then may not the 
Alcoran be read, that men may fee the vanity, impiety, and foo~ 
lifone(s of it, by which the world hath been fo many years cheated 
and abufed ?

rive and topical ; Ethicks treats of vices as Well as of vertues ; 
Natural Philofophy handleth the natures, not only of nfeful and 
beneficial creatures, but alfo of hurtful and. venomous, as of Ser- 
pents; Phyfick [peaks of poyfons as well a of cures; Hifforians 
defcribe both the vertuous and vicious atlions of Princes; in 
Divinity We learn,not only what God and good Angels are,but al- 
fo what Sathan is and his wicked Angels in Navigation we muft 
hunow, not only what places are Navigable, but alfo what are not; 
how foall. We avoid Rocks, Quick; [ands and Shelves if we know 
them not ? even [o Chriftian Religion permits not only the reading 
of Scripture but alfo of heretical and hearhenijh books, as 1s {aid, 
that We may know What to embrace, what to fhun ; therefore if 
you would know What be the damnable errors to be avoided by 
Chriftians, read the Alcoran, and you Joall finde init the finke,of 
all, or moft part of ancient herefies. 

9. Inreading of the Alcoran, though it be, as Cato faid of the 
three Roman Embaffadors,, that were to. fo 10 Antiochus, 


headle(s, beartlefs, and footlefs, the ove being maimed in his sr 
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the feconda fool, and the third lame in his feet, I Say, though it 
he without head or tail, as we ufe to [peak , being immethodicall 
and confufed, contradttory in many things, written ina rude 
Language the Author himfelf being no Linguift or Scholer, Hay, 
not able toread or write, though alfo it confft of Lyes and [enfle/s 
follies, yet this benefit we may reap; I [ay, in reading of it, that 
we foall be forced to admire and praife the goodne/s of God towards 
0s Chriftians who having [uffered a Great part of the world to fit in 
the valley of the foadow of death, to be oppre(fed with Cimmerian, 
yea more then palpable Egyptian darkue/s, hath placed us in the 
Temple, where We have the golden Candleftick of his Word, and a . 
slearer and more durable Lamp then that of Salomons Temple, 
yeaeventhe Sun of righteou[nes Shining upon us in the land of 
Gofhan, Whilft a great part of the world doth follow the Anti- 
chriftian beaft, Wwe follow the Lamb upon mount Sion ; While they 
hear the voyce of Satyres, Oftrages, and Schrich-Owls, Wwe hear 
the voice of the Turtle, and the S ongs of Sion in our own Land: 
whilft they feed on husks with (wine, and drink, the corrupted puda 
dles of Mahomets inventions, we are fed with Angels food,and eat

them, whilft the fleh ts between their teeth, fo that they muft 
needs perifh everlaftingly. Who would have thought that thofe 
Countreys which Were honored by Gods own prefenc, by the Ora- 
cles of the Prophets, by the prefence, miracles, and preaching of 
Cbrift, by the planting of the Apoftles, by the blood of [o many 
Martyrs, foould be thus beforted, and enflaved by the tyranny of 
this grand Impoftor? when Wwe think on thofe things, let us work, 
ont our falvation with fear andtremblin ig, and let him who thinks 
he fiandeth take heed leaft he fall: they Were not greater finners

then we, therefore doubtle(s except we repent We foall all Likewi[e 
perifh ; the remif{nes of Heraclius Government, his falling into 
the herefie of the Monothelites, the contempt of the Gofpel, the 
flighting of the Paftors, the Wickedne/s of the people, the continual 
Schifms,rents, jars, and divifions of their Churches, were both 
the canfes and occafions of the[e miferies Which have faln upox 
them ; let ws take heed then we be not partakers of their fins, leaft 
we alfo partake of their plagues. 

10, The reading of the Alcoran Will enable us to. beat Maho- 
met with his own Weapons, to cut off the head of this Goliah with 
his own {word, and to. wound this unclean bird with quits pickt out 
of his own Wings, for even unwittingly. and unwillingly he is 
forced to acknowledge many truths of Chriftian Religion, inaffir- 
ming there is but one true God the Creator of all things, and 
though he goeth about to overthrow the dottrine of the Trinity, yet 
he doth plainly confirme it ; when he [peaks of God,of the word ana 
of the Spirit, Which three indeed are one in effence, though diftintt 
in (ubfiftencesthough he laboureth to overthrow the Gofpel, yet he 
confirms it, when hecalls it good, full, right.alight, and a guide 
to [alvation for if it be full, good, ec. what need was then of his 
Alcoran ?.and though he indeavoreth to overthrow Chrifts Divi- 
nity with Arius and Neftorius, and the Jews his ghoftly fathers, 

yet he affirns it, in calling Qhrift the Word ; for asthe internal 
word of the minde is coeternal With the minde, fo is Chrift the 
Word of his Fathers coeternal with the Father ; he eftablifheth 
alfo the Article of Chrifts Conception and Nativity, affirming 
him to be conceived by the holy Ghoft, and born of theVirgin 
Mary, whom heconfelfeth to have been a pure Virgin, both before 
ana after Chrifts birth: fo be confirms the Article of Chrifts 
afcention into heaven, and divers other points of Chriftiamty, to 
whom we are more beholding for his reverend efteemof Chrift, 
then the fews who revile and blafpheme him. | 

11. In reading the Alcoran, thongh Wwe finde much dung,yet in 
it We hall mect with [ome gold, as Virgil did in reading of Ennius 
his Verfes. KAops Cock found a precious ftone in a dunghill ; 
where 1s much drofs fome pure mettal will be found: evenfoin the 
dirt of the Alcoran you Joall finde fome jewels of Chriftian 
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defixutiive of Chriftian Religuon, thae Chriftian Princes are 


vertues ; andindeed if Chriftians will but diligently read. and ob- 
ferve the Laws and Hiffortes of the Mahometans, they may 
blujh to fee how zealous they are in the works of devotion, piety, 
and charity, how devout, cleanly,and reverend in their Mofques, 
how obedient to their Priefts, that even the great Turk bim/elf 
will attempt nothing without confulting his Mufti, how care- 
ful ave they to obferve their hours of prayer five times aday where 
ever they are, or however imployed ? hom-conftantly do they ob- 
Serve their Fafts from morning till night a Whole moneth toge- 
ther?how loving and charitable the Muflemans are to each other, 
and how carefull of ftrangers, may be [een by their Hofpitals, bork 
for the poor and for travellers : if We obferve their juftice, tempe- 
rance, and other morall vertues, we may truly blufh at our own 
coldnefs, both in devotion and charity, at our injuftice, intempe- 
vance, and oppreffion doubtlels thefe men Wilk rife up in judgment 
againft us; and {urely their devotion, piety, and works of mercy 
are maine cau[es of the growth of AMahomatifm, and onthe con- 
trary, our neglect of Religion, and loofwefs of converfation, is a 
maine hindrance to theinzresfe of Chriftianity ; iit not a fhame 
that they foould read over their Alcoran once every moneth, and 
We [carce read over the Bible in all our life ? that they [hall give 
fuch reverence to their Alcoran, as to honor the very Camel that 
carried it to Mecca, and to lay up for holy reliquesthewapkins and 
handkerchiefs that rubbed off the [wear from bis skin, and we /hall 
prefer lafcivious Reems, and wanton Ballads to the (acred-word of 
«Almighty God? dowenot make oxr felves unworthy of fuch an 
ineftimabletreafure ? 

12. The Yurks are our neighbors, and sheir F erritories bor 
der upon the dorinions of Chriftendom': therehave been contint 
all Years, and Will be fisll berweewus, it concerneth every Chri- 
tian who. makes confcience of hii wayes to eximine the caufe, 
and to look into the -aroumds of this war, whether they be jafF or 
not, Which cannot beknown bus by reading the Aleoran, in which 
we fee the Mahometans to be the enemies of the Cros of Chriff, 
i denying his Death: ina of his SDiwinity,al{o in thar t hey deny bis 
Godhead: we fhall finde fo manypaffages ix itrepngmant to, and 
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bound to oppofe the enemies thereof ; after the example of Eufeb. invit. 


thofe glorious Emperors, Conftantine, who made war acainft 
the Heathen Princes, Maxentius, Maximinus ad Licinius, 
of Theodofius the..elder againft the Tyrant. Eugentus the 
worfhipper of Hercules, 6f Theodofins the, younger againft the 
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“Saracens, of Honorius, againft the Goths, al enemies of Ute deice23.

15. Inreading the Alcoran we foall [ee what is the force 
of [uperftition, and with What vielence men are carried head- 
long: in the defence and maintenance even of the moft abfurd 
avd imspioys opm@ions ; what Hecubais more deformed then 
the. Alcoran? yet bow do the Turks fight. and ftrugele, toil 
and care, baxard life and liberty, eftates and all for it, as if 
it Were the moft beautiful Helena in the World | thefe mev 
cannot endure the Image of Chrilt, or of a Saint in, they 
Temples, calling this Idolavry,. aad yet they are the greateft 
Idolaters in. the werld rhemfelves, for never was there [uch 
an Idol as the Alcoran, no sas muft touch it, sll firft bebe 
walked, and that being done, he neu[? not-touch it With his naked 
hands, but with 4 clean linen cloth; the Prieft wsufe kifs ity 
and bew toit ; he mult when he reads init hold it upon high, 
far it. afinto held tt lower then his girdle: Every prece of 
paper that a Turk findes he muft, nfereverendly, becaufe the 
Alcoran « Written-in paper, the Mule that carries it_to 
Mecca # held in great veneration, [fo that he or fhe 1s fanclified 
ail the year after that can but touch him, and that hasdkare- 
chief hick wipesh off bis fweatss a holyreliqne : thus do they 
frrain at a gnaaand {wallow a (Camel. 


16, In reading the Alcoran & Turkith Story, We foal fee whe 
were Gog nd Magou thar made war againft the Saints, — 
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the Turks an ob{cwre people of Seythia, wperefere tabled Gog , 
becanfe they were hid and anknowh along timeyard rhe Sa. . 
racens, whe Were a known people, and. the open enetnies of the 
Church, therefore called Mageg 3 thefe treacherou|ly com- 
bined together, opprefjed fir the Perfians, and afterward the 
Greek Empire, With ihe famous Churches of Miay Greece, 
and Egypt ; We fhall al{o finde, that by the Star Which fel 
from heaven, anid opened the bettomle/s pit, Whole fmoke 
darkned the Sun, and out of which came the Locufts; whofe 
terror is defcribed by St. John, is meant Mahomet that great 
deftreyer, as his name fiqnifieth ,. anfwering to the name Rev, g. 
Appollyon, and Abaddon: for never was there futh a de: 
frroyer, Who by bis peftilent dottvine hath deftroyed fo many 
fouls, and by the {word of his Locafis hath deftroyed fo many 
bodies and ruinated {o many goodly Conntries. 


17. Ifyou will take a brief view of the Alcoran . you frill 
finde it a hodg-podge made up of thefe four ingredients, 1. OF 
Contraditlions. 2. Of Blajphemie. 3. Of ridiculous Fables. 
4 Of Lyes : firft, of Contradittions. be doth ordinarily fay, 
and unfay the fame thing ; one while he tells us, that he was 
the firft that ever entred into Patadife, und elfewhere he 
Sayes he found men and Women there ; fometinses he affirms that 
Jews aud Chriftians fall be {aved by their own Religion, and 
fometimes aguin that none can be faved who embrace not his 
Alcoran ; Ja one place following the Opinion of Origen, or 
rather of the Origenifts he affirmed that all the devils hat 
be faved ; in another place he faith only thofe devils foall be fa- 
ved Who hearken to, and obey his Alcoran. Setondly, of 
Blapphemy, for be bla{phemeth God, ia faying that he prayeth 
for Mahomet, intimating hereby that he w infertor-to that God 
he prayerh to; be makes God alfo {wear by Elits, Worms, 
$i [uch bafe creatures, as if hé Were their inferiokr, Whereas 
God having none greater then inmlelf, {wears only by himfelf; 
He bla/phemes the Father,in fayingehe cannot have a Son, be- 
cane he is not married, as if there were #o other generation 
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but What is carnall ; he bla{phemes the Son with Arius,in deny- 
ing his Divinity; he blafphemes the holy Ghoft with Macedoni- 


Ds,affirming him tobe the Creaenre of a creatureshe blasphemes 


_ God alfoyin. making hime the Author of his Alcoran, bragging 


that his name is written upon the Throne of God, in that he is 
the greateft of the Prophets, who hath more knowledg then all 
the men and Angels of the world : and many other bragging 
words he uttereth of himsfelf, by which We may fee heis that- 
little born which {purng up among the jten horns of the great 
and terrible beaft of the Roman E mpire, deftroying three of 
the Roman: horas, to-wit, the Afians, “Grecians, aud Egyp- 
tians; this is the horn that hath many eyes, as being crafty and 
vigilant, but his mouth (peaks proud things, in blaSpheming and. 
bragging, as we have heard, Thirdly, of ridiculous Stories, and 
Which are more unfavery then the Golden Legend, or Lucians 
true Narrations ; he tels ws that he divided once the Moon, one 
half whereof fell into his laps( this was not then the Man in the 
Moon, but the: Moon in the Man ) the other on the ground’; 
thefe two. pieces he fouldred again. Perhaps in memory of this 
Lying miracle,the Turks nfe ‘yet the half Moen for their Arms: 
He tels us.of a great army of men and Angels raifed by Salo-: 
mon,hut mich hindred in'their march by an army of Flies, which 
Salomon rebuked, where we have a witle/s conference between 
Salomon aud the Flys he tels you ftrange Story of Noahs Ark, 
how there the Hog was Generated of the Elephants dung, and ‘a 
Rat of the Hogs dung, which gnawing aholein the Ark. at 
which Noah was affrightedshe touching the Lionon the forehead, 
out of Whole brains leaped ont a Cat, (as Minerva did ‘out of 
Jupiters) which caufed the Rat torun away : this 1s Philofophy’ 
indecd for a Hog. F ourthly, of Lyes, for he belyeth God, in 
making hin author of: bis: inapietie. and herefies ; he belyes 
Chrift, in [aying he was conceived by the (well of a Rofe: he be- 
Leth the holy Ghoft, in affirming that he inspired Mahomet 
towrite the Alcoran ; he belyeth the Virgin Mary, calling her 
the daughter of Amram, and Sifter of Moles, confounding her 
With Miriam, whereas there Were [0 many generations between ; 


he 
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he belyeth the Gospel, in Saying it ts corrupted by (hriftians ; 
he belyeth Chriftians, when he faith they Wor hip many gods, and 
that they give to God acompanion, when they acknowledg the 
Divinity of Chrift; be belyeth the Jews in [aying they make E- 
leazer 4 god; he belyes the Patriarchs, in{aying that Noah, A- 
braham, Ifaac, and Jacob believed his Alcoran, being (0 many 
thoufand years before he was born, or his Alcoran had any ex- 
ifance ; he belyes alfo the Apoftles, in making them his Schol~ 
lers, who lived-neer fix-hundred years before he was born: by 
all which we may [ee whoWwas the Compiser of this Alcoran, not 
the God of Truth, but the Father of Lyes; not Chrift and his 
eApoftles, Whofe Weapons in propagating the Gospel, Were 
powerfull preaching ,miracles, and patience in [uffering ; not the 
[word,the chief means that Mahomet ufeth to force his Alcoran, 
an inftrument forbid by Ghrift, but ufed by him whe hath been a 
wurtherer from. the beginning , but [will not take upomme the 
task of refuting the Alcoran, being already refuted by Cantar 
cuzenus, Richardus the AZonk, Cula the Cardinal, W oodman- 
ftadius, Savanorola.and others. I only thought good, upon in- 
treaty of fome learned and religious men, to prefix this brief Cam 
veat, that the, Reader might, be the better armed toencounter 
with any rub or. difficulty he foall meet with in the reading 
thereof. But before I end, give me leave to clear my felf a 
gain in this point ;that it 1s not my meaning ail foould-have the 
liberty toread the Aleoran. promifenoufly. I kvow with the 
Apoftle; that thoighall things be lawfull,, yet all things are not 
expedient, thereare children as well as menin under ftanding 

the Nurfe may ufe that knife Which the childe may not, and that 

{word which may without danger be handled by afober man,can. 
not Without danger be touched bya madman; there are as 

Well queafie as {trong ftomacks, and What ws meat to the one may 

be venome to the other ; though Mithridates could Without hart 

eat poyfon, others may not prefume to efcape fo ; it 1s lawful for 

any to look upon a monflers but it 18 not expedient for concei- 

ving women; that iron which an Oftrich can digeft, may de- 

Prey the ftomack of other creatures ; how many have been de-

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ees: ceived in gathering Elemlock for Parfly 2? Tt as not for every 
mantve meddle with Apothecuries druvs, be May Chance meet 
with poy(ox as foonas an antidore ; if ail men were like Bees, to 
fuck honey even out of Heabane, there might be no danger in 
reading the Alcoran,bat moft men are like 5 piders {rcksecurely 
poylon even ont of the {weeteft Roles therefore they only may {ure 
ly & Without danger read the Alcoran.who are tatelligent, jpdi- 
cious, learned, and throughly xrounded ix piety, and principles 
of Chriftianity, bat Weak. ignorant, incouftant, and Aijafetted 
mindes to the truth. muft not ventare to meddle with this un- 
hallowed piece left ther be polluted with the touch thereof, as they 
Were who came neer toa leprous body; and if we Will not vena 
ture to 90 into an infetted houfe Without prefervatives, much 
lefs foould any dure to reade the Alcoran, that 2s not (ufficient- 
ly armed With grace, flrength, and knowledge againft all renra- 
tions. God grant we may walkin the light of the Golpel, whilef? 
We have it , that We may not be overwhelmed with the difmall 
night of Mahometane darkne/s,which God may juftly infiict up- 
upon; ws fer our fins,rents and divifions are wo leffer then rhofe 
were of the Greek, and Aliatick (Churches. and donbtle/s except 
we repemt We fhall all perify with thems who for déspifing Gods 
facred Oraclesare now tanght to reverence every piece of paper 
they findewhich they are made beliewe fal be pat under the [oles 
of their feet When they walkover the burning grate to their fools 
Paradife, as Busbequius in his Epiftle tells us, who lived long 
among them, and was well acqnainted with their opinions ; 
bx what I have written here concerning the Aicoran, 1 fwbmit 
to the judgment and Wildom of thofe who fit ar the Stern, and 
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canfee morethen the Paffengers. 
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
